The Managers for the Comnions, among whom ^^^ Trial of 
were the moft confiderable Lawyers in thq Houfe, as Serjeant Lord Su^«L^ 
Maynard, Sir William Jones, Mr. Treby, £^c. open*d the 
CaiHe witli great Copioufncfs and Eloquence : * They bcg^n 
iwlh the Plot in general, and laid open the Mali.e, W ic- 
kednefs and Horror, of fo dreadful, bloody and hellifli a De- 
fign : They (Vrenuoufly infilled on the exprefs pofitivc Oatlis 
of the Witnefles, upon whoip the Credit of the Plot chiefly 
depended : They expatiated upon Coleman's Letters^ and Mo- 
thers, clearly proving the Defigns and Adivity of the Wri*. 
ters : They pre(s"d home the execrable Murder of Sir Ed- 
muod-bury Godfrey^ charg*d upon the Papilts, as well by the 
Oaths of felf-acknowledg'd Partners in th? F^ad, as by a 
Letter Icnt^ from London to Tixall, intimating tliis very 
Murder the' third Day after it was committed : They flilly ' 
difplay'd the Sham-Plots and Counter-Contrivances, whereby 
the Papifts would have fuborn'd the King's Evidence, and 
Tomb II. B turn'd 
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Anno s^C^rJI. fum'd all the Gtiilt upoti his M^je(ly*$ moA loyal Sulsje^S'^ 
•^"^ They urged the firing the City, the burning the Navy, the 
calling m French Armies, Wild-Irifli, Spanifi-Pilgrims, &c. 
They recapitulated the fevcral Trials of Ireland, Whitfc- 
bread, Leghorn, (ifc. and alledg'd the Votes of both Houies 
of Parliament declaring the Plot. To corroborate all which, 
flicy repeated the Cruelties of Queen Mary, the French and 
Irim Maf&cres, the Powder-Plot, bfc. atid they anatomiz'd 
the wicked Principles aixl PrafHoes of Murdering, Lying, 
Equivocating, For(wearing, Faith-breaking, ^c. imputed to 
the Papifls as hdd by them lawfid and jrteritorious. In firni, 
nothing was omitted, or neglefted through the whole Pro* 
cefs, bur the leafl CircQm(&ice fully enforc'd and advanc'd, 
with iuch Art and Acutenefi, as well anfwer'd to fo great a 
Caufe, prolecuted hy^ Co high an Authority, before k> illu- 
f!rious Judges, and lb auguft an Aflembly. 

Some VVirncflcs were nrit produced to prove the Reality, 
or at leaft the Probability, of the Plot in general ; bui chief- 
^ ly tiiree appeared againft the Lord in particular, naiflely, 
Dugdale, Gates, and Turberville, the laft &id to be. both a 
proHigate and an indigent Peribn. i. Dugdale fwore, 
* That at a certain Meeting held atTixall in Staffordfhire, 
about the End of Auguft, or Beginning of September, 1(178, 
the Lord Stafford, with Lord Aftofi and others, did, in the 
prcfinoe of the Witness, give his foil confent to take away 
the King's Life, and introduce the Popiih Religion, l^hac 
on the loth or 21ft of September in the Forenoon, the Lord 
lent for the Witneis to his Chamber, while he was drefling ; 
and turning his Servants out, oftr'd him five hundred Pounds 
for his Charges and Encouragement, to take away the King's 
Life ; and further told him, he fliould have free pardon of 
all his Sins, and be fainted ; for the King had been ex- 
communicated, and was likewife a Traytor and a Rebel, 
and an Enemy to Jefiis Chrift.' a. Oates fworo, * That in 
the Year 1677, ^o^h in Sp^in, and at St. Omers, he law fc- 
veral Letters, ^gn'd Stafford, wherein his Lordihip afliired 
the Jefiiits of his Fidelity and Zeal in promoting the Catho* 
lie Caufe. That in 1678, bebg in London, his Lordihip 
Game to the Chamber of Father Fenwick, ftnce executed, 
and there in his prefence receiv'd a Commiifion from him, 
to be Pay-Mafter-Gencrdl to the Army : Whereupon his 
Lordihip ^id, he mufl of neceffity go down into the Coun« 
try to uke account how Afikirs nood there ; and did not 
doubt but at his Return, Grove ihould do the Bufineis. 
And, ipeaking of the King, he further added. He hath de- 
ceiv'd us a great while, and we can bear no longer/ 5. 
AndTutbcnrillc. Turberville gave an account, of difbbliging his Friends by 
leaving his I^iar's Habit a^ Doway ; aud tbeixrupon went into 

France, 
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Prance, in the Year 1^75, where at Paris getting acquaia- AnnojiOir.lL 
tance with his Lordihip, he propos'4 to the Witnels a wsiy, , ^^,^ , 
both to retrieve his Credit with nis Friends, aad make him- ^- "' ^1 -^ 
felf happy ; and this was by taking away the Life of the 
•King ot jSngland, who was a Heretic, and a Rebel againfl: 
God Almighty. That when he took leave of him, his dord- 
fliip appointed to meet him at London ; but he (bon afcer 
returned into France, not being willing tp undertake the 
Propo&ls, and was difeountenanc'd by bis Friends, and re- 
duced to Poverty.* 

The accus*d Lord in his Defence, aUedgM manv ^ings HirDeftnce* 
to bvalidate the Credit of the Plot, and particularjy the . 
Reputation of thefc three WitnefTes* Agamft Dugdale, he 
produc'd Evidence, That he was a Perlbn of an infamous 
Life ; that he had cheated 'the Lord Afton his Mafter, and 
diefrauded Work-Men and Servants of their Wages ; that 
by his Extravagancies and Mifdemcanours he had run hira- 
iclf into ieveral hundred Pounds Debt, for which he was 
thrown into Jail, and deipair*d of ever gettinff out from 
thence, otherwile than bv making the pretended Difcoveries, 
In the next place, that he had aire<5tiyj)ei]ur'd hin^felf, in 
divers Parts and Circumft^nccs, as to Time and Plac(?, in 
this and other Depofitions : And farther, he provM, I'hat 
he had endeavour'd to ilibom divers Fbrlons to make i^Ke 
Oaths, and ib to ftrengthen his own by other Men's Per- 
lury. Againfl Oatcs, he enlarged upon the- mighty Impro- 
Vabilities, that fb many Jgreat and rich Conlpirators, who 
had trufted him with their ereatcft Secrets, and whofe Live^ 
were at his Mercy, fhould (uffer him to be reduc*d to fuch 
a wretched degree of Begganr, as he was acknowledged to 
be when he made his fim Diicoveries. He likewi(e inHded 
np^n his Omiflionsy Additions, andContradidbions, that plain- 
ly Appeared m his fevera! Depofitions about the Plot ; and 
al|b upon his villamous feigning himfelf to be of another 
Religion, by iblemn Renunciations of his Faith, and by 
ittch Sacraments on one fide, and fuch Abjurations and Exe- 
crations on the Qther, as rendered him unfit to be admitted 
for an Evidence againft any Man living. As to Turberville, 
he urg'd that he was perjur'd in this, and many other of his 
Depolttions ; and that his Narrative had many Miftakes and 
Blunders in it. He denyM, that he or any of his Servants, 
ever faw him at Paris ; and made fome Remarks upon his 
Poverty and Want, his looft manner of Living, his fhame- 
fiil Curfing and Swearing ; and particularly his ufing thefc 
Words, God damn me ! there is no Trade good now, bur 
that of a Discoverer. 

It would be too long to mention all the Particulars of 
diis Trial, which lafted a whole Week, and in which great 
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Anno 3aCar.U. Skill and Dexterity was ufcd by the Matiagtrs t» (upport the 
i6So. Credit and Reputation of the W itneffcs, ajnong wIkxh they 
'-"'^v~ ^ believ'd there was no Contrivance or Confederacy. Thef 
The Manageri ^^S^'^y *' That they had made it plain ^nd apparent in tii^ 
Eeply. Beginning of the Trial, by the Teftin^or^ of fix Witne&s^ 

by the Declarations of both Houles cf Parliament, by Cole* 
man's Letters, by the Trial andConvi(9:ionof other Traitors^ 
that there was a general De{igi> amongft the Pap.ifts^ to in* 
trodnce- their Religion, by raifing of Armies, morderipjg 
. the King, and lubverttng tne Government. And as to his 
Lordfliip's particular Cafe, they had three Witneffes, which 
lufficiently proved him guilty ; and fo expatiated upon tbe 
Danger of Popifli Principles, tj»^-* And particularly Sir 
lir Will. Jones. William Jones exerted his Skill and Eloquence in a long 
Speech, as much to prove the Reality of the Plot, as the 
Guilt of the Prilbncr; and thus eipeciaily argu*d : * So that 
I think now none remain that do pretend not to believe it, 
but two (brts of Perfbns ; the one, thole that were Confpira-* 
tors in it; and the other, thofc that wiih'd it had fucceede^!, 
and do defire it may io ftill.* And by way of Conclufton he 
laid, * The Evidence is fo ftrong that I think it admits of 
no doubt ; and the Offences prov'd againft my Ijord and the 
reft of hi^ Pai-ty are fo foul, that they need no AggravatuHi. 
The Ofieqces are agiinft the King, againft his facrcd Life, 
againft the froteftant Religion, nay againft all Proteftants. 
■ ■ It is a Defign that appears with fo dreadful a Coun« 
' tenance to your'Lordiliips, to this great Aftembly, and to 
the whole Nation, that it needs not any Words I can ufe to 
make you apprehend it.* His Lordfhip made two &veral 
pathetic Speeches, besides his Anlwers to the Witnefles, and

Death was known in England, till the Return of Norris, 
which was about ten Months after the Date of the laid 
O^der : Upon which, the Committee proceeded to examine 
how it came to pals, that the laid Norris was in liich Danger 
beyond Sea, pardcularly when coming on board the Packet* 
Boat at Calais; as likewile, concerning his Imprilbnment at 
X)over, by a Mefiage : And they found it to be, by a De- 
icriptioii given of the laid Norris to Secretary Jenkins, 
May 29, 1680, in thefe Words : 

* Peter Norris, Ibme call him Morris, a Scotchman, hand- 
ibme, neat Pace, ^&tiguine Complexion, fiiort Nole, bald 
Pate, white Whig, flcnder Body, little Stature, civil and 
finooth in Dilcourle, fpeaking French, aged 94 Years, more 
or lels, Taylor by Trade.

granted? We have finiflied one Bill agaioft Popery; but 
what Succefs hath it had elfcwhere ? thrown out as haftily 
as if it had carried a Fire-hall with it. And yet now it 
feems, there is nothing to be done but giving of Money ; 
as if all our Complaints were granted, the Proteftant Rcli- 

flon fecured, and nothing wanting to latisfy the People. 
ir, I think, the Complaints of the Nation, as ^o the Danger 
of Popery, are Co great, and fo reaibnably grounded, as. that 
it cannot be expeSed they ihould longer be fetisfied with 
Words or Pretences ; becaufc we have met with many Dlt 
appointments, elpccially after giving of Money.

aiid Privilege that can be pretended for their Encourage- 
ipeht to be mduftrious, and for (ecufing t6 themfelves and 
F^ofterities die Eijoymerit of what they get by their In- 
duftry ; how the Do^rine of the Church is void of idola- 
trous, iuperftitious Oj&iions ; and the Government of Ty- 
rfinriy, or abfblute Donrinion: I cannot but admire that 
there ihcaild be any Body amongft ouHelv^, that fhould 
aim ^t any Alteration, and be the Occadon of this Day's 
Debate.

or in the.Name of Churchmen, or a loyal Party, for the Defence 
of the Church or Government, to which Ibme Presbyterian 
Plot would much conduce, and be an excellent Pretence for 
raifing of an Army, and apprehending or difarmitig of fiich 
Perfons as are moft likely to oppofe that Intcreft. Imjift con- 
fels. Sir, I have not very well digefted what I have faid to 
you on this.Subjcd: ; but unlefs yoa can change the Intereft 
at Court, and remove thefe Counfellors that are Qy much for 
the Duke, I think you may juftly fear all thefe Stratagems, 
and that it will be impoStble to contrive any Aflfociation-Bill 
that can provide againft them. And therefore, that we may 
not fpend our Time in vain, I would humbly tnove you, Sir, 
Tome II. D to 
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Afi^ii.3jtCar4T* to go on with the Bill of BanUhment, which is tnoft likelyi* 
?6 8o. to do you fomc Service. At icaft, by it wc Ihall lee, 
'^"*^^ •^ whether any thing will be granted agsnnft Paupifis, or no : For 
this Piirpofe it will be neceilarv, that the Houie be moved, 
that the Knights, Citizens, aua Burgefles be commanded to 
bring in a Lift of all the moft Qonfidctrable Papifts infing* 
land, in order to b^niih the moA notorious. 
I. B. perhaps * Sir, I retain a good Opinion of an Afibciation-Bill, nor-* 
Col. Birch. ^ithftanding what hath been laid, as to the Weaknefs it may 
receive from pur unhappy Divifions in Points^ of Religion andl 
' Intereft, too much promoted by forae of our Caergy. For, 

^ir, when I confider how tne Laudean Principles, as to 
rkiAng of Money without Parliaments in the late Times, in- 
fe^ed moft of our Clergy, Co as that they not only preadied 
up tlie King's ablblute Authority over Men's Properties, but 
branded with the Title of Rebels, and condemned to hell 
thofe that offered to argue againft it : I do conclude, that it U 
ufiial for one or two Biihops to give Mealures or Diredioos 
to the reft of the Bifhops, ^nd they to the Clergy of their ic* 
veral Dioccftes : And that therefore the Clergy derive tlicir 
Politics generally from one or two Biihops in tome great Sta- 
tion. Yet, Sir, when 1 remember how, after ibme little Ttinc^ 
• many of the Clergy fell oflF, and would not follow liich in- 
ftruaions; and how the People (bon exculed themielves from 
following their Advice in fuch Politics, and would not freely 
pay illegal Taxes, notwithftanding all their Bndeavoors ; I 
am apt to think, Sir, that as the People were not long then 
/ mifled, fo as to (iibmit to lole their Property, fo they will not 

now to any Thing that fhall tend to the loiing of their Rcr 
ligion and Property both. They will loon diicover what is 
their Intereft, and how true Intereft will not lye. I have 
often told you within rhefe Walls, they will loon apprehend 
that Popery will bring in Slavery, and reduce them not only 
to an idolatrous, luperftitious Religion, but to wear wooden 
Shoes like the French, and to eat Herbs like the Spaniard, 
becaule they will loon know that they flialL not be long 
Mafters of any Thing they have : And however they may be 
perliiaded for a while, I am confident they will at laft con- 
3ult how to fave their Bacon. They will dilccra that the 
Clergy may be good Divines, but not fo good Politicians ; and 
^hat there may be (bme Difference in point of Intereft between 
them and the Clergy, becaule Clergymen may be in a Poffibiiity 
of being adavnced by Popery if they lubmit; bur die Laity 
. under a Probability of lofing all, notwithftanding all fub- 
^jiflions. Sir, I do not trouble you with this Dilcourfeout 
of a Fear that our Clergy will nor fliewthcmlclvesgood Pro 
teftants; for I have that Veneration for them, and Opinion of 
them us to believe that many of the Bill^ops^ and Clergy too 
' ' • would 
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would as ibon die fi>r the Protedant Religion as mmy Peribns Ando 3ftCar.It* 
in the Natiori. But I am jealous that there isfbme over-aw- ^ ^^^ 
in^ Power .got m amongft them, Ibmethlng anfwerable td 
tliat of a Pdpifli Succeftor' in the State ; by whole Means 
thofe Bills were lb eafily pals'd in the late long Parliament^ 
under a Pretence that they were for the Prefervation of the 
Pl-otcftant Religion, which the Commons then found, and 
any Peribn that will now penife them may find, would infaU - 
libiy have brought in Popery : And how, fince the Plot, the 
Danger of Fanatics is cried up more than that of the Papifls ; 
and how tender they are in the Point of a Popilh SuccefTof i 
or joining in any ihmg that is dgainft him. But though thcfe 
Things make me jealous there is ibm<.body that mifleadi 
them now in Matters relating to Popery, as formerly in 
Tilings relating to Property ; yet I am of Opinion that thev 
will ere long fee, that to (land lip for the Intereftof a Popifli 
Succeflbr, to have a Popilh King, to weaken the Proteffant 
Intereft, and fpeak ill of Parliaments, is not the right Way 
to prelerve the Proteftant Religbn ; but a plam Contradic- 
tion, and an Invention of Jeluits. And therefore, Sir^ I aiii 
for going on with the Afibciation-Bill; for I will never 
dbubt that the true Intereft of the Nation, in 16 great a 
Concern as this, wUl long be baffled by liicli Projedors. 
And therefore it is my Dehre that the Houle may be moved . . . 

to appoint a G)mmittee to draw up si Bill for that Purpofe.* 

• Sir, I thmk you hive been well moved, as Well for the Sir Waiiai 
Aflfociation-Bill as the Banilhing-BilL By the one, you will Hickman.^ 
lend your Enemies out of the Cotmtry ; by the other be in a 
good Condition t6 keep them otit, whicn may go a great 
way p lecure us.'

* ^ir, I am not againft any of thcfe Bills, becaufe they may Sir Nicli* 
be all > convenient tor the prefent Occafion ; but if any Man Ctrew* 
think that thefe Bills will do without the Succeffion Bill, I 
believe they will find themfelves niiftaken : For thefe BUls 
will figni^ nothing, unlefs you can remove your Popilh Suc- 
ceflbr, and your Popilh Intereft. Thefe Bills will ndt reach 
your Papifts in Mafquerade, who will ccrtamly continue as 
long ai there is a Popilh Succeflbr, and make your Banifliing- 
Bill, and AflbciationBill tod, as iucflfeftual as white Paper.

- diftind Quarters, that the Thieves broke m, and caught them 
all unprovided, I pray God it may not be our Cale ; though I 
am very lenfible that none of thefe Bills can feffedbually do 
our Bufinefs ; for. nothing can fecure us againll this Party, 
but being free of their Principles as well as of their Perfons ; 
which I conclude will always remain in fome Perfons amongft 

- us, notwithflanding your ianilhing of Papills, as long as 
there is a Popilh SuccejQfcr. For I remember what a great 
Man of Swedeland told mc, that all Laws they could make 
had never any cffedt againll them, until they not only baniih- 
cd them out of their Country, but fecured the Government in 
the Hand of Princes of their own Religion; and J am afraid, 
that nothing Icis than the fame Way will ever do our Bufinds 
here.

or a Juftice of Peace in Commiffion, that you can expc6k 
ftal! aft agatnft the Duke of York ? Or if any fucl^ be in, 
are they for more jlian a Colour ? Are they not over-powered 
-by foeh as are for the I>ake*s Intercft? If this do not make 
au your Laws invalid, bv not executmg them ; is there not 
an Army of abont ten tnbuiand Men under the Kame of 
Guards! and may. not more be railed?

If I be miftaken 
in wh3t I fay, I defire to be corre^ed ; I (beak according 
tp the bed Information I could have, and I believe all here 
know, iXrhat an exadt Scrutmy there hath been ofien made 
in all Countries and Corporations, for the finding out of 
Men that way inclined, or otherways & qualified, as are 
not fie to malce any Oppofition to the Defigns carried on 
by the Popifh Party. And if by Chance any is put in, 
not fettered either oy Opinion or Intercft to that Party, 
upon the firft Appearance he is preiently difchan^ed, as if 
he were a Traitor to his Country.

Powtr and Strength that will l>e neoeflary, to root out an >6So. 
Intereft that hath been above one hundred Years riveting ^ 
itlelf by all Arts and Ways imarinable, and hath, now fixe 
itfelf ib near the Throne. I row confefs, I am afraid we , ' 
^re at Labour in vain, and that this Intereft hath fb clench- 
ed itielf, (as the Jefuits term it) that it will break not only 
this Parliament, but many more» if not all Parliaments, and 
the ProtdRant Religion toa' It is too weighty to be re* 
moved, or perverted, by fiioh little Bills as theie: No, Sir, 
you will find, that nothing leis than a firm Union amongft 
all the Proteftants in this Nation can be fuflbient to give 
any Check to this Intereft. As long as there are amongft 
us & many Peribns, as know not rightly how to apply the 
Dangers of the Church and State, nor the M\ieries offhrty 
one, but will be led by Popifli Projedors. I -am afraid fiicn 
Bills as theie will not do our Bufinels : Becaufe they will not 
deftroy that footing which they have at Court, nor ftrengthen 
the Proteftant Intereft, which muft have its Original from 
Union. It is ftrange that none but thole who are £)r the 
Duke*s Intereft, ftiould be the only Perfons thought fit to 
be in Places of Truft! It is io ftnmge a Way to preierve 
the Proteftant Church and Religion, that it raueth with me 
a Doubt, Whether any fiich thing be defigned. Such Per-- 
ions may be proper to mapoge A&irs in fivour of the Popifti 
Intereft ; but it is to be admired, that they, and they only, 
fliould be thought fit to be intrufted with the* Proteftant 
Intereft.

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Veneration that is due to all his Ma- t Hampden, 
jefty's Speeches doth require, that we ftiould ferfoufly debate 
them before we give any An(wer to them ; but the Circum- 
fiances we arc under at this Time challenge a more than or- 
dinary ConfuUation: For, bv tl^e Tenor of the Speech., I con- 
clude, that the Succels of tnis Parliament depends upon our 
Anfwer to it; and confcqneutly, the Safety of the Proteftant 
Reli£;ioh, both at home and abroad. And therefore I think 
myfelf very unable to advife in this Matter, and fhould not 
have attempted it, but that you have encourag'd me by your 
leave tofpeak firft. . So that if I ofFrr any thing amils, tnofe 
that come after will have Opportunities to correct me. I

I think more could not be done, though 
it were in behalf of the Kinj^'s Son, and a Protefhnt too. 
ThatLimitatiotl, and hisM^etfy's O&rof fecuring the Pro- 
teflant Religion, (if by SuccefSon in the right Line be 
n-ieant theDuke^ upon many Debates in this Houfe is found 
irreconcileable ; and therefore muft be imputed to thofe 
that have advifed his Maiefly thereto. To preierve the right 
Succdiion in the Duke, is to preferve Ibmething or nothbg : 
The fbmethbg muft be nolefs than the Crown, m cafe of fus 
Majdiy VDeath ; and fo confcquently the Intercft of the Po- 
jpiih Party, who, after one hundred Years Endeavours to have 
a Prince of their own Religion, the indefatigable Induflry of 
the Jeluits to obtain it^ and the Lofs of fo much Blood ipent 
therein, will, befides dieir Principles and Inclinations, lay on 
them great Obligations, to make ufe of the Opportunity to 
cftabliih their Religion agab in this Nation.

Eiinft the Intercft of the Nation ; now it icems,that theReligion^ 
ives, and Liberties of all the People of this Nation, nay, 1 
may %, all the Proteftants of the tnrce Nations, mull be all 
loft, rather than one Man bedilbofleft of his Right ; though 
b])^ his AQ: he hath made himlelr incapable to enjoy it« Cer- 
tainly there muft be more intended by this than the laving of 
one Man ; it muft be the laving of a Party : And therefore, 
JSir,Iamafraid we are but where we were two Years ago: 
For it is plain to me, that there is a certain fatal Scheme, 
which hatn been cxadtly purlued thefe twenty Years, iti or - 
der to deftroy the Proteftant Intercft, and hath had a ftrange

.bf France, and the Proteftant Religion abroad, we are under a 
l^ecellity to make Alliances ; and that they catmot be made nor 
fopported without Money.

I know this Houfe 
is conftituted of Perlbns different from that of the lai'g Par- 
liament, becaufe of the many Penfioners that were in it ; und 
that we need not now be afraid to talk of Money. I believe 

'we all know, that without giving Money this Seffion, the 
Nation -can never be happy, nor his Majelr^'s Government & 
fermidable as it ought to oe. And therefore I would hum- 
bly move ]^ou to appoint a Committee, to draw up an Addrefs 
to afTure his Majeiiy, that when his Majeily fhall be pleafed 
to gnat us fiich Laws, as arc neceflary for tne Security of our 
Religion, which may be particularized in the Addrefs; that 
.we will be ready to give him what Money his Occafions may 
require, not only for the Support of Tangier, and Alliances, 
but to enable him to have a good Fleet at Sea, for the en- 
couraging of Seamen, and fccurity of Trade, and preferva- 
tion of his Dominions ; that fo we may Ihew we arc ready 
to exprels our Duty, as well by our Adts as Words:' 
Lord RufTd. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, being it is lb apparent that all our 

Fears of Popery arife from, and center in the Duke of York; 
and that is impoflible the ASairs of thb Nation fhould ever 
fettle on a good Froteflant Bottom, as long as there is a Popifli 
Succeflbr, which cannot be prevented butbv the SuccelBon 
Bill : that there may be no ill Conflnidion made of our Deflres, 
I would humbly move you to offer to iiipply the King with 
what Money he may need for the Support of Tangier and 
Alliances, upon his granting of the Succeflion Bill only, that 
& his Majefty may have no reafbn to be diffident of us; not 
doubting, but that if we can once lay a Foundation for a 
good Correlpondence, that his Majefty will take ib much 
Content in it, beyond what he doth now'enjoy , that to prelcrvc it 
he will afterwards grant us what more Bills may be farther nc- 
cefTary for the Security of the Proteftant Religion. And 
' therefore I am not for clogging this Addrels with any Requeft 
for any thing more, than that one Bill. 
Sir waiiam . * ^^^' Speaker, Sir, we have hitherto had fo little Succefs 
Jonei. in our Endeavours, thaf we may jullly fufped, we are permit- 

ted to fit herci, rather to dcft'roy ourfclves than to fave our

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Countf7. It IS a Matter of Admiration to me, that thofe AnoosftCar.lr. 
who have fo often advifed his Maje(h\ to put this, and the ^ x^So. 
former Parliaments, upon fidllbg out Expedients for fccurmg 
the Proteftani Religion, without altermg the Succeffion, 
lliould all this while find out none themlelves ; but fiill con- 
tinue advifing the King to put that upon us, which, after ma* 
ny Debates is found to be impoffible. And that the King 
ihould always have at his Elbow Perlbns ready to remember 
him ccmftantly to make this Limitation, which, in all appear* 
ance, mud tend to the final Deflru&ion of the Proteftant Re- 
ligion: And tha^ there fhould be no body there to mind 
him of propoftng fome Ejcpedients to prevent it, only in ge* 
neral Words, of which no u(e can be made. According to 
the Opinion of three iucceflive Parliaments, the Limitatbain 
fiivour of the Popifh Intereft is plain, intelligible,* and prac- 
ticable. I . hope his M^fty, againft the next Occafion, will 
require them that have fo advifed him, to make the Expe- 
dients and other ways to fecure the Proteftant RelijB;ion, as 
plain ^ and pradicable, that fo we mav fee if the Security 
of the Proteflant Religion be.defignea in good eamefl by 
foch Advifers, which 1 cannot believe ; bcpauie what they 
propofe is, in my Opinion, a Contradifhion in itfelf With- 
out tl^ Exclufion-Bill, there can be no Expedient but what 
will leave us in that miferable Condition, of having, firft or 
lafl, a Contcfc with our lawfiil Kbg.. And there can be^no 
foch thing as fetting up a Power to oppofe him, but by put- 
ting a kind of fiipreme Authority in the Pairliament ; with A 
Power to oppofe, as well by making War as Laws, which 
might prove the Deflrudion of the monarchial Government. 
Thefaid Trufl or Power (without the Exclufion-Bill) being 
not to be repofed in the next 'Heir, or any /ingle Perfon, left 
he fhould die before he come to have the Power m him, or 
utterly refufc to aft, if he fhould live to have a Right, by 
virnic of fiich a Settlement, to adminifler the Government 
Jn fiich a Cafe, there would be no lawful Power lodged any 
where elfe, to oppofe fuch a Kbg, and there moA not be an- 
Interregnum. By this fhort Account you may fee, what Dif- 
ficulties all Expedients will be liable to ; and may conclude, 
that thofe that advife the Kbg to make this Limitation, do b- 
tend it as an Expedient to make the Endeavours of Parlia- 
ments beffeduaf, and to brbg b Popery. And if you had 
offored at fuch Expedients as i have mentioned, as the laft 
Houfe of Commons was arraigned for omnipotent andarbitra- 
ry, fb would this with fome ixrorfc Character ; as havbg at- 
tempted to deflroy the monarchial Government, that if pof^ 
, fibletheKingandPeoplemightbeput out of love with Parlia- 
ments. But, Sir, though it is plain, that thbgs are tl^us out 
of order, yet let us not t>e wanting b our Duty, but give fuch 
W z an 
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/Uine jtCH.U, an jjLnfwer to his Majeftv, as imay, t£ poffibtey create fA him 
-' ^ 9o» ' a good opinion of this Houle» and fttisfy him of thfe Ncte/i 
^•^•''V*^ fity of the Bill of Exdufion; 'and that all other Afts of 
Grace will but ftrve to fetten us for the Slaughter of our 
Enemies. The laft Part of this Speech, I believe, is his 
Majefty's o}^; he fcems willing to know 'what you expe^ 
from him, and what you will do for him ; which I think is 
a fair Propofitioii to come to an Underflanding. And al-- 
thoogh iti^enot good tnanners to offer to make a bargakt 
with his Majefiy ; yet, as inBargains' there is a ^iW fr» ^^ 
fo in this. And I think, we need not fear talking of Mo-^ 
hey in this Houie, being all fcem refblved to give it freely, 
, if we can be fecured of our Religion, but no otherwife 

And therefore I humbly conceive you may accordingly eic- 
prefs yourfelves plain iii yoor Addrefi'.' 
W. G. . * Mr. Speaker, If you do not reprelcnt all your Grievan- 

ces in this Addrels, as the Conidition of jrour giv&ifi; Money, 
whatever you Ihall offer at afterwards will be lofSsd uport 
as clamorous, and out of order. And therefore I would ad-^ 
Tift you, not to omit any one Grievance you exped any Re- 
medy in. And I am for enumerating; all your Grievances, 
in the Addrels, which have been lately debated. And I da 
admire nobody takes notice of the ftanding Army ; which' 
if not reduced to fuch a Number as may be convenient for 
Guards, and ib limited, that they may not be increaied, 
bnlefs in cafe of a Rebellion; ©ran Invafion, all your I^awsi 
hiay fignily nothing.

' * Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 cannot agreft with thistirorthyMeiq^ ^"■**'ll^"|^ 
ber ; Ibr it would take up feme Days Debates, lo agr«e ^ ^* 
irhat Sum is necei&ry to lupply his Majefty -s Occafion^, knd 
What Sum to espreis. And it may be to np purpoft, as the 
Cafe ftands with us, unlefs we are fqre his Majefly wouM 
find out ibme way to bring the £xclufion-BilI about ^in^ 
then indeed we might come to Particular. In the meaft 
time, aPromiie in general Words may be iufficioit, and, ^ 
five the Houfe a great deal of time. And for my part, f 
am not for enumerating many Bills, but ihonld be oontettt 
to give Money upon having the Exclufion-Bill only ; wMch 
being fe precife;Jy nccefl&ry for the Prciervation of <)ur Reli- 
gion, ail the World would juftify us in the demanding tc

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I haVe hcarkned with all the ii^tten-* ^*' T'^'* "^ 
tion I could to this Addrefs, and do agree with the firfl ^ s ^V^ 
part of it. The Dangers and Incbnvemencies arising froni * * ^®**^ • 
a Popiih. SuccefTor are very obvious; and that there will ^'^^'jf t 
be no Peace nor Tranquillity in this Nation for the prefent, "*"8^*"^ 
as long as there is a Popifli Succeflbr ; and that our Religion 
will te loft, if there ihould be a Popiih King, I am afraid, 
is too true : But yet I muft crave leave to diSent from the 
true Ojpinion of thofe worthy Members that have drawn it, 
as to the other Parts thereof I think it is not convenient, 
at this time, to prcls (b hard for the Exdufion-Bill, becaufe 
we know we cannot have it without a Prorogation ; which, 
for my part, I fear at this time, as much as I do a Popiflt 
Succeubr; ibr I do believe, if it fhould happen, that you 
will iboner fee the Duke at Whitehall, than this Affembly 
met together again, between thefe Walls : And therefore, 
I am not willing to give the Popifli Party luch an Ad- 
vantage to procure our Diflblution, left they fliould lay 
hold of it, as I believe they would ; by which the Pro- 
teftant Intereft, both abroad and at home, would be ruined.

Sir, J think that 
thefe things about the Judges, Deputy-Lieutenants, and 
Juftices otthe Peace, are too minute things to be infifted on 
at this time, compared with others which mk;ht be de- 
manded. Queen Elizabeth's Counfellors never thought her 
fefe, until the Popifli Succeflbr was inclofed in a ToWer ; 
and I am afraid that you will never be fafe, until you take 
feme filch Courfe that may bring things to an IfTac. When 
you have (lone that, and banifhed all the confiderable Pa- 
pifts out of England, I think we fliall not be in fo apparent 
Danger, as we now are. And feeing this may probably be 
granted, ^nd the other Bills not, 1 humbly ,movc you to 
recommit the Addrefs, that it may be better confidered. I 
know not how this may agree with the Senle of the Houfe; 
but I fliall always crave Leave to fpeak in this Place ac- 
cording to my G)nfciericc, that fb I may have Peace within 
me ; but readily fubmit to better Judgments.* 

• Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am very gbd that worthy Member sirWillUni 
agrees in the Apprehenfions of the Dangers arifing from Jouc«, 
a Popifli Succeflbr, and in the NeCeflity of the Bill of Ex- 
dufion ; arid am very forry I cannot agree with him in the 
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Aano 3iCir.lI. tc& of his Diicourfe. I qannoc iinagUic, withottt a high Re 

J^^o. flcftioun upon his MajeSy, that if he (honld be pierfuadfed 
^ 01^^'mi mJ ^q prorogue the Houle for two or three Days, in order to 
pais the E^clufion-Bill, that he (hould, inftead of permitting 
us to meet again, diifolve die Parliament; which is quite 
contrary to it. I fear a Prorogadon, without being intended 
for this; but if once we could prevail with his Majefiy to 
do it for this end, I fhould not doubt the defired Ews6t. 
And in preffing the Affociation-Bill, we ihall not prefs the 
King to grant us we know not what: The Word Af&cia- 
tioh may very well fee underflood, and die Ends of it arc 
declared to be for the Security of his Majefty's Pcrfon, and 
the Proteftant Religion. And if, when drawn, it ihoiild 
be directed to other Ends, I foppole this Hou'fe will take 
care to mend it; if riot, the King's Promife can bind no 
farther than to pais a Bill for thole Ends. Buc I do much 
admire to' liesrr, that the having of good Judges, Jufti- 
ccs, and Commanders at Sea and Land, is a trivial 
thing ', for I thintc that all other things you defire without 
it, would fignify nothing. As long as the Laws and Militia^ 
of the Nation are in the Hands o^ Perfbns not well af- 
fedted to the Proteftant Intereft, I am afraid we fhall have 
no Security againft Popery, As to the new Way that hath 
b»en propofcd, of bringing Matters relating to the Popiih 
Succeflbr to (lich an Kfae, as that he may be fecured, as 
in Queen Elizabeth's time. If he had been fenfible, that 
there are none "in Office but what are for his Intereft, he 
Would firft have agreed to have endeavoured to have got fuch . 
clianged, before he would have propolcd that Wav. And 
it would be neceffary that we fliould alio have lucn Privy- 
Counfellors as Queen Elizabeth had, and not eleven to (even 
for the Popilh Succeflbr. And therefore feeing thefe Pro- 

r>lals have no more Appearance of being for your Service^ 
lee no reafbn you have to be diverted from the Way you 
were goin^; And therefore I humbly move to agree with 
your (5)mmittee.'

• ^' ^ojting h» « Mr. Speaker, Sir, It is not to be doubted but that the 
StL'bjcfts. KapPlnefs of this Nation, and Safety of oui^ Religion, doth 
depend very much upon prelerving the well-conftituted Go- 
vernment of the Church ; and that the Government In the 
* State will-not long ffand, if that be pulled down, to which, 

I am afraid, this Sill will contribute very much. Sir^ it is 
well known, how, notwitiiftanding all the Endeavours of his 
Majefty, as well in Parliament as otherwile, all the A&s 
that are in force - againft Diiicntcrs, all the Endeavours of 
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he Fathers of the Church, there arc a Sort of Men^and Anno3|Car.ir,' 
gre^t numbers too, who will neither beadvifed nor over- 
ruled j but, under the Pretence of Confcicnce, break violent- 
ly through all Laws whatlbever, tp t^e great Difturbance 
both of Church and State. And if you feould give them 
more Liberty, you will encourage them to go on with more 
Boldnels ; and therefore I think it will be more convenient to 
have a Law for forcing the.Difftnters to yield to the Church, 
and not to force the Church to yield to them ; ijnd I think 
we are going quite the wrong way to do the Nation good. 
And therefore I am againft this Bill • 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would not open my Mouth in favqur 
of this Bill, if I thought it would any ways prejudice the 
the Church, or Church-Government ; but I believe it may 
have a quite contrary EfFe6t, and tend more for the ?re(erva- 
tion and Safetv of the Church and CKurch-Government, 
than any JBill whatfbever that could be contrived. We have 
a Church-Government fettled by Law, to which the major 
Fart of the People, like good Chriftians and loy^l Subjeas, 
'give obedience ; but it is our Misfortune th^t tl>ere Jjre in 
the Nation a great many, who will not (ubmtt to this Govern-r 
ment, who may be divided under three Heads : i. The P^- 
pifts, who differ from us in Points of Faith, and will not 
give any obedience but to the Church of Rome : 2. Indc- 
pcndants, Presbyterians, and fbme others, who agree in Points 
of Faith, and differ only in Points of Dodkrine and Ceremo- 
nies : 3. Quakers, who difagree not only in Points of Doftrinc 
and Ceremonies, but in Pomts of Faith, and are a head-ilrong 
Ibrt of unreafonable People, that will not fubmit to any Laws 
made about Religion, but do give obedience to the civil Ma- 
giftrates upon all other Occafwns. The Churdh of England- * 
men are not only the gr^atcft Number, but have the Govern- 
ment of their fide. What Laws to make, that may tend mod 
to the preferving of it, is your Bufinels. It is in danger 
from the Papifts on the one hand, and the reft of the Protet 
tant DiflTentcrs on the other, who ih Ibmc niealure agree in 
their Enmity and DifrclTped to the Church, and therefore the 
more Care ought to be taken for its Prefervation. 

* Having thus, Sir, dWcovered the Danger of the Chi^Kch 
in general, it will be neceffary, in order to fiid outa R.en\c- 
dy, to difcourie a little of the Strength and IntereH of ead^ 
rF^rty in particular. 

* Sir, the Papifts are not the ereateft number, but yet, in 
my Opinion, upon feveral Conuderatioas, are moft to be 
feared, becaufc of their deiperate Principles; which make 
them bold and indefatigable, and the Afliftance they nviv 
may have from Rome, France, and Ireland ; but above all, 
from the great Sharc'thcy have in the Management of the 

G a Government, 
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Anno jzCttJI. whatfbevcr : For, if it, Ihould be put in prafticc, the Effcft 
i68o. would be this ; it would be the Occafion of throwing oflF the 
^^ — ' farther Profecvtion of the Plot and Popery, and in a little 
time occafion, not only mprc Heats and Animofities, but luch 
a revengeful implacable Spirit amongfl: ^xis, as would prove 
irreconcileable, and give opportunity for the Popifli Inte- 
reft to join with either Party, or at leaft ways abet and affift 
them under hand, ib as that theyfliall eafiiy be provoked to 
deftroy one the other. But if this ihould not happen, what 
real Love, Friendfhip, or Obedience, can the Church ex- 
pc6J: from fuch Pcrfbps, as by the Exeaition of fiich Laws 
may be forced to come to Church ? How can they be depended 
on, or the Church be ftrengthened by them ? You may pre- 
vent their Conventicles^ and force them eitlier to come to 
Churcli, or pay Fines, or be imprilbned ; but you canppt 
cxpeft that their Opinions or Affea:ions ihould be altered by 
iuch Proceeding?, without which the Church can never be the 
ftronger. It muft be a Work of Time to'rcconcile tha D'u 
vifions that areamongft us, and may be a great and neccflary 
Employment for many Parliaments hereafter, when the com- 
. mon memy doth not give fuch a jufl Occafion of Diftraftk)n, 
and for employ bg all your Thoughts and Care about him ; 
when they may have more Leiiure, becaufc their Dangers 
may not be fo imminent. But to go about it at this Time by 
any fuch Laws, is the ready way to weaken tht Proteftant In- 
terefl, and bring Ruin upon us. But luppole we iliould follow 
N this Advice, and make new Laws, and require afevere Exe- 
cution of the old, how can you imagne that, as long as the 
Popifh Intereft is fb prevalent, the Execution of fuch Laws 
ihould be continued longer than may be fubfcrvient to the 
Intereft of that^Party? Have we not had a fad Experience of 
ihisl Hath the Oxford- adE, or that of the 35 of Queen Eli- 
iabetli, or any other againft the DifTenters, been executed 
infavour of the Church? Are not the DifTenters as many, 
^ it not more, now than ever? And is not Experience in all 
Affdirs tlie beft Mafter^? And is there any thing more vifible, 
than that thefe Laws have been made ufc of to fcrve the' 
Popifli Intereft, or as Engines rather for the Affairs of the 
State than Church ? When in the Year 1670, by the fevere 
Execution of thefe Laws, all Mejetings in Conventicles were 
prevented, and many DifTenters came to Church, did not the 
Toleration happen thereupon ? And was not the Execution of 
the Laws put afoot, as may be prefumed, by that great Par- 
pi rt Clifford, who had then the grcateft Share (under his Ma- 
jefly) in the Adminiftration \of the Government? If the 
Eitecution of the Laws againft DifTenters had been for the 
Advantage of the Church, why was there then granted aTo- 
kvmon ? And if tlic Toleration had been intended for the 
\ Advantage 
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Advantage of the Protcfiant Religion, why ^ere not the Anao^^CuSU 
CKurchrocn, nor Dwenters of any land pleafed with it 1 1680. 
And if the Oxford- Aft, and other Laws againft Diffentcrs, ' ^ - 
wer» projcftcd in fiivour of the Proteftant Religion, it was 
ftnmge that they were ib much promoted (as any Members 
now here, who did ferve in thofe Parliaments do remember) 
by Sir Thomas Cli£brd, Sir Solomon Swale, and Sir 
Roger Strickland, who have fincc all appeared to be Papifts. 
Sir, we have been ftrangely led by the Popilh Intcreft for 
many Years already ; I pray, Sir, let us not now at laft do like 
Karciflusi to be & much in love with a Shadow^ as to fall 
into a Gulph, and drown ourfelves. Sir, I anj afraid the 
Kame of Church hath been ftrangely made ufe of to bring 
in Popery. I hope we Ihall endeavour to preferve, not 
only the Naipe, but the Subftance, I mean the ProteKhnt 
Religion, otherwifc we may come off no better than the 
Dog in JE&fs Fables witn his Shoulder of Mutton. I . 
hope that what I have faid will not reprefent me as an 
Enemy to the Church, or Church-government ; I am fure, 
I am not confcious to myfelf, that I ever entertained a 
Thought againft die Prefervation of either. All what I 
have ^id doth proceed from an Apprehenfion that otir 
Churchmen of late have been out of the right Way to 
preferve either our Religion or our Church; becaufe the 
Couries which they take miift Cthough I am far from fuipedi:* 
ing they defign it) give a great AlSftance to Popery. I re- 
member that, after tne Plot broke out, there was for a little 
while a kind of Reconciliation amongft Proteftants, and an 
united Oppofition made to the Common Enemy ; and hovr 
then the Popilh Intereft gave way, we may all remember; 
but this was too much in fiivour of the Proteftant Religion 
to hold long. Within a few Months the Fire broke out 
again, and the Pulpits and the Preis, inftead of being em- 
pToyM againft the Common Enemy, were reduced to their 
old Way, of cariying on the Diviiions amongft Proteftants : 
And how the Popiftx Intereft have fince gone on triumphant 
again, all here, I fuppoie, may know. Sir, the Church 
hath two ftroqg Enemies, the Papifts and Fanatics. We 
are already engaged in a ftiarp Conteft with the Papifts, 
and find they are ftrong enough for us; why muft we now 
alio enter into a frefti Engagement with the Fanatics, eipe- 
cially when we may be liire thereby to ftrengthcn our Enc^ 
mies, and weaken ourielves ? Such Advice cannot proceed 
from luch as are Friends to the Proteftant Church : If wc 
fhould make new Laws againft Diftenters, as hath been 
moved, and enforce the £xeo|.:ion of the old ones, as long 
as we have a Popifh Succeflbr, can any Man imagbc, that 
die Execution of them will be longer kept a-root, than 
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Xiwo ai^t.n. will confift witfi thfl.P<yifli Ifitercft? Sir,, odr Churched 
1680. Religion will be loft; if Union be not improved amongft 
1,.11-V— I f Proteftants, and I think no Bill can jpromote it like this. 
And therefore I am for the paffing of this Bill.* 

Refohed, That the laid Bill be comitiitteid upon the De* 
bate of the Houfe.

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, Death is the end ot the Law in cri-. 
minal Matters; the other Particulars of the Sentence are but 
Ceremonies, u(ed ad terrorem. I never read of any Peer 
that was quartered, though many have been condemned for 
Trcafon, and ibme in Parliament The Lady Jane Gray, 
and many other Women, have been' condemned for Trea- 
fbn, and in that Caie are always condemned to be burnt ; 
but however, are ufually, if Perlbns of Honour, beheaded. 
Wherefore it is probable, that tlie Royal Power hath always 
difpenied with mch Sentences formerly; and if fo, this 
Houfe lieth not under any Obligation to ofiBsr at anv Opposi- 
tion, nor concern themfcives herein, efpeci^lly attnisTlmc, 
when fuch a Difpute may end in preventing the Execution of 
the iidd Lord Stafford. And therefore I humbly conceive 
you may do well to give your Ojnfent, that the laid Writ be

bles attendmg the laid Jury were found defedkive, in not

^tcji .them prelcntly, . The Jury being €QaK,.and their 
N4me;$ called over» they renewed their DSdr^ that the 
Court would prefent their Petition; but the Chiefs Juftice 
ajikcd,, if theyhad any Bills? They atifwercd, th^had, but 
the Oerk^ were drawing them into Form. Upo'n whicli, tlie 
Chief- JuftiQc (aid,, they would not ntafce two Works of one' 
Bufine%. And the Petition being read, he faid tliisr was nor 
Article of their Charge, oor was ther^ any A€t o( P^rlia-^ 
mentj that required the Court to deliver tlie Grand- Juries 
Petitionis: That there was a Proclamation about them; and 
that it was not r^fenable the Court ihould bol oblk;«d t(^ rua 
6k their Errands ^ and he thought it much, that they ihould 
come >Vith a Petition to alter the King's Mind, declared in 
the News-Book. The Jury laid, they did it nbt to impofe 
onthe Court, but (asotner Juries had done) with all Sub- 
mimon they defired it ; but the Court refufed, bidding the 
Cry'cr return thero their Petitwn. And Mr. Juftice Jonea 
told them, they l^d meddled with Matters qf State, not 
given tliem m Charge, but prefented no Billsof the Matter$ . 
given in Charge. jThey anfwered as befere, that they had . 
many before them, that would be ready in due Time. Not^ 
withftanding which, the. laid Juftice Jones told them, they 
were difcharged from farther Service. But Phijip Ward 
(the Qerk that attended the laid Jury) cried out. No, No^ . 
they Fiave many Bills before them; for which the Court xin- 
derftanding (as it ieenxs to this Commitcee^a fecret Reafeo^ 
i^hich the Clerk did not, reproved him, asking if he or 
they were to give the Rule there ? The Cryer then told the. 
Court, they would not receive their Petition; the Chief 
. Jufficc bid him let it alone, fo it was left there, and the Jury 
returned to the Court-Houfe, and there foitnd Ieveral Con-'

And this Committee^ admiring that Proteftantjudgcs fliouW 
take Offence againft a Book whole chief Defign was to ex- 
|iofe the Cheats and' Foppery of Popery, enquired farther 
inxo it, and found by the Evidence of Jolin Cmtis, tliat the 
laid Book had been licenfed for feveral Months, tliat her 
Husband paid for the Copy, and entered it in the HalUBook 
of the Company. But for all this, fhe could qot prevail^ 
by thole Reaibns, with tlie Lord Chief Juftice Serous, to 
permit it any longer; who faid, 'twas a IcandalousXibel, 
and againft the King's Proclamation, 9nd be would ruin her 
if ever ihe printed it any more. Aod foon sifter ihe was 
(crvcd with the laid Rule, as the Author, ^nd other Printers 
were ; and, by the Author's Evidence if appears that he was 
taken, and brought before the &id Chief Juftice by his 
Warrant, above a Year fince ; and upon his owning he writ 
part of that Book, the Chief Juftice called him Roeue and 
other ill Names ; laying he would fill all the Goals in England 
with Hich Rogues, and pile them up as Men do Fam>t$ : and 
fo committed him to Prilbn, refiifing fufiicient Bail, and %- 
ihg h^ would Goal him, to put bun to Charges ; and his 
Lordlhip oblervcd his Word punduaUy therein, forcing 
him to his Habeas Corpus, and then raking the lame Bail* he 
refilled before.

Purpoic ; and was falfly (as thefaid George Broome affirms) 
fworn againft, by two Perfons that ufe to be common Bail in 
that Court, and ot very ill Reputation ; V\>oti which he was 
committed to the KingVBench, though he then tendred 
two able Citizens and ConRmon-Council-men of London to 
be his flail : And he was forced to bring his Habeas Corpus, 
tp^hiigreat Charge, before* he came out, when the Marfhal, 
Mr. Cooling, exacted 5 /. of hirrJ, of which he complained to 
the Chief Juftice, but had no other Anfwer, than he might 
take his Remedy atLaw, But the faid Marflial fearing he 
Ihpuld be .qiieftion#d, reftorcd him two Guineas of it.

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* And farther, this Commilte6;Wa5 informed by Francis Anno 34C^(«I1« 
Smith, Bookfeller,That about Michaelmas was twelve-month , i^8fo. 
he was brought b^ore the (aid Chief- Jaftice, by his Warrant, ' ^ "" 
and cbarg'd by the Meflcngcr Robert Stephens, that he liad 
ieen 'fome Parcels of a Pamphlet called, Obfefvatiotts oA Sir 
George WakemMCs T^idl in.his 4hop : Upon which, the 
Chief- Jiifticc ttJldT him, he woiild make him an Example, 
ufe him like a&k)V inFrance^ and. pile him and all the Book- 
fellers and Printers up in Prifim, like Faggots ; and lb commit- 
ted him to the King's-Bench, fwearing and curfing at him in- 
great Fury. And when he ten4ered three lumcient Citi- 
zens of Lonclbn fi>r his Bail^ alledging, Imprifbnment in his 
Circumftances would be his utter Ruin, the Chief- Juftice 
replied, the Citizens looked like (ufficient Perfons, but he 
would take do Pail : And (b he was forced to come mt by -x 
Habeas Corfus^ and was afterwards informed againfl; &r the 
laid Matter, to his great Chai^ atid Vexation. And a while 
after Francis, (the Sion of the laid Francis Smith) was com- 
mitted by the 4id Chief Juftice, and Bailrefufed, for felling 
a Pamphlet called, Jt New-Tear's Gifi for thejaid Chief-Jupce^ 
to a Coffee-Moufe ; and he declared to them ne wouldf take no 
Bail, for he would ruin them all.. . 

• "And. farther it appeared to this Committee, that the laid 
Chief- Juftice, (about O^Iober ^'^s twelve Month) commit- 
ted in the like manner Jane Curtis, Ihe having a Husband 
and Children, for iclline a Book called, >^ Safyr againjl la- 
jupce; which his Xordfliip called a Libel aeainft him: 
And her Friends teridering fufficient Bail, and aefiring him 
to have mercy upon her Poverty and Condition, he fworc 
by the Name of God; fHe fhould go to Prifon; and he 
would (hew no. more mercy than they could expedt from 
a Wolf that came to devour therti; and flic might bring her 
Habeas Corf As and come out fb ; which ihe was forced to 
do, and was informed againft, and prolecuted to her utter 
Ruin, four or .five Terms after. 

^ In like manner it appeared to this Committee, that about 
that Time alio, Edward Berry, Stationer of GrayVInn, was 
committed by the faid Chief- Juftice, being accufed of lell- 
injg, Thf Obfurvations on Sir George WdkemansTriai\ and thouglv 
he tendered loool Bail, vet the Chief- Juftice laid, he 
would take no Bail, he fhould go to Prilbn, and come our 
according to Law,. And after ne with much Trouble and 
Charge got 9Ut by a Habeas Corpus^ be was forced by him- 
fclf, or his Attorney, to attend five Terms before he could 
be diichargcd, though no Information was exl;iibited againft 
him in all that Time. In confideration whereof, and of 
others of the like Nawre ^too tedious here to relate) this 
Committee came to trii<iRefi)lution:

Gregory, now Judge Gregory, was Chairman : by which, 
many Papers relating to that Affair came to his Hands. Sir^ 
I th^k it a Bu/tnels of fo great Importance, that it ne\rer 
ought to be forgotten, nor the Proiecutioa oi it deferred. I 
have often heard, that England can never be deftroyed but 
by»i(ftlf: *To have liich Parliaments was the moft likely way 
tliatever yet was invented. , I remember a great Lawyer faid 
in this Houie, when, it was debated in the laft Parhament, 
that it was Trealbn ; and he gave maay learned Arg^ents 
to make it out. Whethei'lt be fo or i>o, I will not now offer 
to debate ; but I thbk, that for thoie that are the Legiflafeors 
of the Nation to take Bribes to undermine the Laws and Go- 
vernment of this Nation, that they oughJC, to be chaftifed as 
Traitors. It was my fortune to (it here a little while in the 
long Parliament; I did obferve that all thole that had Pen- 
fions, and moft of thofe that had Offices, voted all of a fide* 
> as they were direded by fome great Officer, asexadfcly as if 
theij* Bufinels in this Houfe had been to prefcrve their Pcnfions 
and Offices, and not to make Laws for the good of them that 
lent them here. How luch Perlbns could any way be ufefol 
for the lupport of the Government, by preferving a fair Un- 
deri^nding between the King and his People, out on the 
contrary how dangerous to bring in arbitrary Power and Po- 
pery, I leave to every Man*s Judgment. Tney were fo for 
irpm being the true Reprefentatives of the People, that they 
were a diftind: middle Intereft between the King and the 
People ; and their chief Bufinefs was to ferve the End of Ibme 
great Minifter of State, though never 9> oppofite to the true 
Intercft of the Nation. Sir, this Bufinels ought never to fall, 
thcugh there ihould be never fo many Prorogations aM DiC- 
folutions of Parliaments, before any thing be done in it; I 
^thiiik it is the Intereftof the Nation, that it Ihould be profe-. 
cuted from Pa-rliament to Parliament, as if there were an Im- 
peachment agamft them.

5. That he, the (aid Sir William Scki^s, for the farther 
accompU(bLingof his &id traitorous and wicked Purpoies, and 
dedgniiig to njtt^d the Perlbns, as well as the Eftates of His 
Majefty's liege People, to his lawlels Will and Plealure, hath 
freqnoKly r^fufed to accept of Bail, thot^h the fame were 
fiimcient, and legally tendered to him by many Per(bns, ac- 
culed before him oaiy of fuch Crimes, for which hf Law^ 
Bail oufi^to h»ve bieen ti&en; and divexs of the fsud Per^ 
Tomb II. K ibna 
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AflncjiCarJI. ibns being only accufed of OfFei^ces againft himfelF; decla^-< 
x68o. ing at the fame time, that he refuied Bail, and committed 
\ them to Gpal, only to put them to Charges ; and ufiug luch 
I furious Threats as were to the Terror ot his Mikity's Sub- 
je^Sy and fuch Icandalous £xpreflions as were a difhonourto 
the Government, and to the Dignir^ of his Office., And 
particularly, that he, the (aid Sir William Scroggs, did, in

6, That the iaid Sir William Scroggs, in f&rthei'Opprcf^

fitting in Court as otherwi(e, openly defame and (candalize 
ieveral of the WitnefTes, who had proved the (aid Trea(bns 
againft divers of the Con(pirators, and had given £vidence 
«gamft divers other Per(bns, who were then untried, and did 
endeavour to diiparage their Evidence, and take off their 
Credit. Whereby, as much as in him lay, he did traito« 
roufly and wickedly ruppre(s and ftifle the Difcovery of the 
fald Pojpifh Plot, and encourage the Con(birators to proceed 
in the fame, to the great and apparent Danger of His Ma- 
jefty's (acred Life, and of the well^ftablifhed Government, 
and Religion of this Realm of £nglaxid. 

S. Whereas the (aid. Sir William Scroggs, being advan- 
ced to be Chief Juftice of the Court of Kmg's-Bench, ought, 
by a (bber, grave and. virtuous Conver(ation, to have given a 
good Example to the King's Liege Peoplei and to demean 

hira(elf 
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bimielf anlWcrablc to the Dignity of fo eminent a Station ; Anno stCar.lT. 
yet he the laid Sir William Scroggs, on the contrary, by ^^^9- . 
his frequent and notorious ExcefTes and Debaucheries, and ^ ""V****^ 
his prophane and atheiflical Dilcourfes^ doth daily affront 
Almighty God, diflionour His Majefty, give Countenance 
and Encouragement to all manner of Vice and Wickedncfs, 
suid brmg the highed Scandal on the public Juftice of the 
Kingdom. 

All which Words, Opmions and Actions of the faid Sir 
William Scroggs, were by him (poken and done, traitorouf- 
ly, wickedly, &l(ely and malicioufly, to alienate the Hearts 
of the King's SuJ^efts from His Majefty, and to (et a Di- 
vifion between him and them; and to fubvert the Funda- t 

mental Laws, and the eftablifhed Religion and Government 
of this Kingdom, and to introduce Popery, and an arbitrary 
and tyrannical Government, contrary to his own Knowledge^ 
and tne known Laws of the Realm of England. And there- 
by he, the (aid Sir William Scroggs, hath not only broken 
his own Oath, but alfo, as far as in him lay, harh broken 
the Kmg's Oath to his People ; whereof he, the iaid Sir 
William Scroggs, rcprefcnting His Majefty in fo High an 
Office of Juftice, had the Oaftody: For which the iaid 
Commons do impeach him the laid Sir William Scroggs, of 
High-Trealbn againft our Sovereign Lord rhe King, and 
his Crown and Dignity, and other the High Crimes and 
Mifdemeanours afbreiaid. 

And the faid Commons, by Proreftation faving to thera- 
iclves the Liberty of exhibiting, at any time hereafter, any 
other Accufation or Impeachment againft the (aid Sir William ^ 
Scroggs, and alfb of replying to the Anfwer that he Ihall ^ 
make thereunto, and of offering Proofs of the Premiftes, or 
of any other Impeachments or Accufations that fhall be by 
them exhibited againft him, as the Cafe fhall (according to 
^he Courfc of Parliament) require ; do pray, that the iaid 
Sir William Scroggs, Chief Juftice of the Court of Kinj^'s- > 
Bench, may be put to anfwer to all and every the Premifles, 
and may be committed to iafe Cuftody ; and that fuch Pro- 
ceedings, Examinatbns, Trials atid Judgments, may be up- 
on him had and ufed, as is agreeable |o Law and Juftice, 
and the Courfe of Parliaments.^ Upon which the fellowing 
Spieeches were made : 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, in my Opitiion the Matter contained Sir Thomai 
in the laft (even Articles, doth notaniwer the ^rft Article Lee, 
nor the Title : For therein you accufe Sir William Scroggs, 
in general Words of Higli-Treaftn, the Higheft of Crimes ; 
and when you come to Particulars, you infence the difmil^ 
fing of Grand- Juries, prohibiting printing of Pamphlets, 
Inequality in levying of Fines, and the like.

* Sir J I am of Opinion, that thooffh all tliele things con- 
tamed in thcfe Articles ihould be folly proved, they will not , 
amount toTreaibn; and although it be true that you do but 
impeach, and that the Lords are to judge, yet it is not 
agreeable to the JuiHce of thb Houie, aiat the Articles 
fhould be for Treafbn, unleis you are well iatisfied, that yoa 
can make out that the Matter contained in the Articles is lb : 
Which I very much doubt ; and therefore I am of Opinioni 
that the Articles ought only to be for High Crimes and Mif- 
demcanours ; which I am the more forward to prefi yon 
earneftly to, becaule I am afraid if tliele Articles ihould go 
for High-Treafbn, it may bccafion fome Dilpute with the 
Lords, who haply, if they do not conclude that the Matter 
contamed in the Articles amounts to Trealbn, will not cohk 
mit him, notwithdanding their Order made in the £arl of 
Danby's Cafe : And that mav occafion luch Milunderftand*.

pgmtl Fiadi. « Afr. Speaker,*Sir, my Obligation to ferve my Country 
calls me to give you myOoinion m this Matter, and not any - 
Kindnels to ray Lord Cnief Juftice : For I can fiifely de- 
clare, that I do not think hiifi ht for that eminent Place now» 
becaule indeed I never thought be was fit : So that what I 
(hall % proceeds from my Kindneis to the PuUic, and par- 
ticular Obligations to this Houle. I thbk we ought to be 
cautions how we increafe l^vffi to take away our Lives ; dur 
Forefathers were very carefol in it, as may appear by the 
Statute of 25 £dw. III. whidi was made to prevent thjs 
Judges from taking on them any Power,- to declare any thing 
Trealbn, but what was exprefs'd within that Stanite ; refer- 
ving all obvious Crimes of that Nature to the Judgment of 
the Nation in Parliament, who no doubt may declare other 
things Trealbn which are ti(X within that Shitute. But it is a 
Queltion with me, whether it can be done any other way 
than by BUI, that lo it may be an Ad of Kinff, Lords, and 
Commons^ and not for the Houic of Lords 01^, the Com- 

mons 
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inonsonly Proiecators, and the King not concerned. That Aiiii» 33^<^*^ 
the Lords alone are proper Judges in many Cafes, wh^n Per* »^^Q' ^ 
ions are profecuted upon Tome known Law, is not t6 be '-:'"" ^' "^' 
doabted ; bat I much quef^ion if they ought to be io in Cafb 
of declarativ^e Treaibn,' though upon an impeachment from 
the Houie of Commons: For that were to allow the Lords 
alone, a power o£ making a Law in the Caies of the higheft 
Nature, even of Life and Death. Sir, 6ur Forefathers 
thought not good tO' cntruft their Lives or Liberties with 
any one. Eftare alone, they thought with a Multitude of 
Couniellors there was moft lafety ; and thercfere I hbpe we 
ihall be very cautious how we make a Precedent in the Cafe. 
And I am tne more earneft in moving y&i herein, bec^ife t 
.^m very confident that no Precedent can be btt^ed to makd 
sood, that there was ever any thing declared Treafbn iA 
Parliament, which was not Felony by fome etprefs known 
Law before. And I liope we fkall be fo careful of Ourfelves 
and our Pofterity, as not to go about to make a Breach upon 
the Conftitunonof the Government, in this particular ; but 
rather make the Impeachment only for High Crimes ^nd * 
Aliidemeanours.' 

♦ Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 cannot agree with that honourable sir F. Wid- 
Member that fpoke Ian*, as to his Notion, that the Parlia- mogtoh. 
nient cannot declare any thing to be Trcalbni which was hot 
before Felony by Ibme known Law ; the Statute of 25 Edw. 
m. leaves the Power at large to Parliament^, without any 
fiich Reftridtion. And I am of Opinion, that any thing 
that tends to the Defiru&ion or Alteration of the Govern- 
ment, hath always been, and ought to be declared in Par> 
Itament, TreafiMi, if brought there to be judged. The Par- 
liament doth not in this' make new Crimes, and then con- 
demn them ; but only declares that to be a Crime which was 
to before, and wanteid nothings but condemnation. And it 
may confift with the Prudence of this Houfc, as well to be 
careful not to weaken thofe Laws and Cuftoms, which tend 
fy much to the Prefervation of the Government, as how to 
increafe any that may tend to the DeflrudHon of any one 
Man, by multiplying Precedents for chaftifing of Trealbo. 
The Crimes, for which Trefilian and the reft at that time 
were impeached, were not Fekmy by any known Law, jMid 
yet they were condemned in Parliament. JEmpibn knd Dud- 
ley wore aoculed in eeneral,ibrendeavouringtolubvertthe 
Government, whkh Being b general Words was not Felony 
by any known Law, yet the Judges havizig recourfe to Par- 
» liament, they were condemned. The Articles againfl Finch, 
Berkley, and the reft, were all for High-Trca&n, and the 
Matter contained in their Artkrles amounted to no more than 
what is now Gontatned in this. And there is fb little weight 

in ' 
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AAao3tCar.Il.in the Caies that have been oQeired agaihft this, that, I 
i08a i think, they are offered rather for Ornament than Argument. 

C^'^V^J The Chancellor is the Keener of the King's Ckmlciei^oe, and 
the Judges of «his Coronation Oath. As. they ar^ in great 
Places, and have a great Power, ib they oi^ht to be the more 
careful how they behave themielves. And ias they have 
greater Encouragcnieit^t, ib to be fubjed to more fever® 
Chaftiieipent than others, the Public bemg more concerned 
in their Adfcions; and therefore the Cuftom of Parliaments 
hath made that Treafbn in them, .which is not ib in other 
P^ribns. The Words of Judges and Privy G)uniellors in 
Ibme Caies are overt Adts of themfelves. I think it will be-.. 
come the Wiidom of the Nation, to make all tlie Defence 
and Provifim thaM:an, ^infi the corrupt Doings of Men 
in iuch Places. 'And I do not iee what Danger can arife to 
our Poilerities by fuch Proceedings. Is it not with the Par- 
liament we entruil this Power? Who can: imagine that a 
Parliament can ever be ib couilituted, as not to be carefully 
concerned in their Proceedings as to Life and Death ; and 
only to concern themielves therein, when ibme extraordinary 
Exigencies, in which the Government is much concerned, 
requires it ? What Man would defire to live after he was 
thought worthy of Death by iuch an AflTembly ? And not^ 
withftanding what hath been iaid to extenuate the Crimes 
mentioned in theie Articles, I think, the Order that w^ 
jnadein the Icing's- Bench aboqt printing, bv the Judges, 
was taking on them a Legiilative Power, wnich hath for- 
merly been pdged Treaion ; And I think we live now in as 
dangerous Times as ever, and under as great a Neceffity, to 
have a care of the Miichiefs that may happen to the Nation 
by ill Judges as ever. And I fee no Realon to doubt our be» 
ing able to make good theie Articles; and therefore I pray- 
that the Articles may be ingroiled as they are.' 
U, Powle. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, I agree that it will become thisHouie 

very well, to be very cautious how they make Precedents in 
Caies of Treaion, which are the Sheet- Anchors of Life and 
Death ; A? alio how they weaken parliamentary Proceedings, 
that are neccflary to preferve the Government. And I hope 
that nothing but the true Merits of the Caufe will lead us in 
a Matter m fo great Importance, and neither Wit nor Ora- 
tory, nor any forced Explanation of the Laws. I iee it 
agreed by all, that Parliaments have a Power of declaring 
Treaion; theQueilum is, which is moft Cuilomary and Se* 
cureil, to have it done by Bill, that fo King, Lords and 
Commons jxi^y join therein ; or whether by an Impeachment 
from the Commons, the Lords being only the Judges ; or 
whether an3r thing ought or can be declared Treaion by Par- 
liament, which W4S not Felpny by ibn^e known Law before. 

* Sir, 
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* Sir, I am of Opinion that it is thcfafeft and moft agree- 'Aoh6 iidtttt* 
able to the Policy of this Government, that the declaring of ^ ^680. 
anjr thing Treafen in Parliament fhocdd be by Bill ; that ' 
King, Lords and Commons may ]oin thereby that fuch a 
precious thing as the Life of the Siibjed: fhould have the 
greateft Security imaginable. However, it is not to be doobis 
©d, but it hath been pradtilcd otherways, and that many Per- 
ibns have been condemned in Parliament, upon Impeach^ 
ments from the Commons, for Fads which were not Trca- 
Ion by any known Law. And the Reafbn may be, thereby 
to prevent the Dangers that might arife, from iome Minifters 
of State growing fo great with the Kmg, as that they fhould 
be able to fecure him from evet giving his Conieht to a BUI. 
In luch a Cafe, byjgiving ill Couniel and other fccret CouHcs, 
(haply as fiir as Treafon^ jet not known by any Law) thejr 
■Would be f^aire from Punifhmcnt, if this way of Prooeed*- 
ing agamft (iich a Perlbn, where the King's Concurrence is 
Hot neceffary, were not allowed of. And the prefcrving of 
this Right is fo far from being contrary to the WiCiom of 
our Anccftors, that it is very agreeable to all their Proceed- 
ings in the Conflitution of this Government, in order t6 
balance it the better, and preferve it againft the Defigns of 
great ill Men. And as to the other Objedion, that the Par- 
liament cannot declare anything Treafon that was not Felony 
before by fome known Law, I aih quite of another Opinion^ 
and do believe the Pradice hath been otherways : The 
Judges in Richard the lid's Time were condemned for giving 
extrajudical Opinions,' which, I think, were not Felony by 
any Statute-Law. A Knight of Chcfliire was condemned 
in Parliament, for confpiring the Death of the King's Uncle. 
An Earl of Northumberland, for giving Liveries tofo many 
Perfons as were judged a little Army. And many other 
Cales I have read of, in which Perfons have been con- 
demned in Parliament, when their Crimes were not Felony 
by any known Law;. But I do not take delight in ripping 
up of old Statutes or Precedents about Treafons. I am .forty 
the Misfortunes of our Times ffioiild make it now liectfTary, 
•But if the Parliament, as I conclude, have often declared 
filch things as thefc Treafon, and the Commons have im- 
peached Perfons g[uilty of (iich Crimes for High-Treafon ; I 
iee no juft Obje6tion why thefe Articles fhould not go up as 
the^ are drawn : For notwithftanding what hath been iaid to 
mitigate the Crimes contained in thefe Articles, I am of 
Opinion, that the Order made in the King's-Bench, about 
printing their Warrants for feizing of Bo^, their difmif:

Law, before the Statute of Edward the Third. And, I 
Jthbk, we ought to be ib cautious of our Pofterities, as not 
to prefs font mdi Precedents, left you put into the Hands of 
the Lords a Pow«r, for which we may have Caufe to repent 
hereafter, but never get back aeaint For the Lords do not 
ufe'to part with diofe Powers they once get. I'here are 
Precedency by which it appears, that the Lords have at- 
tempted to make declarative Trealbns alone, without any.

Reiblndon cob* ^^fihedy By the Lords Spiritual and Temporal m Par- 
cerniog thelriik liapient aflembled, That they do declare, that they are fiillv 
Plot. iatisfied that there now is, and, for diven Years laft paft, 

hath been a horrid and treaibnable Plot contrived and car- 
ried on^ by thofe of .the Popifh Religion in Ireland, for 
maflacnng the Engliih, and (ubverttng the Proteftant, Re- 
ligion, and the ancient Eftabliihed« Government of that 
lun«iom, to whidi their Lordihips defire the Coucurrence 
of tnis Houfe. 
Spetchca thei«. * Mr.SpeAer, Sir, the Evidence which you have heard 
on. at the Bar, and the Report which hath been read, as to 

SirW. Jonti. the Popifli Plot in Ireland, is not only a plain Oi&ovcry^. 
of the dangerous and deplorable Condition of the Prptettants 
in Ireland^ but a great Confirmatioa of what Pr. Gates and 
the reft of the Witnefies have (aid as to the Plot here. So 
that now, no Man can have any Excuie for not believing 
It, but iuch as are mifled by odiers who 'know it too well^ 
becauie they are in it I cannot but obferve what a Cohe- 
rence and Agreement there is in the carryb^ of theie two 
Plots. Ficr^Genrd telh you, that in 1662, feveral Officers 
were fent into France to get Money for carrying oao£ the 
Plot And was it not in 1662, that we begun here with the 
Toleration, which gave the firft Apoearance of Popery to 
the Parliament? In 1672, we broke the Triple League, and 
entered mto a ftrange Correipondeoce with France; then 
they achially lifted and armed a great Number of Soldiers, 
which were firft to go into France, and then to come back 
to carry on the Plot* In 7j, and 7 (J, all the Clergy in 
Ireland laid the Duke of York ihould be Kinc; in 7S. And 
Fitz-Gerard depoieth» that he then told the mme to leveral 
Perions, who bad.fince proved it before Sir John Davb, 
' * Secretary 
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Secretary of State in Ireland. And doth it not appear by Aan03tCar.II* 
the Witneflcs here, that they intended about that Time to "^^*'« 
cut off the King? It appears, that they mtended to maflacre * ^^^ 
moft of the Protefhnts, and to conquer others, and that this 
they hoped to do by Affiftance expeded from France,, of 
Men and Aror)$» as fbon as that King ihould be difengaged 
of the War he was engaged in with the Confederates. And 
doth not this agree, not only with Dr. Oates*s Difcovery, 
but Prance's too ? And did we not, after we had affifted the 
French with about 12000 Men, nioft Irifli, and helped 
them in the carrying on of that War, fend Plenipotentiaries 
to Nimeguen, in order to make up a general Peace, that fb 
he might be at leifiire about that time, that the laid Party 
exped^ his Afltflance, and that the Clergy had told Fiti- 
Gerard, that the Duke ihould be King? Upon the Difco- 
very of the £ngliih Plot, the King, Lords, and Commons, 
declared it a horrid, damnable, and execrable Plot : Now 
upon the Difcovery of this Irifh- Plot, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal have declared the fame of it. But to what 
Purpofe I know not, unlefi it be to dif^ver the Strength 
of tne Popifh. Party, in that after you khow your Danger, 
and have declared it in Parliament, ,yet that their Intereft is 
ftrong enough to baffle ours, and to prevent all manner of 
Remedies or fliture Security; nay, and to make you eat' 
your own Qeclatations up again, and be afhamed (if poSble) 
that ever you made fuch. This hath been the Effe^ of the 
Declarations fb often made in Parliament as to the Englifh 
plot: And I am afraid, that this Declaration that hath been 
read, is all that will be done for the Security of the Pro- 
teflants in Ireland. For notwithflanding all thefe Dlfcove- 
ries, which are the grcatcfl that ever were, m a Cafe of Co 
great aX^onfpiracy, fuch is their Influence and Authority, 
mat they have not only faved their own Party from being 
any way weakened, (unlefs by thofe few that have been 
hanged) but have e^ined a great Number of the Proteftants, 
to join and contribqte as much to the carrying on of tlie'r 
Defign as they can defire. The truth is. Sir, England 
can never be deftroyed but b)r*itfelf; and the Papifls well 
know, this raufl be done by dividing us. If ever there were 
a Popifh Miracle, it is in this, that feeing the Knife is fb 
near our Throats, they fliould be able 10 to infatuate us, 
that, inftead of making any Preparation to orevent them, we 
court all manner of Diviftons and Animofities amongd our?- 
felves, and cherifh every Prc^ft of that Party that tends to 
our Ruin, with as much EamefVnefs as if it tended to our 
Safety. But, though this Witchcraft of theirs hath had a 
ftrange Power with People without Doors, yet I hope it will 
never have any Operation here, to prevent us fi'om doing 
L 2 our 
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Aiijio 3ftCar.Il. our Etide^vpurs. And therefore feeit^ ^ this Dilcovery we 
^ ^^^ find i^in, that allthe Plot centers in the Duke of York, let us, 
V '"K'^ ^ afcer we have agreed to th^t the Lords havefent down, make a 
Declaration to' this Purpofe, that the Duke of YorkV be- 
ing a Papift) and the Exyedta^tipn which^tliat Party have of 
his coming luch to the Crown, hath given the greateft En- 
couragement to the Popifh Plot in Ire£nd,as well as here, 
fikil. Capcl* • Mr. Speaker, Sir, as the Iriih Plot doth agree with the 
Engliih Plot in feveral Circum(bnces before it broke out, 
{o afterwards in the Profecution of it. Were not the Wit- 
nefies intimidated and diicoaraged, or their Evidence con- 
* filmed or turned into Ridicule \ And was not the lame done 
here ? Were not fomc of them, to prevent their Evidence, 
ihip*d off and never beard of more ; and others ftrangely tor- 
' mented 1 And doth not that in ibme mealure anfwer with the 
^eath of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey 1 Did not Sir John Da- 
vis and others in great Offices there, do all that they could to 
If ifle the difcovcry of the tlot ? And have not many of our 
Minifters done the lame here? Were there not ftrange En- 
deavours uled, to put off the Trials of fuch as were accu&d 
^bout the Plot, or to acquit them when they came to a Trial 1 
And have not the lame Endeavours been uled here as to tho . 
Lords in the Tower, and the Trial of Wakcraan, and many- 
others ? And, after all thele Dilcoveries what have we done, 
pr whfit are we domg to fecure ourfelves againft this Party ? 
' Truly, Sir, I know not of any thing : But on the other hand 
can tell you, that great Things are doing to carry on thc^ 
Plot. I lee, that in order to difcover the mighty Power of 
that Party, two Parliaments have already been diflblvcd 
without doing any thing ^inft Popery, and I am afraid that 
this will have no oetter liyrcefs. And m the Intervals of Par- 
liaments, I oblcrve, that all Heads arc at work to perdiade 
the People out of all the Particulars of the Plot, and allow 
them only a general Kotion, that the Papills would 
bring in their Religion if they could, but withal endeavour 
to perli^e them that it is impof&ble: that lo they need not 
be afi-aid of it; andths^t the Pears and Jealoufics of Popery 
are created by ill Men, that have a Dcfign upon the Govern- 
tnent, or Fanatics that have a iDefign upon the Church, and 
that all will end in Forty-one. I oblcrve alio, that the Wit- 
xiefles that Iiave come in to diloover the Plot, are more and 
more defamed and dilcpuraged ; and all others in favour of 
Popery, vcr>' much cherilhcd : And will not liich Proceed- 
ings, and luch Opinions' as thele, if well infuled into the Peo ■ 
pic, be lerviceable to that Paity, not only by dividing thereby 
fhe Prpteftant Intcrcft, but by Iccuring to thcmlelves this- 
i*afrty fo milled, to give them Alliftancc m the Dil^uile they 
willaflume ; until they have conquered any Party that may 
oppol^ them, and be able to fti^nd on their own Bottom I • 

AikI 
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And may they not go a great way to miflead a great many AonojaCar.Ij^ 
credulous Perlbns^ elbccially if Parliaments be kept ofF, and !?^J!_ 
tlie Prels and the Pulpit too (though I hope l?ettcr) ftiould 
'' be dired:ed that way ? And as thefc Opinions will give ^ 
greater Encouragement and Strengthening to that Party, for 
the carrying on of their Plot, and for all manner of new 
-Contrivances; ib will the Entertainment the Difcoveries of 
the laft Plot have inetwith, fecure the Papifts from ever ha^I 
ing more Difcoveries made of what they are tranlafting. 
And will not the Courfe that is taken of putting into all OF- 
fices, either of Trull or Profit, noPerfons butmch who they 
find will thus be mifled, either by their Ambition, becauie 
they fee it is the only way to Preferment, or becaufc they 
have not Underftanding to foe thefe Deiigns a^ a diftat^ce, 
be a great help to them alio? I think, Sir, the carrying on of 
thefe thbes thus, by liich great Authority, after the dilcoverjr 
of fucha Plot,and the contrary Endeavours of three Parlia* 
ments,arc great things to encourage the going on of the Plotf 
after they have firft reduced the bfate or Popery to ^he fame 
Gxidition it was in before the Plot broke out ; that fb it may 
creep on upon us again, as they Ihall think may be moft fojr 
their Advantage. And although I will not undertake to 
fathom the Depth of divine Provid^snce, yet I am afraid, if 
weihould grow carelefs, to fecure our felves after fuch fiiper- 
natural Helps, we may rfiercin provoke God Almighty to be 
angry with us. And becaufe amongfl the. Inventions that 
4re afoot, there is much Noifc made about the Tiinc'of Fot^. 
ty-one, I cannot but obferve, that there is fbmething in the 
Evidence of the Irifh Plot that agrees with Forty-one. 
Thcn there was a great Maflacre in Ireland, as now intend- 
ed : I have fbme reafbn to remember, with Sorrow and In* 
dignation, the Miferies of Forty one ; but am afraid the DiP- 
courfe of thofc Times is, in this Conjunchire, made 'u(c of to 
bring on the like Miferies again upon us, and not in order 
to prevent them ; becaufc I hnd, that thole that talk mofl of 
preventing the Effect, carry on the Caufe as much as they 
can; which to me is a Contradi&ion.

And I know no good Reafbn, 
why we fhould not fiifped: thofe who carry on the fame Die*, 
figns now(tho* with feme little Variation) fhould not endea- 
vour to bring about ibme alteration in the Government 
jigain^ as welf as thofe, that (hew it in nothing but oppofing 
Of Popery ; tho^ the great Power that Party have, in repre- 
senting Matters, have made it to be dangerous to the State. 
But I iee we ai^ like to have little AfTi&nce, to prevent the 
carryii^gon of thefe Defigns m thefe ihapes ; they mufl Hav^e

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Aiu»$tCuJU their Courfe. I do agree, chat we inay dowell to add to thf$ 
. *?'!^ Rciblation of the Lords, That the Duke's being a Papift, 
^•**V^^^ and their Hopes of his coming fuch to the Crown, hath , 

fiven the greateft Hopes and Encouragement to the Popifii 
lot in Ireland, as well as in this Kingdbm.^ And it the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal ihould agree to it, I hoi>e we 
may in time do (broethitig agalnft Popery: For it would be 
very hard, if after they have agreed in the Caule, they fhould 
deny to join with us in the Remedy. And feebg the Bifhops 
have agreed there is a Popifh Plot m Ireland, I hope the 
Qergy will believe there hath been one in England, and conr 
iider the Danger of a Popiih Sucx:eflbr and Pomfh King, 
and preach and pray s^mft it : And then I ihaU conclude 
they are in good eameft againft Popery, and tliat we fliould 
ibon be able t;b vanquifh this common £nemy . And then I 
think it would be the Intereft of the Nation, to (ettle Mat- 
ters relaung to the Church, not only (b as to ftand againft all 
Oppofers, but to be hiore beautiful and triumphant than 
ever. 
V. Holibrd. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, Solomon faith, there is no new thing 

under the Sun; but whoever will butconfider, what great 
Endeavours have been uled to ftifle thele Plots, ^nd how few 
to prevent the like for the future, or the Danger arising from 
them, muft conclude, that the like was never done in (udi a 
' Cafe before. All the Plots center in the Duke : What is 
done with him? He isfint into Scotland to make an Tntereft 
there, that ib the Government of that Kingdom, with an Ar* 
my of 22,000 Men already fettled, and what more may be 
got,m^y be as ready at his Command as the Strength of this 
Kation is here. A firange way of weakening an Enemy ! 
And doth the Didce*s Intereft eo backward here in his Ab- 
ience ? No, alltho^ about theSLing are of his placing: And 
though we think him in Scotland, yet he is here too, as if 
there were Tranfubftantiation in the Cafe. I do hot under- 
fhmd how the great l^oile of Forty-one, that is now made, 
can tend to the fccurmg us ag^infl Popery ; but the Fear ot 
that (which I am fiire I have a great deal of reafon to re 
member) may fevcral Ways be ufcd for the bringing in of 
Popery ; and I have the more reafon to fear fb^ becaufe I am 
informed, that the Jdlice of Peace, who hath writ 9} many 
Books to fill the People's Heads with Notbns about Forty- 
one, is now fled, becaufe of Evidence given before the Loms 
of his being a Papift.

* Mr. Speaker, SiV, the truth is, we comh^tted a great R. Mootagnt 
Error in the Beginning of tliis Seffion ; when w^ went a- 

bout to look into the Kpifli Rot, we went into the Tower, 
whereas we fhould have goile to the Court ; foi* it is plain, 
that the Duke*s Friends which are there, do ftill carry on 
the Plot againft the Proteftant Religion, as much as ever the 
Lord Bellafis, Powis, or any of thbfc Lords in the Towdr 
did. And we may reafomibly coocltide by the little Succefi 
Wc have had againft Popery this Seffioik that until we can 
remove that Intcreft from about the King, we take pains 
to no purpofe.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am ready to agree in thoft Votes Sir It Caftl, 
that were moved : For it appears plain to nie, that we arc 

not like to have any Laws againft Popefy : €ot the truth is^ 
the Popifh Intereft is too ftrong ftlr us. If there were any 
Intent that we fhould have the Proteftant Religion (ecured 
any other way, jli is ftrange that thoft who advile the King , 

to oppofe oUr way, fliould not at the wme time prevail witC 
him to propofe his. 1 am afraid that this Advice proceeds 
from thpfe that think the King or Kingdom are not in dan- 
ger of Poperv, becaufe they are of opinion, that Popery 
c«inot hurt tiie King nor Kingdorti ; for otherwife they 
niight plainly fee it is like to have a Conteft with us : And ' 

that it would be convenient It flioulct be prevented, and be 
induced thereby to offer fbme Expedient, if there, be any. ' 
And as we may conclude ourfclves an unhappy People upon ' 
thefc Accounts, fb alio in that the ttoufc of Lords, aftci' 
ifiefy had fbenr fb much time about Expedients, and found 
Aerri infumcient, fhould afterwards reject this Bill, without v 

ajty farther Care how to preierve the I^roteflant Religion ^ 
at feaf}, not by fending any thing to this Houfe, thoi^h we 
have heard from them of Mr. Seymour's Articles, .andfbrae 
triviai Matters. And alfb in that fbme worthy Members, 
whb have the Honour to fcrve in great Places about his Ma- 
Jefty; and have oppofcd this Bill,' feeing this Houfe in this 
reat Dilemma, fhould n6t ofirr tb do the Narion and thiA 
'onfc that Kindnefs as to propofe thera. If there he any

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Atino 3ACar.II. fiich worthy Member that has any (uch Expedient, I hope he

^ "^ * After a little paufe, and no IxKly ottering to Hand *up ; 

• The truth is, Sir, every Ds^v doth more and raorq dit 
cover our Danger, .and demonftrate, that this of Expedients 
is put upon us, m hopes jchat we fhould'have offered at ibme 
Bill; of which Advantage might be taken, to reprefent \is 
as Perions not well afieded to the Government, that fo^ if 
polBble, even the People, aft lirell ^ the King, might be 
tirought out of Love with Parliaments. I do remember, that 
after the great Endeavdiirs which ibme Minifters of State 
had u(ed to bribe the late lo^ Parliament, and had come fo 
Hear to Perfedion, as that the Nation was in a manner laved 
but by two or three Votes, this DUlblution was much admired 
at ; and it was moft Men's Bdfinefs to caft about to find out 
the realbn oi it : Araongft other things it was concluded, 
That if the Popifh Intereft had any hand in it (as believed) 
that it was out of hopes, that they ihould thereby have an 
opportunity to make the Kingout of love with all Parlia- 
ments, and Co occafion ibme Difference between him and 
his People. The little Succeis which the ls& Parliament 
had, the Improbability of this, and the Stumbling-blocks 
that are laid for the next^ make me a&aid that die long 
Parliament was diilblved for this realbn : I have heard that 
the Jefuits have at this time a great Stroke in the Manage- 
ment of all the Ai&irs of Euro^, and that it is bv their 
Advice and Ailiilance, that the King of France goeth on fo 
triimiphantly, becaule (hey deiign to make him Univerikl 
Monarch, and in order thereto are true to him, though 
falle to all the Wprld befides. How £ir we have contribut- 
ed already^ to the Kbg; of France his Greatneis, and how 
this breaking off Parliaments, and keeping this Kation in 
this uniettled Condition, mav conduce to his taking of Flan- 
ders and Holland, and his other Defigns, all here may judge : 
And how it agrees with the Report (3* the Jefuits havmg the 
Management of all the Afiairs of Europe : And how this 
can be prevented, without the Exclufion-Bill, is a Paradox 
to me. For I do ftill conclude, that fo long as there is a 
Popiih Succcilbr, there will be a Popiih Intercft ; and that 
as long as there is a Popiih Interefl:, and Fears of a 
Popiih King, the Nation will be divided, and there will 
be conftant Fears and Jcaloufies, not only here at home, 
but with our Allies abroad ; which will fruftrate all Endea- 
vours to oppofe the French Defigns, becaufe there can be 
no Qmfidence between the King and his People. And this 
makes me conclude, we are under great Difficulties ; if we 
give Money,we have reafbn to feai^ it may be employed to our 
Deih^fiion ; if we do not, if Flanders or Holland ihould be 
feft, great Kideavours will be uied to lay it at our Doors, 

though 



though we have given iuch hea^ Affurances to his Majcfty, Anno ^ttzrsit, 
of our Readinels to iupplv him with Money for the Support i68x. * 
of it. And how we mail extricate ourlelves out of tnele ~ 
Difficulties, I know not. 

* Sir, I have troubled you the longer, and with the more 
Eameftnels, becaufe I am doubtful whether I may ever have 
another opportunity to ipeak in this Place. Things are fo 
out of order, and mch prevalent Endeavours are uied to un* 
fettle them the more, that I am afraid, not only of our Re- 
ligion, but of the very Government and being of the Eng- 
liih Nation : For if thefe things (hould occafion Blood, 
while the French King is ib pbwerflil, he may eafily have 
the calling Voice ; and without that, only God knows what ^ 
may be the End of fiich Confufions as ibme Men endeavour 
to occafion. All Projeds of lettling the Affairs of this Na- 
tion witliout Parliaments^ have hitherto proved unliiccefsful, 
and been attended with Ul Conle(niences. I have a great 
deal of rcaSm to be feniible of the Mileries of 41 , and there- 
fore am ibrry to lee fuch Diflblutions of Parliaments without 
^uccefs. J am afraid there are Projedors again a-&ot, that 
are for altering the Government, as to the Vft of Parlia- 
ments : I iudge ib by their Proceedings, becaufe I am of 
opinion, tnat Popery muft defht>y the {]& of Parliaments, 
before it can be fettled in thb Nation. Seeing we are not 
like to h^tre any Ii€t pai^ this Seffion that may do the Ka- 
tiof) any good, { think you have been well moved to do 
what icrvicc yop cjin by your Votes.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is not only very flrange, but, if I L. H. 
be not mifhiken, contrary to the cudom of Parliaments, 
that after the Lords have pafled a Negative upon a Bill, we 
fhould ftill prefs for it, and declare ouriefves relblved not to 
be fa^isfipd without it, though it be well known, that the King 
doth alio intend to pais his Native upon it; and that it 
fcannot be had this Seflion, unlefs b'ls Majefty be pleafed to 
prorogue the Houle, of pi^rpoie to give an opportunity co go- 
on with it again, which is very unukely, if the Concents ot 
his Speeches and Mef&ges be confidered, feeing the Lords 
hgv^ confirmed him in his Opinion of it.

Speaker, Sir, lam not for adventuring my Life 
x6$x. upon Rhetoric, which is all I c^n find there is in the Dif- 
*— ••'V*' ^ couHe3 that are made for Expedients. We all know that a 
T. B. (perhaps l"tJe Thbg altered the Government in France, and reduced 
BaiTet.) the People of that Kingdom to Slavery : Pray let us have a 

care that, for want of a little fliort Ad, we l>e not reduced 
to Slavery and Pcx)ery toa Will not all the Expedients 
that have been talked of, or can be imagined, leave us to 
conteft with our lawful Prince, , and that Affiftance which 
he is well afiured o^ not only from the Papifts here, but in 
Ireland, and from France and Scotland, I am afraid, enough 
•to make it a meaiiiringCail ? And is the Proteftant Intereft ib 
low, that though our Dangers be ib great, iflftead of a Sword 
to defend oiu'ielves, we muft be content with a Sheath ? I am 
not for cheating thole that fent me here : I think it much more 
for the Intereft of the Nation, that we ihould have no Laws, 
than iuch as will but trepan us, by failing us like rotten 
Crutches when we have Occaiion to aepend on them ; I had 
rather loie my Life and my l^eligion, becaufc I were not 
able to defend them^ than be fooled ^ut of them by depend- 
ing on fuch Laws.

Bondage. And if we c<>uld do that, I, do nor doubt but he 

will rather pals the Bill, than let three Nations perifh^ 
The King cbrh now rely on the Judgment of the Lords 
in the Matter^ yet haply will find* upon an Information, that 
he hath no good Ground fo to do. For, I believe, if he 
would ksk the Lords why they were of that Opinion, many 
of them would tell him, becauie he was of that Opinion^ 
and becauie they were a^ed by his Prefenge. And feeing , 
the Lords are changed fr6m the Time of the throwing out 
of tliatBtU, fiom 22 to 5$; ib they may probably cl^nge 
more againft the Bill corhd^ to tl^em again.

Royal Higtinefs: And there- i(iiiio3ft<^r.!J^ 
fcrc we have no great Reafbn to admire, that this about the ttiu 
Succeffion fliould be thrown out : And how can we expert CS5 ^^^^r^ 
it fliould be otherwife', as long as' fo rtianv whd fit there ar^ 
in the pofleflion of gr^jtt Places by the DuJce'^ rtejtos ; and 16 
many others who would coYne into great PlaJces, wliich canndt 
be had bilt by His rricans ? And how atl this together makes ah 
Intereft, may eafily bd iifiagined. Sir, I do n^t ritention thefe 
Things withoiit regret; for I know my DiftanceVattd have m 
gi-^'at Veneration for the Kobility of this Land ; Jtod I kno%^ 
the ^ords have their Ff-eedom of Voting, and that there ar6 
many fit in the L6rds Hotift, who have alt the Qu^IificAion* 
heceffary for th^t great Station. But to fee a Bill of this Im- 
jportance treated lo contrary to the ufiiaJ Colirfe of Parlia-^ 
■ nients, it is neceflkiy that we fliOUld aiittle confidtr what maj^ 
be tiic Caufe, in oider to regulate ourPrCtccdingSf for the fu* 
turcf : For if nothirg niuft go in that Houfe againft the Duke^; 
I think the Proteftant Religion is hke tO have little Security 
from Ads. If the Duke had 6ver confiilted the Books' writ by 
his G^ndfather or Father, or their Declarati6nsr m Matters 
of Religion, he woiild nevef have brought thelc Dffficultie^ 
upon his King and Country. It is ftrange he fhould aim togec 
Heaven, by Proceedings fb contrary to what his Father attefi-^ 
ed with his Blood.' But though he hath negleded to conflilt 
his Irttereft, I ho^ we fhall not negledt to confuh oiir^, id 
f otfuing this Bill, feeing thef e is no other Remedy : Though* 
I ^m anaid it is a great Work, and may bre^' iftany Par- 
liaments, becaulc it is fo like to deftroy all the Papifts Hopes' 
6f eftablifhing their Religion. However, I will not fear 
but, God granting ihe King Life, it may be obtained at 
laft ; unleff [he Projedt now a-foor, of reprefenting Parlia- 
Agents as dangerous and ufele(s,'rii'0uld prevent the rteeting 
of any moit : FoY even the old Band of Penfioncrs coulif 
flip their Collars', when Popery came bare-£iced before them. 
It is not to be admired, that, feeing the Jcfuits have been d 
hundred YeaVs at work to ri/et their Intereft, by getting z' 
Prince of their Religion, they fliould ftruggle hard to pre- 
fer ve it, that io they may have thole bleflfed ttfe^'they ex- 
pcSt frorA' it, which the Succefli6n-Bill only can prevent. 
But it U ftj-an^e, thUt, after fuch'' Difcove'ries of the Plot here 
and in Ireland and tlie Certafeitj' of our irrecoveraWt' Datiger' 
t^on the KingV Death", thkt lo* many Proceftants il^iild be 
deluded by that Pkrty, and rather be led* by artificial Pall^- 
Koods^, to' theSf 6wn Dbftmdtion*, thto by naked* Triith*, to* 
jbin in that which only can (aVe theml For Prdleftatits to* 
rWiculeihe Plor, and difpaVage the Witrieflcs, though* thbir 
Evidence is fo confirmed, that a Man may as^ well believe^ 
that Bread rriay bfc made Fleifr by Tranfubflantiatio*!, as chat 
tihe Danger of our Religion is not trub. is as ftrange, as t^ 
To« IL N- briiwt, 
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Aiino,3«C^*II- beUerei that let the Papifts carry oa what Plots ifaey wQllbr 
r6$i. * the future, there will be ever any more DUbovenes made i 

i-*rvr?^ But if there fcould, lam lure the WitneifewiU defcrve the 
Ceniure of bemg mad (as was pafs*d on him th^t owned the 
burning of Lotuion) confidering how thole have been re- 
warded. It is ^lain to mCf that, a; the King was under great 
PifficultieSy arifing frgm the Solicitations and Advices of 
' jprivate Cabals, when he putout his-Dedaration in April 1679^ 
ib he is now, and that it will never be otherwife, until 
fie take up the fame Relblution again of following the Advice 
ci his Privy G)uncil, and greatCouncil the Parlument : Till 
whoi, I expe6: no aiteratxon in our Af&drs. The King, ho* 
log a Prote(}aQr, muft be'&r the Proteftant Intereft ; die 
Duke, betng.a Papiil, as much for the Papift Intereft. How 
can it be imagined, that there can be any Union in our 
Councils, as long as the Idtereft of the Counlellors are ib op- 
posite ; or that any thing fhould pais in favour of the Pro- 
teftant Religion, as long as^ttie major part are for the Duke*s 
Intereft. &iuch a Contradiftion hath for many Years had 
ftrange Effe^ already, and muft have worie, until all the 
Kmg's Council be fuch as can be free to join, m fettling the 
Afiairs of the Nation upon the old Proteftant Foundatkm; 
iyhicb will never be, until we have this £xclufion Bill. And 
therefore I think you are well moved, to fignify S> much by 
a Vote. And I am glad to fee lb many Lords Sons ioin 
tfie^eih : For I hope u may be a means to get a fair Under- 
ftanding with the Houle of Lords, either now or here- 
after.' • 

Sir L. Jienkiitf. ^ * Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have hearkened with great atten- 
tion to the Debates you have had about this Matter ; and it 
is Dlaki tome, that there can be no fuch thing as Demon- 
ftji^tion in tiiis Cafe, becaule this Exclufton Act, if obtain^ 
ed, may be liable to many Objections, and probably not 
fecure us Why then fhould we be ib bent upon it, fee- 
ingthe great Difficulties of obtaining it are Tpvifible? For 
ir.v part, I think if it (hould pais, u would be void of it 
ielr, and be of no Force at all : For which Reaibn, and 
becaufewe are not like to get it, it is ftrange to me, that 
no Arguments will prevail to aim at Coixic other thing, that 
fo we may get fometning, which muft be better than to have 
this Parlument be broken, for want of^ our taking what we 
ii3ay get. For fuppofing tlie worft, that we fhould not get 
' anything, tlwt ihould be fufficiept to prevent the Dukes 
coming to the Crown, yet we may get fuch Laws as may be 
iuificicnt to fccure our Religion, though he fhould come 
TO it. . And would it not be much better, to fpend our tin^e 
in making Laws which mav tend to that purpoic, which we 
\hdVQ }{c0bh to believe will be granted, dun to ipend our 

Time 
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Time in purfuing that we are not like to get? .Some good' A&iw fiCarJU 
Laws added townat we have, and the Number of People '^^'* 
which we have in this Nation Proteilam% would in my * *" *" 
Opinion be an impregnable Fence agaihft Popery. And it' 
is no liich ftrange Thing to have a Prince of one Religion/ ' 
and People of another. Thd late Duke of Hanover was a^ 
Papift, yet lived in Peace with his People, though Luthe- 
rans. The King of France, notwithftanding his Great- 
nefs, permits a great Proportion of his People to be Hugue- 
nots, and lives m Peace with them. And feeing there is ar. 
Freat Probability that we may do fbtoo, and that we majr. 
have what Laws we will, to lecureour Religion to us in fuch 
a Cafe, why ihould we engage our lelves farther for the get- 
ting of an A£b,whidi the King and Lords have both declared 
agamft, and will never be conlented to by the King, as we - 
may reafbnably believe, becauiehe hathdten declared, that 
* he thinks it an unlawful Aft, and that it is againft his Con-- 
Icicnct.?' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, The 'great Charafter this Honour^ S. Titui. 
a^le Memoer bears, the great Emoloyments he hath been' 
in under His Majefty abroad, as well as his Education in 
the Laws of this Nation, do iuftly challenge, that wliat he 
faith, /hould be well weighed and confidered, bdfore any' 
Man fhould ofier to cdhtradift it. He is pleaded to fay^ that 
this Aft would be unlawful and invalid, if it ihould be oU 
tained : And therefore, becaufe we att not like to obtain 
it, and becaufe the Duke of Hanover, though a Papift, 
lived in Peace with Lutherans, atid the King of France 
with Huguenots that we had better fpend our Time incon^* 
triving Laws for the iccurity of- our Religidn, if a Papift' 
ihould come to the Crown, which we may get; and not in 
contriving Laws to keep him from the Crown, which we 
are not liEetohave If this be not in plain Engliih, theSenfe 
of his Difcourfe, I am willing to be corrcfted. But, S^r^ 
if it be, I do admire upon w&t Foundation the ftrft Argu- 
ment is grounded ; I mcan» that relating to the unlawtul- 
nefs and mvalidity of the Exclufton Bill. Was there ever 
any Government in th's World, that had not an unlimited 
Power lodged fomewhere ? Or can it be podible that any 
Government Ihould ftand, without fuch a Power ? And 
Dtrhy fuch a Power fhould not be allowed here, which is fo 
eftential for the Support of the Government, I think can- 
only be in order (if I may fay it without Refieftion) to have 
this Government fall ; and I am afraid even at this time, by 
this very Bufinefs we are now debating.^ For it m ft be the 
Confcquence, of denying that the Legiflative Power of the 
Nation, King, Lords and Commons, are not able to make 
Laws to prevent it. But as this Opinion is ftrange, fo arc

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^np»3t6«r.II. the Politics drawn from the Duke of Hanover, and King of 
J^ f^ France, to induce us to be willing to have a Porifh King 

^j^,ur^jf!^ [mjf oonie to. reign over us ; when neither of tlie laid £xani ? 
pies come home to our Cafe : But if they (hould, why mult 
we be fo willing to have a Popifli King to govern us, as 
thatweihouLd be rather led bv Examples tetch'd fb far froin 
abroad, than by the mileraple Examples we had here in 
Queen Mary's Days; and by the undeniable Arguments 
and Realbns that have been off-red to mak** ov't, that a Po- 
piQi King will endeavour to bring in g Po; i(h Religion 1 
And notwithH^anding theBxam^)le WQUght from France, I 
^ afraid the Frencii King is bound to alHil the Duke's In- 
^rcft therein ; or otherways may be ftid of us, what the 
Devil cpuld npp fay ,of Job, that we liave ferved him for 
nought, cpntrary to the true Intereft of England, thefc matiy 
Years. But by thefc Arguments, and all the King'i* Speeches 
and Medages, I plainly fee, that this Honoyirabic Member 
is in the right in one Thing ; that we ftruggle in vain \o get 
^ny A6t, tnat Ihallfignify any thing to prevent the Duke's 
coming to the Crown : But that if you will aim at Laws tq 
fccure your Religion after his coming to the Crown, you 
Vay probi|bly obtain them. If this be not olainly faid, I 
think it is plainly inferred ; fpr are rot all his Majefty'^ 
Speechics and MclTage^ wiph ^n ahiblute Prohibition as to 
any thing aeainft the Succeffipn ? And I fuppofe will be as 
ippch utidernood again/l ypur AHpciatipn Bill, or any other 
th^t tends to that ppi;ppri? ; And you may be fure, that when 
you cpme withyny fuch, if fb contrived as to fignify any 
thing, that the fame Opppfftipn fhall be made to them as 
tp the Exclufion Bill, hop it is plain to me, that the King's 
pftfring to concur in any Laws ypji fhall rrppofe for the 
ftcuring of your Religion, compared with the other Limi- 
fstions,' can only be {6 underflood ; whjch \s a fair denial of 
^11 Laws again/i Pppery, at leaft- thofe t^at adyift it I be- 
lieve do ib fnterd it : For all Latvs againft Pop^\ if once 
you have a Pppifli King, will fi ^nify notlii^^g ; the ftrpngeft 
that can be made wpnld eafily be defeated, lo as tp be of no 
ijfe to us. Suppoic we £bould propofe a Law to put a great 
Rower in Parliaments, I mean in both Ho.ifes,^ that fo we 
ipay haye the Lords gpiricuaU an4 jure divUo of our fide; 
yet it ifS tp me very pUin, that a ropifh Ki'j; wculfl be 
able, either to prevent the . kneeing of fuch I^irliaments, 
pjr by awir?g or influencing of them when met, or by fct-» 
ting up a fttorger Power than the Parliament, or a better jisre 
dtvinoy by means of the PopiQi Clergy, than ours, eafily 
nsake all fuch A6b fignify nothing. 1 have heard, that 4 
"jf ife King hath oftentimes made wife Counfellors, and that 
wife Cpunfeliprs foiijeiime , make wife Kings, but it muft b^ 
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when their Intereft may bind them to take their Advice; Anaot%CKr.tl* 
which in this Ca(c would happen otherwife: For the Par- '^^i- 
liaments, in fuch a Cafe, muft have fome fuch Power rc- 
pofed in them, as would render them fufpeded of being 
Competitors for the Sovereignty ; ^nd that would make the 
Prince juftly jealous of them, and loon end in ftich a 
Breach as would endanger the Goyeinment. Or to prevent 
this, the Power muft be ^t:led fo ftrong in the Parliament, 
as to over-balance the Ki' g's; which ought not to be^ be-* 
caufe it would endanger Monarchy. If a Man were delpc-. 
i:ately fick of fome Difeafe only curable by one Remedy, 
and that fhould be denied him, what fhould he do, but 
fend for his Confeflbr, and prepare for Death 1 And fo I 
thijok mtift we. And yet I cannot admire at this Mefla|;e 
of His Maiefty, but rather, confidering whofe Advice he 
takes, ihould have admired if he had lent anv other. I 
hope we (hall be as wife as the Frogs, who when Jupiter 
gave them a Stork for their King, did not appear well 
lueafed therewith : To acce|jt of Expedients to lecure the 
rrotcftant Religion, after iuch a King h^th mounted the 
Throne, would DC as ftrange as i^ there were a Lion in the 
Lobby, and we iliould vote, that we would rather fecyrc 
ourfelves by letting him in and chaining him, than by 
Iceeping him out. This Nation hath formerly had Ibmc 
Repute for Wifdom and Prudence, and done much, 
as well, in making of eood Laws, as in keeping em. Pray, 
Sir, let us not at one Blow, or by ot\e Omiffion, deftroy ail 
thofe Laws, which our Forefathers obtained with lb much 
Jjiduftry : I hope the King will in time fee who are his bcft 
Counfellors, we that aim at the Prefervation of the prefent 
Government in Church and State, or thole private Cabals 
which sum at Alterations ; and that he will hearken to us 
ere long : That fo he may live with more Content and 
Glovy, and his People, without Iuch Fears and Jealoullesa? 
now difturbthem. Which cannot be, without the Exclu- 
(ipn Bill ; and therefore I agree in the Votes that have b^eti 
moved.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I cannot but obfcrve, tlpt ipoft of I*. C5ower. 
the Arguments ufcd againft th's Bill are the fame which 
Coleman made the Grounds of his Declaration, that lb, if 
pci&ble, he might have pre-pofflefs'd the People affainflthe 
tear of Popery or a Poplfli Succeflbr. Firft, He faith, 
that the Pretences which that Parliament made of the Pro- 
teftant Religion being in Danjger of Popery was without 
C^ufc, becaufe there was no Dilturbance given by any of 
that Community. Secondly, That the Parliament's bold 
£n(!eavouri, to have reftrained the SucceOion of the Crown 
to pertain Qualifications, would have made the Crown elec- 

tivo. 
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A1iB03aCar.II. tiye. Thirdly^ That therein they would have out-done 
i6Sx. the Popifh DoArine, that Herefy mcapacitatcs Kings to 
■" ^ ' rcign; which was a new Way of fecuring Religion by dc- 
ftroying it. Fourthly, That the good Church of £ngland 
had tai^ht their People to be obedient to their Prince, let 
his Religion or Deportment be what it will. AUb I find, 
that the fame Endeavours which are now ufed to foment 
Pear$ and Jealou/Ics in the People, as to Forty-one, the 
Danger of the Church and Govemmment, and of Parlia- 
ments, are but copied out of that Declaration. He there 
declares, that the Parliament was diflolved, becaule they' 
had Defigns to blemilh the^ good Proteftant Church, and 
to prevent the lowing mifchievous l^ares in the wholefome 
Field of the Church of En^laxld, and to prcftrve the un- 
ftiotted Spoufe of our Bleflcd.Saviour, from the ill eflfb6k of 
ibme Defigns that were like to be introduced by Parliament 
1 will not make any Annotations upon this which I have re- 
j>eated, but by it 1 conclude, that thePiplfts are very vriU 
ling we Ihould imbibe thefe Opinions, atid that therefore 
they' may probably conduce to the carrying on of their De- 
figns. 1 could wift His Majefty woula order that Declara- 
tion to be read in Churches once a Year, that fo all the 
People, but efpecially tlie Clergy, may know, what excel- 
lent Pretences the rapifts can make of taking care of the 
Proteftant Church, and how vigilant they are fot that end, 
cfpecially to prevent that it may not be injured by the Par- 
liament, nor oy altering the Succeflion. That Declaration 
is to me ia great Confirmation of what hath been laid of the 
Influence of that Party in the Management of Af&irs; for 
it is not likely that Coleman would have drawn it, but that 
he knew how to have juggled it into the Council, as if it 
had been drawn by fome good Proteftant, that lb iti might 
have been made public, if that Parliament had been then 
diflolved. 

^* But, Sir, though by God*s Providence we had all 
tfiele Difcovcrics, yet I Ice no Probabi itv of obtaining any 
Security again ft ttiis Party. I dm of Opinion with that 
worthy Member that Ipoke laft, that the King's Speeches 
and MefTages are plain againft making of any Laws to pi^e^ 
vent the Duke's combe to the Crown, and can only be un« 
derftood in favour of Laws that may teijd to fecuring 
the Proteftaht Religion under a Popilh King; which, 1 
think, none can do, unlefs liich Laws, as will endanger 
Monarchy itfclf ; which will not be fit for this Houle to 
nro^fe, or the King to grant.

I am for 
i& Vote that ^athoec^n propoied.* 

^ Mr. Speaker, Sir, It is impollibte we fliouU remove Sir R« ^l^ 
the imn^qent EUngers impendent on thii >?ation, unlels wc 
can prevaQ with die King to forbear takitig Advice with i)ri« 
vate Cabals ; and inikad thereof, t6 be advifed by his Privy 
Council, and Parliaments. This indeed is the great Dilpute 
that is now afoot ; and unlels we can prevail herein, all that 
We are about fignifies nothing. And therefore, t think, we 
may do well to be plain in this with the King ; and as we 
mim not be afiraid of giving him flich Advice as is for his 
Advantage, fo neither of giving him AlTurances of our 
ireadinelTto fiipply him with Mofiey, and what elle he may. 
need, that lb he may knpw we are as willing to truft hinu 
as we are defirous he fiiould be to truft us. For unle» 
there can be a mutual Confidence created between the King^ ' 
and his People, that & they may freely, heartily,, and with- • 
out anv Sulpicion truft one the other, it is imooi&ble that 
this iHatiofi can evec be happy, butmuft either Unguifh, as 
ff it were io a ConTumption, or ftrike into a Fever.

Refohed^ TTiat all Perlbns who advbM His Msljdly, id 
his lad Meflage to this Hbule, to' perfift in his' Opuuod 
againft the Bill for exclqSing the Duke of Yok'k. have given 
pernicious Coiuilers b'His Majdly, and ar6 Promoters of 
Popery, and £nemies to the King and ]^ingdoih.. 

Aftcfr this, fevcral Perfons being nariied" for giving ill Ad- 
vice' to Hi5 Majefty, and Motions fcconded with Arguments, 
that Addrefles might be made, grounded on common Fanie^ 
for their removaT;* the Hou^ cntred mto a lon^ Debate^ 
touching the meaning of comnlion Fame, the Uiage,.Cu(!6ra, 
and Conlequences of fiich Addrcffcs in reference to the 
Gbvemment; and it did appear^that it was an ancient Right, 
and conftant Pra&ice of the Commons aflembled in J^ariiai- 
inenr^ to make Addrefles to the (Cing, grounded oh common 
Fame, or mo^al Certainty,- for removal of fiich Cotinfellbrs 
or Officers, as they th'otight were pernicious to the Govern- 
ment. And that it was the pnly way to reach great Mini- 
iters of State that gave evil Cbunfel, and to fecure the Go-

be fecure agahifi all manner of. Proceedings againft them, 
and fo the Government might be ruined wiUiout any Reme- 
dy J that there was now as great occafion as ever in former 
1 imes, ot making ule of this only Remedy, the Influence of 
Popifh Counfels having reduced the Nation, not only to the 
Mercy oi xht Popifh Party at home, bilt 6f a foreign Na- 
tion; the Dangers whereof could ri^ver be prevented, but

The &me day the Kbg canae to the Hom/Cc of Peers, and 
figii'd two Ads, for the burying in Woollen, and prohibit- 
ing the Importation of Jriih Cattle, and prorogu'd the Par- 
liament to the 20th of January; but diilbtv'd it on the ^8th, 
leaving; 22 Bills depending, and 8 more that yrcrc ordered 
to be brought in, but never came to be debated. 

The Prorogation of the laft Parliament being attended 
with Ibme vcrv extraordinary Gotifcquences, we cannot avoid 
laying fome ot the princq>al before our Readers, as, the moB: 
proper Introdu&ion to the Meeting of the next ; viz. January 
the 13 th, the Lord-Mayor of London Sir Patience Ward, 
with a Court of Common-Council, order'd a Petition to be 
toBdonPetitioa. drawn up, and Dreiented to the King, letting forth, * That 
whereas the Parliament had convided one of the five Popifh 
Lords in the Tower, and were about to convid the other 
four of HighrTreafon; that they had impeach'd the Chief- 
Jufticc Scroggs, and were about to impeach other Judges; 
nnd all this m order to the Prefervarimi of his Majefty*s 
Life, the Protcdant Religion, and the Govemtnent of Knjg- 
land : That thcjr were extrearaly iiirprii'd to fee the Parlia- 
ment prorogu'd in the He^ht ot their Bufitiefs ; That their 
onlv Hopes were, that this was done only in order to bring- 
liich Affairs about again as were neceffary to the fettling the 
Nation. Thev therefore pray'd, that his Majefty would be 
plcas*d to let the Parliament m at the Day appointed, and 
lb continue till they had effe^^ed all the great Afikirs before 
them/ To this efieft was the Petition, which was further 
ordered to be dclivcr'd that Nieht, or as loon as might be, 
by tiic Lord-Mayor, attended by the new Recorder George 
Trcby, £(quire, and certain Members of the Court of M^ 
dcrmcn, and Common- Councit. But this farther provok'd 
the Kin^) and hadened his Reiblution of finally parting 
Tlic DifTuTutioJi with his Parliament. Accordingly, two Days before the 
0/ the Fourth 'pin^^. ^f their Meeting, he by Frocladfiation diflblv'd the 
PjrijjjnciH, prcfentPai-liamcnt: And in the lame Proclamation^ he de- 
clared liis Intentions of calling another Parliament to meet 
on the 2 lit Day of March next. But being oHended at the 
City of London, and hoping to meet with octter Succefs by 
}ititif WtU^* a Removal, he appointed Oxford to be the Place 'of their 
Meeting, where he had formerly, in the Year 16(^5, found 
rhe moll imagin;^ble Harmony in and between both 
Hoiifcs.

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When the EIcAions came on, theTemper of the Nation Aanox^Cu^m 
. WIS ibon difcoverM by their Choice'; both Parties were ex- i"i» 
trtmcly bufy ; suid the City of London fct the firft £xaniple ^-■•"V*^ 
to the reft of the Kingdom by returning their old Members 
: Clayton, Player, Pilkington and Love; to whom, ai fbon as 
the £le^iqn was over, an extraordinary Paoer was prefented 
'in the Name of the Citizens of London then aflembled in ' 
•Common-Hall, containing, * A Return of their moft hearty London Inftnic* 
. Thanks for their ikithfal and unwearied Endeavours, in the tiont to thtk 
two laft Parliaments, to fearch mto and diicovcr the Depth Mcmbert.. 
of the Popiih Plot, to prcfcrve his Majefty's Royal Pcrlon> 
rhc Proteftailt Religion, and the well-eftablifliM Govern- 
ment of this Realm, to lecure the Meeting and Sitting of 
frequent Parliaments, to aflcrt our undoubted Rights ofpe- 
titioning, and to punilh. ittch as have betray*d thofe Rights^ 
to promote the long wiih*d-fbr Union of his Majefty's Pro- 
teftant Subjeds, to repeal the thirty-fifth of Rlizabeth, and 
.the Corporation- Ad; and more alpccially for their ardu- 
ous Endeavours in promoting the Bui of £xdu(ion of James 
Duke of York.* In fine, they concluded, * That being con- 
fidently aflur'd, that they, the laid Members for the City^ 
wOl never confbnt to the Granting any Money-Supply, till

And the Zeal was now fe 
great, that, contrary to the Cuftom of the Members treating 
tne Country,- liow tne Country in moft Places treated thcnj, 
or at leaft every Man bore his own Charges. 

The greateft Uncafincls and Difappointment to the pre- 
vailitig Party in the Eleftions, was the Place of their Meet- 
ing, O^'fbrd, the Diftance of which mJght naturalty c^ufe fi 
Diminution of their Power and Influence. Therefore it was 
reiblv*d b^ (everal of the Nobility to draw up a formal Pe- 
tition againft that Place ; which was early deliver'd to the

Iiad otclar'd an Intention of callins; a Parliament at Oxford ; 
and obferving from Hiftory and Records, how unfortunate 
tnttdy Aflembli^s have been, when call'd at a Place remote 
from the Capital City ; as particularly the Congrcfs in Henry 
, the Second's '|*ime ^i Clarendon ; Three fcveral Parliamen'ts

'twas a ftandmg Maxim before that Statute was made. If fo, 
this new A^ w'dibt a Warrant for what is propoled, as that 
was for the other. For my part, I have had the ill Fortune 
to have the Wind in my Face, and to be againft the general 
Opinion and Stream of the World ; and having had for fome 
time no (hare in tlw Government, I may Ipeak poflibly more 
freely than they chat have. *Tis a great Crime to fpy things 
toafbon, whicn makes men apt to run from one £xtreme to 
another. I have pro]3oied the bed Expedient ( can, and 
mod iafe; but I am afraid, if you do nothing in this great 
Affiir now it is ftarted (I'll grapple with neither of the Ex- 
pedients) but if you do nothmg but let the thing lie loofe, 
you*ll gratify the Jeliiits by our confafion, and the Common- 
weilths>men to fliuffle the Cards again: but if you go into 
Ibme Medium, both thefe fort of men will be undone. 

* I have heard with great Attention this very learned si, w. Jones. 
atid able Gentleman. I am really of Opinion, if any bet- 
ter Expedient could have been found out, than what lias 
been propofed, that he^ as ibon as any Gentleman, would have 
propoied it. But I am amazed, tnat €o learned a Gentle- 

* man flidild not fee through this Expedient. ' That which I 
• take for the Expedient, is, the Duke to retain the Name 

of King, and the next Heir to be under the Title of Re- 
gent or Proted»r. What does he mean by next Heir ? 
For any thing I know and believe, it is the Diike"s Daugh- 
ter ; but it may be the Duke may have .a Son. Either I 
luve, a ffreat Cloud upon my Underftanding, or this 
follows, tliat if the Duke have a Son, . he iliall at a Day, 
a I)!lonth, or a year old be Regent. Snppole the Princcfs 
of Oratige come over,* and ihe die, (the Ptihcc of Orangs* 
has no Right to the Regency) and fhc leave a Child, and

wear a Crown, and be ealled King, and nave no Authority ? 

Jt is much worfe then to lofe an actual Crown, and tne 
^oflfefSon of it. If the Bill pais, and the Duke be bsiniihed 
foo Miles off, it muft be out of England — if the Name 
will pleafe him, in Civility beyond the Sea he (hall be 
King, and it will be as much to his purpofe beyond the Sea 
to be called Kinjf only, as here. But for the Security 

df his Eibte being here ; he that would venture the loJs 
of a Kingdom for Keligion, will his £flate too, that's but 
a weak tie. It is lefs injuftice to take away the Crown and 
Power from him, than to have of both but the Name. If 
you allow the Duke the Name, it will imply a Right, 
therefore for that to bs uiedas an Argument is fcrange. But 
why is this Contention, and all this ado, I wonder, for an 
empty Name? But I am afraid this Expedient is a kind of 
Jeluits Powder, (I do not think the Gentleman's Intent or 
Opinion is tor the Jeiuits) but a wife Man may over--do 
ibmetimcs.-— If you do not exclude the Duke's Title, the 
Duke is King ftill, and then will learned Lawyers tell you, 
that by I //.

When the Lady Anne comes to be Regent, not oniyNature, 
but Confcience willput her upon giving Cacfar his due ; and 
perhaps that Text lome of our 'Divines will preach upon. 
They'll fay that die Parliament by what they have done, 
acknowledge a good Title in the Duke. But if he be Kmg, 
as the Parliament allows him to be in Name, he has Right 
of Defcent, and fo will be reftored to all the Rights of 
King — An Argument upon Queen Mary like this, refh>r. 
edtheFirfts-frmtsand Tenths.— Another thing perhaps may 
come from them that propoftd this Expedient, (I do not be- 
1 eve it came from that Gent, ti^.) if you had pafi'd the 
other Billy a great many would not iubmit to it ; but if you 
p^fs this, if th?t Duke have Right to be King; and be 
kept from the AHmirtiftratioo of it, I doubt whether I fhall 
fight againft him.

* I would not have Ipoken fo much out of Duty to my Col. G. Legg. 
Mafter, but for the Duty I owe to my Country. I owe a 

ilew Obligation to the King, for I ani the Dulce*s Servant 
from the King. My Father was a Servant to the late King 
and this; and I have my Protection under him I was 
bred in England, and for his Service at Sea. I know my 
own weakneJs, not being bred to the Law ; but by inquiry I 
find, that the Doftrine of difpofing a Kingdom from the 
Right Heir Is damnable ; and 'tis the Doctrine of the Church 
of Rome.- I have heard, that in the 24 E. 9. the King de- 
manded Advice of the Parliament, in matters relating to the 
Crown.

Will, and baited her Title with Religion. Queen Eliza- 
beth made a Law, that whoever did maintain, that the Crown 
could not be dilpolcd of by Parliament, fhould be guilty of 
Treafbn, ^c. and for ever after of Praemunire, But fincc . 
that, there is a Reftitution of King James, which acknow- 
ledged him lawfolly, rightly, and jutfiy the next Heir to the 
Crown, and did beleech the Kmg to accept of their Allegi- . 
ancc to him and his Pofterity. And I think our Anceftors 
fwore to the King and his Pofterity, as well as we.

(I have feven Children.) How will this look ? The King's 
Father murdcr'd, and his Brother taken from him ? Will 
this take no Eftedt with the King ?

* In a Matter fo plain, and which concerns the very Be- 
ing of Parliaments, I am unwilling to make unneceflary 
Doubts. If an Aftion be brought in the lower Courts, \t 
does not hinder that Adion being brought in Weftminfter- 
hall, if no Judgment upon it ; and it holds the like in this 
Cafe. Indictments were brought againft the Lords in the 
Tower at Common- Law, and yet were no Impediment to 
their Impeachment in the Lords Houfe; but here is no 
Indidment or Profccutlon brought againfl Fitzharris. We 
have an Inftance frefh in memory; The Lord Chief- Juftice 
Scroggs, a Commoner, and not indicted at Common-Law, 
yet the Lords without any Scruple accepted his Impeach- 
ment, lb that we need not fpend our Time to learch Pre- 
cedents. Perhaps the Lords Journals were not made up, 
but our Members have taken Notes out of the Minute- 
Book by them we find the Lords have determined a 

great Point. The Lords Spiritual as well as the Lords

come to (lifle this, let God and the World judge. J would 
know, if a Man be impeached by the Commons, and no In- 
didtment againft him, (only the Attorney-General told the 
Lords, that the King gave Diredtions he (liould be profe - 
cuted, and no Record againft him^ whether this is a ground 
to deny our Impeachment ? If the Lords will vote that the 
Commons fliall not impeach him, they may as well vote they 
£hall not be Pro(ecutors ; but yet we will be fo. This is a 
new Plot againft the Proteftants, of which Fitzharris is ac- 
cufed, and we. muft not impeach him ; in this the Lords fair- 
ly iav, We muft not hear it.

Farther Debates * ^° Bill was ever oftcrcd in Parliament of the like Na- 
on the Exclu- ture, fo much againfl: the Jufticc of the Nation ; ic coa- 
fion. demns a Man never heard, and then 'tis a Law made ex pofl 
Sec. Jenluas. fa^o. Very extraordinary ^againft the Fundamen- 
tal Juftice of tlie Nation ; and not only that, but againft 
the yV^ifdom of the Natipn, and will introduce a change of 
the Government. If the Duke will try to cut this Law 
with his Sword, if he overcome, he will have the &.me 
Power to fct a(ide all Laws, both for Religion and Property : 
the Power will be in the Hands of the Conqueror, and cer- 
tainly he will change the Government. 'I is againft the 
Religion of the Nation, which teaches us to pay Obedience 
to our Governors, whether good or bad, never fo faulty or 
criminal.

leis word, when the People fet up and pulled down as dacy 
faw Cau^e : And till Queen £lizabeth it was not much in 
iafliion, when the Crown was & frdl:)iiently fettled by A€t of 
Parliamenr^ and the next of Blood ui often let afide ; wheil 
the Son feldom followed his Fatder into the Throne, but 
either by £Ied:ion in the life>time of his Father, or eUe by 
A6t of Parliament. So that to make the Duke either Heir 
apoarent or prefumptive to the Crown, it rouft be proved 
eitiier by the Conftitution of the Government, or by ibme 
ILiaw or A& of Parliament If therefore he has a x itle to 
the Crown« it's neceHary to know what it is, and whence 
he has it; but if he has none, it*s not unjaft to psfs the BUI, 
or any other where he ihall be particularly named : But I 
will lay no more of this, left I may fiem to bb agahift king- 
ly Government, which I am not. 

* If the Duke be excluded becauie he isa Famft, yet it iisi 
no jufiice : Why will he be of that Religion that trie Law 
endeavours to fuppreis ? The Sufajeds who are of that Re- 
ligion forfeit two parts in three of their >Eftates, and fhall 
any SuUeft by reafisn of his Quality be exempted from the 
Law? I hope not; befides, if a Subjeft forfeit two parts,

* Ours is oomppunded of an aUblute Monarchy and a Com- 
iponwealthy and the Original of it we have from the Saxons : 
But be it what it w31, or whence it will, it is without ouell 
tion that the flrft Original of our Kings was, that the Peo- 
ple fiiund it for their Advantage to fet one over them, be- 
cauie of his Wi((ioro» Valour, and Juftlce, and therefore 
they gave him foveral Prenmdves above the reft of thQ, 
People, that he might be the better able to govern, rnd de^ 
^nd them: For there it nope of the King^s Prerogatives, 
but are for the good of the Nation if riehtly employed. 
But it will be a ffirange Gmclufion to (uppote» tha^ the Peo- 
ple obliged themfelves to iubmit to the Pofterity of that Man 
whom tney firft chofe for their King becaufo of his extra-

- ' -^ • it we arc deprived of all our earthly G)mforts. What is a 

Man the better for having never ro great an Eftatc, never 
lb great Honour, or what dfe is deftrable in this World, if 
he is reftraincd of his I^iberty ? Now there are levcral forts 
of Reftraints and Imprilbnments, and they are all forbidden 
by our Law, ucilefs the Caufc be very juft and reafonablc ; 
it is not for bare Surmiles or vain Stories that a Man ihall 
be imprifbned and hurried frOm his Abode; but only for 
(uch, Caule as ihall prove that it is for the Good of the 
Government, and the Support of it, that this or that Man 
is. imprifbned or reflrained. Although the Law has taken 
very good care, yet the Subjedt: is often abufed in his Liber- 
ty, fbmetimes by the Courts in Weftminfler-H^U, forae- 
fimes by other Courts and particular Magiftrates : But the 
greateil caufe of Cpmplaint proceeds from the Privy- 
. . Council. 

* The Privy-Cpuncil that is, though they have been much 
tob'.i^me in this Particular, yet it is not a new thing that 
they pradife; but this itch of fending fbr and imprilonin^ 
the dubje& upon vain Pretences, has dcfcended from one 
4?rivy-CouncU to another, lik^ an Infirmity that runs in a 
Blood ; for no iponer is a Man ma^e a Privy-G)un(ellQr, 
but this Spirit refts upon him. This Mifchief was early 
efpied, even in Henry Ill's time, and feveral Laws hiivc 
been made to |«flrain the Privy-Council. 

f By the 9 Henry HI. Chap.. 2^. it is declared that no 
. Freeman fhall be taken or imprifoned, or be diilcifed of his 
Free-hold or Liberties, or Free-cuftems, or be Out-lawcd, 
pr any other way deftroyed, nor we will not pafs uix:nhim^ 
iior con4emh him, but by lawfiU judgment of his Peers, or 
Ipy the La\r of the Land. 

* B>^the J Edw: III 5>. it is ena&ed. That no Man from 
|hcncefbrth fhall- be atrach'd by any Acculation, nor fore- 
judged of Life or Lin^b; nor has Lands, TenemeBt$^ Goods

< By 25 Edw. Ill Chap. 4. it is declared, Th^ from 
thenceforth none Ihall be taken By Petition or Snggeftion 
made to onr tord the King, or to his Council, unleft it be 
by Indiftment or Prcftntment of his good and lawful Peo- 
ple of the lame Neighbourhood, yrhere fuch Deeds be done, 
in due manner, or by proccfs made by Writ origmal at the 
common Law, nor tnat none be out of his Franchifes, nor 
of bis Freeholds, unlcls he be duly broujght in anfwer, and 
fore-pdgcd of the Ikme by the Courfc or tfie Law. And if 
any thing be done againft the fame, it feall bcredrefled and 
holden for hone. 

« By^ 28 Edw. m. Chap, 3 . it is eftaMifli cd, TTiat no Man. 
of whatever Eftate or Condition he be, fliall be put out of 
Land or Tenement, nor caken, nor imprilbned, nor difin- 
herited, nor put to death, without being brought in axifwef 
by due procefs of Law 

« And by 57 Edw. III. Chap. 18. it fiys,Tho" it be con- 
fined in the Great Charter, that no Man be taken or im^ 
prilbned, nor put out of his Freehold, without procels of 
Law, neverthelefs divers People make 61fc SuggefHons to 
the King himfelf, a$ well for Malice as otherwire, whereof 
the King is often grieved, and divers of the Realm put in 
Damage, againft the Form of tlie lame Charter: Wherefore 
it is ordained. That all they which make SuggefKon, ihall 
befent with the lame SuggefHons before tne Chancellor, 
Trealurer and his Grand Council, and that they there find 
Surety to purfte their Sugseftions, and incur the (ame Pain 
that the other fhould have nad if he were attainted, inca& 
that his Suggeftions be 'found evil: And that then Procels of 
the Law be made againft them, without being taken and im- 
prilbned againft the Form of the faid Charter, and orficr 
Statutes. 

* In the 38 Edw. IIL Chap. 9. is contained the Informers 
puniflimcnt, in thefc Words ; it is affented. That if he 
that raaketh the Complaint, cannot prove his Intent againft 
the Defendant by the Procefi limited in the &me Article, 
he iliall be commanded to Ptilbn, there to abide till he hath 
made gree to the Party of his Damages, atid of the flander 
that he hath (ufiered by llich occafion, and after ihall make 
fine and ranfbm to the King. And the Point contained in 
the (ame Article, that the PTatntiff ihall incur the&me Pain, 
which the other ihould have if he were attaii^ed, ihall be 
bpt in cafe that his Sug^eftion be found untrue. 
• * And ftill there is another Law made 42 Edw. Ill.Chap. 5. 
in thefe Words : At the requeft of the Commons, by their 
Petition^ put fordi in this Par^i^ment, to eicbew the Mi&

have been taken, and ibmetime caufed to come before the 
King's Council by Writ, and otherwiie upon grievous Pain 
againft the Law : It is adented and accorded for the good 
{Governance of the Commons, That no Man be put to 
infwer without Prefentm^nt before Tufiiqes, or Matter of 
Record, or by due Procefi, and Writ original, according 
to the old JjAvr of the Land And if any thing from hence^ 
forth be done to the contrary, it ihall be void in the Law, 
and holdcn for Error. 

* Thefe are Laws that are as much in force as any Statutas 
whatever, and ought to be as duly oblcrved : But I befeed^ 
you confider to what a Degree tney have been vblated by 
the Privy Council : How have they fcnt for Gentlemen from 
all Parts of the Ration, upon meer Flamms and Stories ? 
Ko Man could be quiet, bi^t ujyon any grouhdlefs Pretence 
away went a MefTenger, to bring up mat Man, not con- 
ildering the great Charge and Trpuble they put the Gen* 
tleman upon by itj ( 'wtll mention only cnat of Sir Giles 
Cerrard ; he was ient for up by a McfTenger, to anfwer to I 
know not whatBufinels about a Black-Box, and wlio charg- 
ed him with it : But when he caxftc to be examined it proved 
nothing but Town talk, and what a porher did they make I 
In our CoCintry when a Man makes a great (Hr about ^ 
Matter, and it ends in nothing that is fiznificant, we fay,. 
Billy has found a Pin : So I pray what did this Hurly-burly 
of the Black-Box end in, but nothing that was worth a 
Stmw ? And to diis mighty purpoie Sir Giles was fetched 
from hiis Houle in the Country: And Icveral other Gende- 
men have beoi thus uied againft Law and Reafbn. Ir is 
itrangc the Privy-Council fhould not remember the Bill of 
Habeas Corpus, which pafTed in the laft Parliament, that 
might have brought to their Remembrance thefe Laws that 
I have mentioned, and might farther convince them how 
predous a thing we efteem our Liberty : It puts me in mind 
of the Petition of Right, and what 1 have heard and read 
after it was pafled, how &oa it was violated and broken. 
. The Privy Council has been verv unjuft to thefe Gende- 
men whom they have molcfted by tncir Mcflfcngers, in that 
they have not made their Accufers to find Sureties to make 
good their Accufations as the Law requires, 5 7 £d^. II L 
18. for then idle Stories would not be fe current, by reaibn 
of the Punifliment infli^d on thofc falfc Accufers by 
57 Edw. III. 18. and 58 Edw. III. 9. which Laws arc 
grounded upon the WorjJ of God, Deut. xix chap. li 
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slid i^. ver. Bat now luch Fdlows as are mentioned in t!i^ A«ao 3sCir.it« 

37 Edw. III. i8. and in 41 Edw. III. 3. who make their '•'»• 

Accuiation for Malice, or for Revenge, or lingular Bene* ' "*■ **" 

iit, more than for the Profit of the King, or nis People; 

thefe, I &y, fhall be allowed to accuie honeft Men, though 

they cannot prove a Word of what thev ^y : And for the& 

Devices are we to be forced firom our Habitations to appear 

befpre the King and his Council 1 Methinks it's hard Play, 

and yet what K:medv have we left but W fie down and be 

quiet? But without doubt the Land intended a Redrefs in 

theie Caies, for 25 Edw. III. 4. lays, that whatever is done 

contrary tb that Law fhall be r^xirened and holden for 

none ; out it does not tell us how Satisfa^on is to be bad. 

But fince it is left uncertab, I hope for the future we ihalt 

fo order ir^ that every Man may have belief againft this 

great Oppreffion, and that I humbly move; for if we let 

this alone, we leave an arbitrary unccmtroulable Power in 

the Privy-Council, which will never dop till it has made the 

Law fobjeft to them. 

' But I have heard it objeded, diat if this Power of 
finding for People be not allowed to the Privy Council, 
then you put them in a worle Condkion than any Juftice 
of Peace, becauie by his Warrant he can lend for any body 
in the County where he lives. I muft in the firft place 
deny this altogether; for the Coniequence is not true: In 
the next place, I &y, that the Law is the beft Judge of this, 
whether the Privy-Council ought to have fuch an unlimited 
Power, and what the Law has determined over and ovei^ 
again ought not to be dilputed by us ; befides, it is a thing 
of dangerous Coniequence, to put Diicretion into the Balance 
with ib many written Laws, which conferve (b dear a thing 
as our Liberty. 

* But die Power of the Privy-Council is not hereby made 
lefi than that of a Juftice rf Peace ; for a Jnftice of Peace, 
it is to be iuppoied, will not fend out his Warrant but upon 
a juft and reaibnable Ground : What Juftke of Peace ever 
lent our a Warrant of the good Renaviour againft any 
Peribn, but he either firft heard the Party accufed, (whicn 
is the juftcrWay) or el(e the Matter was proved upon 
Oath? Or whfen was any Warrant of the Peace iflued out, . 
but it was grounded upon the Oath of him tliat demanded 
the Surety of Peace ? And whatever Warrants or Precepts 
are granted by a Juftice of Peace, they oueht to be for juft 
Cauies, or ^ic he violates his Truft : So the Privy-Council 
may, upon a juft Accnfation,fend for any Perfon, but with-> 
out that they cannot ; and therefore I do not lee wherein a 
Juftic* of Peace has a greater Power than the Privy-Couo- 
6il; or if be had, yet -it' would not be fo great « ifSUfcbief, 



jUiio||Car.U« for be can only lend fi>r any Pcribn flut is in the County i 
iSiu but the Privy-Council are not limited to this or that Counryy 
%^ -rv*"""^ but their Fewer extends sdl over England. 

* But befides, it is unjuft to be puuifhed without a Cauie» 
^nd Reflraint or being debarred of Liberty is a I^iiuihnient ; 
and whoever he be that would have the Privy-Council to 
cxerdfe diis Power, when he has knowti what it 2s to' be 
brought up bnr a Meflenger opoh aq ufle Story, let faxio 

then tell roe how he likes itf md anfwer me if he can.*

Agabft the ' Of all the things that were ftarted, to hinder the 

Votes of BiOopi Succefs of the laft Parliament, and is like to be ib great z 

»Cafe8 of Stumblinc-block in the next, that of the Bifliops voting in 

"^ Cafe of Blood, was and will be the chief. Now they that 

deny that the Bifhops have Right to vote in Cafle of Blood, 

dolab6ur under two great PiSiculties : Firtt, becaufe tht» 

is a new Thii^; at leaft it is very long fince the like Cafe 

has come into debate : And next, bocaufe they are pot to 

prove a Negative, which is a great Difadvantage. But 

Truth will appear from under all the falfe Glofles andUm> 

brages that Men may draw over it: And 1 doubt nof^tof 

Inake it evident, that the Bifhops have no Right t6 vote in 

Cafe 6f Blood; at leatt t hope I Aall not bfc guilty of Ob- 

ftinacy, if I do not alter my Opinion till what 1 have to &f 

be anlwered. 

< It is ftrange the Bifhops are fb jealous of their Cauie, aa^ 
not to adventure it on their great Diana die Canon>L^ ; 
bv which they are exprefly forbidden to meddle in Cafe of 
Blood. Perhaps they would do. by the Canon-Law, as it is 
<aid by tlic Idolaters m the Old Tcftament, that of part of 
fte Timber they made a God and fell down and worfhipped 
k, the reft of it they either burnt in the Fire, or caft it to^ 
the Duoeliil: For they tell yoii that the Canon-Law wasr 
abolifhed by the Reformation, and that none but Pkpift» 
yield Obedience to it ; and therefore now' they are not tied 
up by the Canon- Law, but may fit and vote in Cafe* of Blood 
it they pleafe. I fhould be very glad if they were as averfe 
to Popery in every thing elfe, and particularly that they 
would leave Ceremonies indifferent, and not contend fy 
highly for them, whereby they make the Breach wider, 
s|nd heighten the Diflfcrcnces amoi^ Proteftants; in the do- 
ing, of which they do the Pope's Work moft eftc^tually. I 
wiflx they woiila conlent to have a new Book pf Canons;- 
fcr thofe that are now extant are the old Popifh Canons. 
1 like Biihbps very well ; but 1 wifh that Bifhops were re- 
duced to their primitive InfHtution ; for I fear whilft there 
is in England a Lord Bifhop,thc Church will nottftand very 
fieadily. But I will leave this (though I need &y no more) 
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and proceed todthcr Things that are veifjclear^ as tcon- AiiiioJieap.n« 
ccivc. * x«*. 

* My Lord Cdce in the ftcond Part rf his Infiitvfts^ the 
firft Chapter, treating of Magna Chart Oy when he reckons up 
the Privileges of the Church, he tells us, that Clergymen 
Aall not M eledfid or have to do in iecular Office ; and 
therefore he tells us, that they are diicharged ofiuch and 
iiich Burdens that Lay>Peribns were fubjeato; and good 
reaibn it fhould be lb, that they might with greater £aie 
and Secarity attend tlie Bufineis of their Fun&on, that is, 
to govern and inftru^ the Church : But whether they had 
thefe Immunities granted them, that they mif ht ftudy the 
Pleas of the Crown and Law-Cafes, or elle tiiac they 
miglit apply themlclves to the Work of the Minif^ry, 
let any Man judge ; for, faith he, JV^rm* miUtans Deo^ itnfUcet 
ff ntgm'is feeuiartimf : And if to fit and judge in Caic of 
Blood be not a iecular Matter, I have no more to fay ; and 
I hope my Lord Coke's Authority will be allowed 

* And becaufe as, I conceive, tnat my Lord Coke's Au-> 
tfaority may pafs mufter in this Point; I will offkr fbme 
Things out of him, that will make it evident that the Bi^- 
iho^ are only Lords of Parliament, and not Peers ; and if 
lb, it is ag^inft the Law of £ngland for them to fit atid 
judge upon any Peer for his Lite; for the Law fays, that 
cveiy Man ihall be tried l^ his Peers. 

* In the iecond Part of his It\ftimte% the firft Chapter^ 
he tells us, that every Archbiihop that holds of the King 
fir Barm'amj and called by Writ to Parliament, is a Lot^ 
of Parliament: But in the 14th Chapter, when he reckons 
up who are P^es in the Lords Houie, he fays not a word 
ot the Biihops, but repeats all the other Degrees of Lords, 
as Dukes, l^c. And without doubt he would not have 
made ib great an Omiffion, if the Biihops ought to have 
been takm into the Kumber. 

* Beiides this, if the Biihops be Po'ety how comes it to 
pais that an Ad: of Parliament ihall be good to which their 
Gooient is not had,, paifed by the King, Lords Temporal^ 
and Commons? But it was never allowed for an A€t of 
Parliament where the Lords Temporal had not pven their 
Vote: And for Proof hereof fee my Lord Coke, m his chap. 
t^t jiffmatis Reiigiofintm^ where nc gives you fcveral In- 
fiances of ASts <i Parliament that pafTed and the Biihops 
abient. 

* But then in the third Psirt of his Inilitutes he there 
puts the Matter o^it of all Connrovierry, and ihews that Bi- 
ihops are to be tried by Commoners; for, fiyt he^ in the 
feoond Chap, treating of Petty-Treafon, None (hall be tried 
by his Peers, but only fiich as (it there rati$iie JMilitatisy as 
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AiiiionCir.II. Dukes, (5fr. and reckons the fevcral D^rees; and not (nch 
^Si^ . ^ ^^^ Lords of Parliament ratione Barmiarum^ ytas tenenf in 
* ^wre tccleJU^ as Archbifhops, andBifliops, and rormerly Ab- 
bots and Priors: But they (faith he) mall be tried by the 
Country, that is, by the Kree->holders, tar that they are not 
of the Degree of Nobility. So that with fubmimon tins 
is as clear as any thing in the world. 

< If the Point be fb dear that the Biiliops nAV vote xti 
Cafe of Blood, ir would do well that ibmePrecedeiitsr were 
produced, by which it might appear that they have, ever 
done it, at leaft that thej have made uie of it in iuch limes 
when the Nation was in cjuiet, and Matters were carried 
fairly; for Inflauoes from times of Confiifion or Rebellibay 
help rather to pull down than iiipport a Caule: But zny 
Lord Coke, in his chap, (that I mentioned even now) De 
j0ff9rtatis Religiofmtmy gives you feveral Precedents where 
the Biihops when capital Matters were to be debated in the 
Lords Houfe withdrew themfelves, partkularly 2 of Rich. II. 
the Archbifhop of Canterbury made a ioleinn Pit)teftation 
in the Parliament for himlelf and the Clergy of his* Pro- 
vince, for that Matters of Trcafon were to l^ entreated of, 
whereat by the Canonical-Law they ought not to be prelenr^ 
they therefore abfented themfelves. 

* But in regard I have hitherto vouchM mv Lord Coke 
for what I have (aid, I defire that it mav be Qolerved, that 
he wrote fince the Reformation, and wnat was Lair when 
he wrote is Law at this Day, imleis it be changed by fbme 
A£t of Parliament made Gnce ; and therefore he that denies 
my Lord Coke to have written Law, muft produce fome 
Aft of Parliament, whereby it does appear fhat the Law is 
altered fince his Time. Betides this, the Biihojis and other 
Clergy were called to Parliametit very uncertainly, ibme- 
times more, Ibmetimes fewer, and Ibmetimes none at all, as • 
it was in Edw. I's Time. 

* Therefore feeing the Cafe to be thus, That the Bifhops 
are not Peers, but onlv Lords of Parliament; Tint an Ad: 
of Parliament is good tnough they be abfent; That they are 
to be tried by Commoners ; and that when capital Matters 
were to be debated, they have withdrawn themfelves, de* 
daring at the lame time, that th^ ought not to have to 
do in fuch things ; and alio that tney have not ib abiblute 
a Right to fit and vote in. the Houfe as the. Temporal 
Lords have, becaufe they are called to Parliament fo un« 
certainly ; I fhall be glad to hear what can be Gad to make 
their Right unquedionable : But if all this were fet afide, 
yet it remains on their part to prove that they have fit in 
Judgment upon the Peers. I am apt to believe, they will 
be hardly put to it. to produce any Precedent out of^good 
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Times, whisn the Nation was in quiet» and the Law had Its Afliio3sC^*n«' 
Courie; nay, I think they can ftarccly find any, that the ^ ?6$i^ 
Proceedings of that Parliament when it was done, were not ' 
repealed by AEt of Parliament, and fland fo at this Day: 
And I ihould alio be glad to ice, 'that when a Peer has been 
tried out of Parliament, that any Biihop was ever nominated 
to fit upon that Lord acculed; for out of Parliament, if a 
Peer be tried for his Life, it is by a leled number named by 
theKing; andif the^Bilhops have Right to (it and vote upon 
the Peers, it is ftrange methinks that there is not any inftance 
to be feund, where the Bifhops or any of them nave been 
named to judge a Lord out of Parliament. Now the Reaion 
(as I conceive) how this comes to pafbis, becaule it was ne* 
ver known that a Biihop was tried oy the Lords out of Par- 
liament, and therefore they cannot try a Lord out c^Parlia^ 
jnent, becaufe they are not Peers; for the Lords have never 
tried any Biihop but b Parliament, and that was always upon 
Impeachments, and not otherwife : And upon an Impeadi* 
ment thev may try other Commoners as well as Bifhops. ^ 

* Befides this it is plain, that the Clergy, even in the time 
of Popery, would not have to do with blood in any cafe whs^t- 
fee ver: For when they engroffedall OfSces and Places of 
Honoiir or Profit, you fhall not find any Bifhop that was Lord 
Chief JufHce of the KingVBench, or Judge of any Court 
where mens Lives were to be meddled with ; and the Clergy 
were not fb ignorant or backward in their intereft, as to let 
flip filch profitable places, had it fuited with their, fundion.* 

^ I have often confidered with myfeli^ what it is that has 
induced fb many of the temporal Lprds to contend for the 
. Bifhops in this ckfe : I cannot perceive but that it is againfi 
themfelves that they flrivej for widiout doubt, the Icwec 
the temporal Lords are, the more confiderable they are; 
and ^hy they fhould firive to make themfelves lefs, I cannot 
qomprenoid ; neither can any reafbn be adigned, but that 
which is obvious to every man's thoughtS| That there is fbme 
lecret power that governs their Lordfliips in this afiair: But 
without doubt this powerful hand :wbuld not be able to turn 
the fcales fb veiy much, if Nobility had been beflowed only 
on filch as deferved honour. But when Intereft prevails 
above Merit, no wonder that a word or a look do command 
ib abiblutely ; and yet there is this to be faid for the Lords . 
Houfe, that there are a great many Lords who retain the 
worth and honour of their Anceflors .- That notwithftianding; 
being frowned upon, difplaced, and all poffible d^ifcpurage* 
ments, yet have they ihewed themfelves to be meii of Eng- 
lifh principles; that they will ferve the King as En^liflimenj^ 
but will not give up any of their jufi Rights to plcaie him. 

* If the Bifhops had never fo clear a Kight in this mattef^ 
yet it is to be coafidered, whatever Righr they have, that 
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AoBoitCar.U. it was jgaincd in the times of Superftitloii and BUndnefi, 

liS'i. when the Clergy ufiirped ^nd lorded it over the Nation ; aii4 

U- "v"" .'' therefore in regard that England has now recovered its eye* 

^ht and underftandingj they are very unthankfiil if they 

do not reduce every thing to its proper ftation: And if tbe 

Bifhops are prohibiccd by a Law not to vote in cafe of BIcxk!, 

or are abridged in any other matter wlKre the intereft ixf 

the King and People require ; yet the Church is not prcTU* 

diced, for my Lord Coke tells us in the lecond part of tiis 

Infticutes; ^ec debit did in frajudiciitm ecckfie UiirtMtUj fmod 

Pro regff (5f reifuhUc^ fi^cdfariwn invenitur; And whether it 

1>9 hot for the mtereft of the King and People, that the Bi* 

Ihops ihall not vote in cafe of BTqcxI, I fubmit to any man 

that wilhes well to England. 

'* Kow I would fain DC fatisfied why our Biih<H)s are mom 
forward to have to do in cafe of Hlood, than the Biihops and 
plergy in the time of popery ; it's plain riiey always declined 
f Xt J but ours will adventure a Kingdom upon it : It's true dicy 

will withdraw upon the trial of the five popiih Lords, but 
they will not upon trial of my Lord Danby"s pardon ; yet 
thus far ihey condefcend, that when Judgment is to be pro- 
nounced, they will withdraw : very well, Firft» it. is confefficd 
pn all hand3, that if my Lord Danby's pardon do not hold 
good, he dies for it : And next, I would willingly vmdertland 
the diflFerence in this cafe, when a Man is tried for his life 
before ieveral Judges, and all of them, though be is inno- 
cent, reiplve that he &all be pronounced guilty, but they 
^ ]»iihdraw themfclves, and leave one of their Brethren to pai^ 
the lentence : Kow the queliion is, whether the reft that 
- were abfentare not as guilty of ihedding innpcent Blood, as 
he who pronounced the fentence : And ib on the contrary, 
for any other thing whatever : And whether this docs not 
reach the cafe in hand I humbly fubpiit. But the truth ot 
the matter is, the Biihops do know, that if my Lord Danby's 
Pardon be allowed* then arbitrary Poorer comes in : And 
(hen will be, their harveft, and here's the ihqrt and long of 
^heCafe: And there^e the Parliament muft never yield 
^hat the Biihops ihall vote in cafe of Blood ; for the cpnfe- 
quence of it wUl be to alter the very.

/gainft Pen- * < Without doubt the laft Parliament had great matters in 

fionerb in gar- agitation, and the Enquiry they made about the Pen/ioners dE 

liaroeat ^^ preceding Parliament yras no fmaU one, but rather one 

of the chief things they had in hand ; for had they been 

' permitted to have perfedted that, it had been a good riscotn- 

pence for the difappointment which the Nation iuftained in 

their other expedbations, by the fudden prorogation: And 
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^irithout all queftioh, tiothing is fitter for the thcmghts cf a Aimo nCar.lk 
Pariiamenty tban to tdee into Confideratioa how to putiiik ' ' 
them chat had proved the peft, and had altnoft (if not alto- 
gether; ruined the Nation; and how to present the like 
mifchief for the future. 

* The Name of a Peniioncr is very diftaftefol to every 
£neliih Spirit; and allthofe who were renfioners I think are 
iuficiently deQ>iied by their Countrymen: And therefore I 
ifnUl mention only two or three things that will lie at their 
doorsy before I oflfer my advice what is to be done: 

* Breach of Truft is accounted the mod infomous thing in 
thie World, and thb thefe Men were guilty of to the high- 
eft d^ree ; robbery and ftealing oar Law punifhes with Death, 
imd what delerve they who beggar and take away all that 
the Nation has, imder the pretence of difoofing of tlie People's 
Money for the honour and good of the King and Kingdom ? 
And if tWre were nothing more than thb to oe (aid, without 
doubt they deierve a high cenfure. 

* Befides the giving away foch vaft (ums, without *iv co- 
lour or reafonable pretence; there is this great mifchier will 
follow upon it: Every Man very well knows that it: has pat 
the King into an extraordinary way of expence : And there- 
fore when he has not liich |preat Supplies, it muft of neceiEty 
bring the King mto great want and need: And fhall not 
only give him an ill opinion of all Parliaments, that do nor 
fopply him fo extravagantly, but perhaps put him to think of 
ways to get Money that othcrwife would never have entered 
Into his thoughts; fo that whatever ill may happen of this 
iort, thefe Penfioners are anfwerable for it. 

* Farthcrmorc, they have laid us open to all our Enemies ; 
whoever will invade, may not doubt to itibdue us: For they 
have taken fiiom us the Smews of War, that is Money and 
Courage ; all our Money is gone, and they have exhaulied 
die Treafure of the Nation, and when People are poor, their 
Spirits arel6w> fo that we are left without a Defence ; and 
who muft we thank for bringing us into this dei^icable G>n- 
dition, but thefe Gentlemen, who notwithftandmg this had 
the tdce to ftile thcmfelves the King's friends, and all thofc 
who oppofed their pradHces were fodious and feditious. 
They had brought it to that pais, that Debates -oould not be 
free; if a Gentleman's Tongue happen to lie a little awry in 
his Mouth, prefently he muft be called to the Bar ^ or if 
that would not do, whenibever any Gentleman that had a 
true Engli^ iSpirit happened to &y any thing that was bold, 
pefently away to feek the King and tell him of it; and 
pftentimes more than the truth : And thus they endeavoured 
to beget an ill opmion in the King of hb beft Subjeds : And 
jtbeir praftice was the more abominable;, becaufe their words

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ABiio3|Ctr.1I« and adfansgave the occafion to force thole fmart exproflloiif 
i68i. ^ from the Gentlemen that fpoke them ; for their honeft Hearts 
were fired with true ^eal to their Kmg and Countrjr, when 
they beheld the impudence and falienels of thofe Pennoners. 
* * It is true we find that in or about tiie loth Year of 
Richard II. it was endeavoured to get a corrupt Parliament ^ 
for oar EngUih Story ikys^ that the King ient for the JufH> 
oes and Sheriffi, and enjobed them to do their beft;* that 
none fhould be cholen Knights abd Bui^fles, but fvtch as 
the King and his Council fhould name ; but we find it could 
not be <Sk€tcd. 

* The next that occurs to my Thoughts U that in the 4Sh 
year oF Henry IV. the Parliament that was called at Coven- 
try, napied the Lay-Men's Parliament; for the Sherifls were 
appomted th^t none ihould be cholen Knights or Bui^ei&s, 
that had any Skill in the Laws of .the Land. 

* The npxt that I remember is that in Henry VTs time. In 
the Year 14499 or 50, when the Duke of Suffolk was a& 
fjufed by the Commons, and committed to the Tower ; the 
Kinediflblved that Parliament not far unlik^ our Cafe of my 
Lord D' , s but it diflers in this, that Suffolk was 
committed to the Tower as of right he ought, but we. were 
denied ^hat Juftice agamfl D — — — — . ; only Henry VL 
niade die Cales thus far even, that he let Suffolk at liberty 
after he had diflblved that Parliament: Sooti after a Parlis^ 
inent was called, wherein great Care was taken in chufing 
^f Parliament Men that ihould favour Suffolk; but thqr io 
far failed of theii: purpo^» that his Appearance at the Par- 
liament gave great diftsiftp tq the Houk of Commons, and 
they were fo m incenfcrd, th^t they l^gan the Parliament 
with ^ frcOi Aocu^tion againfl him and others: So that you 
niay lee (hat it was npc in the power of die Cpiu*t to corrupt 
tiie Houle of Commons, ^ 

\ In the time of Henry VIII about the 2olii Year of his 
Reign, when the Parliament was a^ive againft Pluralities 
and Non-refidence, there was an Ad: palTed to rele^ie to the 
King all luch Sums of Money as he had borrowed at the 
Loan, in the } 5th Yegr of his Reign ; it is laid that it was 
inuch opposed, but the Uealbt> that is given why it pafied, 
is, becaide the Houiewa^ tpoftly theKbg's Servant^ ; but it 
gave great Difturbance to the >Iation : And tliis is the only 
Cale that I can remember • th^t CQrnes any thing neiar to our 
Fenfioners; but we cannot fincl that they or any Parliament 
took Money to vote : So tha; we muft conclude; that there 
"were never any Penfioncrs in Parliament till th^3 Pack of 
Blades were got together. ' 

/Therefore, Sir, what will jou do ? Shall thelc Men clcape, 
fiiall they go free wich their Bqocy ? Shall ^qc the Natioa 
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ha^e Vengeance on them, who had' altnofl: given up the ilaB033Cto.IL 
Government? U was they who, had perverted the Ends of im»« 
Farliamei&s : Parliaipents have been and arc the great Re- ^"^W*" ^^ 
fuge of theNation^'that which cures ail icsDifoireSy and 
heals its Sores : But theie Men )fad made it a Snare to die 
iN^ation, and at beft had brought it to be an Engine to give 
Money ; if therefore theie go away unpuniOi'd, we couo- 
tenanoe what they have done, and make way to have Pen- 
sioners in every rarliament ; but fer be any ^luch Though 
from any Man uiat (its Vithin thefe Walls : And having laid 
this, I will in the next place humbly otkr my Thoughts 
what is to be done. 

* In the fjrft place I do propofe, that every Man of them 
ihall on their Knees oonfefs their fault to all the Commons^ 
and that to be done at this Bar one by one. 

* Next, that as far as they are able, they refund all the 
Moncnrthey have received for (ecret Service. Our Law will 
HOC allow aThief to keep what he has got by ftealtb, hutcf 
coarik orders Reflimtion,, and ihall theie proud Robbers of 
the Matkxi, not refbre their ill-gotten Goods ? 

^ And laftly, I do propoie diat they, be voted incapable of 
(erving in Parliament ror the future, at of enjoying any 
Office civil or military ; and order a KU to be brought in (o 
that purpoie : For it is not fit, that they Who were & mfc and 
ui^ufl in that Truft, ihoul4ever be trufted s^ain: This Sir 
is my Opinion, but if the Ilouie ihall incline to any other 
way, I fliall readHy comply, provided a iufficient Mark of 
In&ny be iet on them^ that the Peoj^ may know who 
bougiit and who ibid them.* 

/A King of England at the Head of his Parliament is in For Patik* 
his fiiil Strength and Power, and in his greateft Splendor raents, tnd a* 
and Glory : U is then that he can do great mings, and with- &^^ Fatwi- 
out a Parliament he is. not very formidable. Therefore "**■• 
when Kings leave off the oie of Parliaments, and rely upon 
the Advice of particular Favourites, they foriake their 
chiefeft Intereil, they lay afide the Staff that iupports tHem» 
to lean upon a broken Reed that will run i»to their Hands ; 
and this IS proved by the Example of former Kings: What 
Kings performed inch Enterprizes, and did iuch wondei^t 
Hiin^, as thoie who ilill coniiilted their Parliaments? And 
who had more the command of the People's Puries than 
thoie Kings who met the Natives frequently in Parliament? 
As wimeS Henry I. Edward I. Edward III. Henry V. 
Henry VIII. Q. Elizabeth, and what Kings were fo mean 
and obfcure, dcipiicd by their Neighbours, and abhorred • 
by their Subje^, as thoie vk ho left off the ufe of Parlia- 
ments and doted upon their Favourites : As wimcfs WilL IL 
John, Henry HI. Edward II. Richard 11. Henry VI. 

And 
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Amo |sCar.B. And I think it is undeniable that wlfen the King leaves oS 
Parliaments^ he foriiikes his Incerefty he refiiles die Good and 
chufes the Bad. 

^ I wiili it could not be laid that fer two Years laft paft, 
the uie of Parliaments has almoft been laid afide : It is too 
true that Parliaments have been delayed, and there is but a 
little between delaying and denyine, and the firft Step to a 
denial is to delay : £very Man knows the great need we 
have had of a Parliament theie (eventeen Months, and why 
it has not met till now : It is very well known how eameftty 
it was defired by all good Prote(hmts and true £ngliihnien» 
and what Applications have been made to His Majefty diac 
it might (it ; and it could pot be obtakied till now : And it 
is not to be fi>rgotten how often it has been prorogued, and 
the notice that has been given to the Nation 6E me ieveral 
Prorogations ; the firft time that we have heard of them was 
by the Gazette, in which is ieldom any thing of truth, and 
then out comes a Proclamation ibr a prorogation about a 
day or two before the. Day of meeting: When Gentlemen 
have difpoled their A£&irs that they may attend at the Par. 
fiament, and poffibly were on their Journey towards Lon- 
don, upon the Road they meet the News of the I^ts^ 
lo^tion, (very good Ufage \ )^nd there isnothitig to be &id- 
in juftification of luch fhort notice, but that when His Ma» 
jefty by his Proclamatk)n had aopoimed a farther time fyt 
the meeting of the Parliament, that in plain Englilh no 
Man muft believe it would meet: For if Gentlemefli did be* 
lieve it, they would prepare for it ; and if they are prepar* 
ed, it is but reafonable that (ufficient notice fhould be givea 
tojHreventthem: Certainly they who advilcd the King in 
' this Matter, intended that none of His Maje(Vy*s Proclama* 
ptions fhould have any Credit: For His Majefly put ottt 
fevefal Proclamations agabfi Papiib, and we fee how they 
are regarded, not the lead Obedience yielded to them : And 
this giving of fiich fhort notice, was oertaiidy done on ptu% 
pofe that thole Prodamations fhould neither be obeyed nor 
bdieyed. Thus is the King abuied, thus does lie lofe the 
Hearts rf the People, and thus is the Nation abufed : What 
. will become of us when we cannot believe what His Ma- 
jefly ia^s. Out of Parliament the King cannot fpeak to his 
reople in a more notable way than by Proclamation, and as 
the Matter is ordered, thele are not renrded : In a Su^ed 
nothing is more infamous, than to fay of him, that his Word 
is not to be relied on, he does not regard what he iays: And 
therefore what Villains are they, wlio by their Advice, do 
bring the King but into the fufpicion of it 

* This delay mg of Parliaments feems to portend the laying 
of Parliaments afide ; and if fb,. an Army will follow : for 

the 



the King muft govern either by a Parliament or an Army, Anno uCar.IA 
for one of them nc muft have; now the way to get rid of *^'' 
Parliaments is this : Firft, although they meet fometimes^ ' 
yet fbmething muft be ftarted to hinder their Succefs ; or if 
that won't do, prorogue or diflblve them before any thing 
be finifhed : and thus Parliaments will be made ufclefs ; and 
this being done, it will not be long before they become bur- 
denfome, and then away with them for good and all. 

* Kings only then grow out of Conceit with Parliaments, 
when their Favourites are fo overgrown, and their Anions 
are fo exorbitant, that they will not endure to be fcanned by 
a Parliament : And therefore to- lave themlelvcs, they per- 
fuade the King to keep off the Parliament,' though it be to 
his great hurt:, For the laft Trump at the Day of Judgment 
•will not be roo^c terrible to the World, than the Sound of 
an approaching Parliament is to unjuft Miniflers and Fa- 
vourites. 

* That State is fick of a grievous Diftemper, when Kings 
negle^ their P^liaments, and adhere to Favourites, and 
certainly that Woe is then fallen upon the Nation, which 
Solomon, denounces} for fays he, Pf^ to that Nation vhofe 
King^ is a Child y and without queftion he meant a Child in 
Underftandine, and not in Years. We have had in England 
Kings who when they were Children, by the help of a wife 
Council, have governed very well : But after that they took 
Matters into their own Hands, it went very ill with England ; . 
as Richard II. Henry VI. who whilft tney were Children, 
the Government was fteered aright ; but their Underftanding 
not growing as faft as their Years, they afliim«l the Govern- 
ment before they were ready for it ; and & managed Mat- 
ters, . that it is better not to name them, than to recKon tliem 
in the Catal(^e of the Kings. 

' And there is yet another Reafon why great Favourites 
fhould advife againft Parliaments: Kings that dore too much 
upon their Favourites, do for the molt part pick up mean 
Men, People of no Fortunes or Eftates, upon whom it .is 
that they place their Favour to fo high a degree: And 
therefore it is for their Intereft to advifc the Kinp to govcfn 
by an Army, for if he prevails, then they arc ujre to have 
what Heart can wifh ; or if he fail, yet they are hwt 
where they were, they had nothing, and they can lofe 
nothing. 

* There is no Man but very plainly {^^ts, that there arc 
People about Hb Majefty who advife h'.m to fhak^ otf the 
Fetters of the Laws, and to govern arbitrarily ; and- 1 wifli 
that their Advice has not prevailed for the mgft pai;t ; vet 
I think His Majcfty's own IncHnatiors''db not bend that 
way, for he fecms to lo/e quiet and c^fc, whidi no Prince 

Tome 11. X can 
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lJUtto3iCar.n. can have that niles by an Army: Therefore, before t^re can 
1681. ^ cxpeft that His Majcfty will comd in to us, thefe People of 
* arbitrary Principles muft be removed from his Tlironc ; 
for, "whilft there are the fame Advifcrs, we muft expert the 
feme Advice; whilft there arc the lame G)unfeltors, we 
muft cxpeQ: the fame Relults : And this alone will not dcr 
it, 'tis out the firft Step to our Happiricfs ; the Principles 
or Maxims of State muft be removed, it's not taking away 
this or the other Man, and putting in another to a6t: by the 
fame Rules, that will cure our Difealc; biit it's the change 
of Principles that muft do it. 

* You may remember in the laft Parliament the change 
that was ma^e in the Privy Countil, and Minifters, and 
upon the firft News of it, I met with a Gentleman that had 
a great Icrvice for White Kail ; lays he, I hope now you 
are pleafed, what can you expedt more from His Ma.- 
jefty ? I replied, I like it well ; yet not ib very well, for 
fata I, all is well that ends well, for all is not Gold ihat 
glifters : I am not ilire, that thefe Men that are put out, 
have not left tlieir Principles behind them ; when thole are 
gone, I Ihall Hk^ it very well. The Man was angry, and 
flung away, faying, you are hard to pleale ; and lays I, 
you are eaiy, and lo we parted. 

* And 1 pray you, how much Wool have we had after 
all this cry, what Benefit have we reaped by that change 1 
Do not we fee, that unlels they would ad: by the Maxims 
of their Predeceflbrs, they muft do nothing ; and there- 
fore leveral did defire leave to go ofl^ ? Some of thelc wor- 
thy Lords and Gentlemen that did lb are now in my Eye,' 
and I fhall ever honour them for it : I cannot forget the 
Promilcs made to the Parliament at the lame time, and how 
well they have been kept. 

* Therefore I think it's very plain, that till thefe Prin- 
ciples are removed from Whi.e-Hall, that all our Labour 
and Pains will end in nothing : The way then as I conceive 
to do this, is to lav before His Majefty the ftate of the 
Cafe ; let us Ihew him how unable thele Men are to lervc 
him, and how deftrudlive to his Inte'reft it is to follow 
their Advices ; and that he can be lafe and great only by 
clofing with his Parliament. 

* Would His Majefty be lafe, alas, what can his Crea- 
tures do ? Juft notliinjg^, they have no Power,' nor have they 
Will farther than itlcrves for their own Advantage : But 
.His Majefty is lafe in his Parliament, for it is the Intereft: of 
every Alan in England to prelerve and defend His Majefty 's 
governing by his Parliament. 

* Does he wrint Monev to make him eafy ] I pray what 
catiliQ cxpedtfrom the Car::.rpiUars his Favourites ? Their 
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care is not how to (ervehimy but to make the\rown fbptuno$: Anno tzdtftv 
But from his Parliament he need not want very plcntifuF Sup- '68 iy 
plies, to prelcrve the honour of himfelf and the Kingdom. ^ i— *y^-* i ^ 
\^'■ould he mamtain hb Dominions and Rights, what can 
his Creatures do? But when he clofes with his Parliament, 
he can neither want the Heads, Hearts, nor Purfes of his 
People to iervehim: So that whatever his Majefty would 
have, it is only tobe had by his Parliament: For his Favou-r 
rites cannot in the leaft contribute to make him fafe or ho* 
Dourable: or whatever elfe a King may want or defire; All 
the ufe a King can have from his Favourites, is to have ftorics 
and lyes to fet him at variance with his People. I hope whei| 
the Qafe is laid before his Majefty, that he will clofe with 
us; but if his Judgment is fb prejioflefled, that it will not 
convince him or his Intereft, then we muft conclude, that it 
!& with him as it was with Rehoboam, who forfbok the coun- 
cil of the old Men, and inclined to that of the young Men, 
Vfhp CDunfelled him to tell the People that his little finger 
ihould be thicker than his fether*s loins: And I pray what 
was the efte<aofthat huffing Speech? Why ten Tribes were * 
taken fiom him, and it was not his young Men that could re- 
cover them for him again ; neither was it without a Par- 
liament that his Majefty was brought into England; I hope 
his Majefly has not forgot it. 

* Let them advife what they will, but I am confident they 
will think on't a good while, before they will adventure to 
put thole arbitrary 0>uncils into execution ; it will prove a 
hot matter to handle : For though I hope no Man here will 
lift up his hand againft his Majcdy, yet we may oppofe any 
Man that does feck to invade our Properties : And for my 
own part, I will piftol any Subjefir, be he the greateft in 
England, that fliall endeavour to deprive me of my juft 
Right: Let us do what we can to oSedt an Union between 
the King and his Pepple, and leave the fuccefs to God Al- 
mighty, and his Will oe done.* 

* I was in hopes that fome Gentlemen would have pre- qh putting ccp- 
vented me in what I have to fay, for I fear the Houfc is tain Juftkcs om 
under a great miftake, as to thofc Gentlemen of the Houfc of Commi^ion. 
who are put out of the G>mmilIion of the Peace : For it is 

to fpeak to that chiefly I (land up: I acknowledge that if h 
an imanfwerable thing, that other Gendemen were put out; 
but no doubt it was upon very weighty and warrantable 
grounds, that the Gentlemen of the Houfe were put out. 

' For without doubt his Majefty, or whoever he be thjjt 

advifed him to it, did think it reafbnable, and were fenfible, 

that we who attend the Service of our Country in this place, 

dofpcndourTimeand Money, and ncglcdtour own Aftkirs, 
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Anno 33Car.n. and therefore when wc come home, tt*s fit that we have a 

1 68 1.

* Befides, there i^ a farther regard had to us; for this is 
a dangerotis time to put the Laws in execution againft tjie 
Papifts, becaufe there are examples where Magiftrates, fbmc 

• have been murthered, others attempted to be afiaffinatcd for 
putting the Laws in execution againft the Papifts, and be- 
caufe we appeared to be zealous m it, therefore this care is 
taken of us; I fiippofe that might be the chief Reafbn why 
I was put out, becaufe I have nelp'd to convid above nvc 
thoufand Papifts in Lancafliire. 

* And farthermorc it was neceflary to know how wc (land 
in the thoughts of our Countrymen, whether they have a 
good Opinion of us now we are turned out of Office, be- 

. caufe it lookcld like a defigned Difgrace : For my part it has 

fained me ground, and I oelieve every Gentleman clfe- finds 
lis Countrymen not to cftcem the worfe of him, I rather 
think, better; therefore fecbg6ur Countries believe us to be 
honcft Men, there's no great queftion but we ftiall be in great 
cftcem at Whitdiall, now they have had this trial of us: 
For>Whitehall is very apt to incline to the Opinion of the 
Country : And that Cart is not well upon the wheels, when it 
is otherwife. 

* Therefore for my part I am very thankful that I am put 
out. I will aflure you I find ray Purfe the fiiller for it, and 
I find my Country to pay me ahogethcr as much refjjedt, if 
not more than formerly ; There is but one thing that I 
grudged to part with, and that was the Office oi'Cuflos Rotu- 
lorum^ which had been in my Family for feveral generations, 
and for that I hoped a particular Reafon m^ght have been 
affigned why they toolc it from me, but from that Day to 
this I cannot learn what was the caufe: It is gone, and fare- 
well it: And that*s all the lo(s I had, by being put out of the 
Commiffion of the Peace. I have done with ourfelvcs, and 
now give me leave to ipeak a little concerning other Gentle- 
men who are put out, and no Reafon given for it. 

' When any Gentleman is made a Juftice of Peace, it 
is out of refpect to him, and for the, good of the Country, 
becaufe he is fuppofed to be honeft and able ; and without 
difoute no Man ought to be put out, but cither that he is 
unfaithful, unwilling to do his Part, or clfe that he does not 
underftand it : And it is a great Injuftice to any Gentleman 
tp put him out without hearing him ; for to judge a Man 
unheard is not allowed by the Law. And what is it, but 

to 
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to judge a Man*s Reputation, a Thing moft dear to every Anno i^it.1^ 
honeft Man 1 For in any Aee but this, it would be a 
^reat Refleftion upon a Gentleman to be turned out of the 
Commiffion of fhe Peace:' But God be thanked, the Na- 
tion fees very plainly who and what Ibrt of Perlbns rule 
the roaft. By all the Enquiry I can make, I do not find 
that any Man is put out, but liich as were very active ' 
againft the Papifts, iuch as are agjainft Arbitrary Power, and 
luch as approved of the Bill againft the Duke : I wiJli rhey 
would give the Reaibn why one Gentleman was put out in 
my County, for befides myfelf there are but two put out; 
the one was newly put in, and had not adbed; the other is 
an ancient Juftice of Peace, and a Man that cannot be re- 
prehended in relation to the Difcharge of his Truft ; with- 
out Refledtion or Diminution to any Slan, I think he knows 
the Work of a Jufticd of Peace as well as any Man iii 
England, I except no Man : And for his Integrity, he may 
fet all Men at defiance to accule hina of the leaft Partiality 
in the didliarge of his Truft; and I do know that no Maa 
made-it more his Bufinefs than he did, that he might cafe 
and ferve the Country : 'For as his Ability was not inferior 
to that of' any other Man, fb did he moft duly put the Laws 
in execution, efpecially thofe agaiiift the Papi'fts. And there- 
fore. Sir, on the Behalf of my Country 1 muft complain, 
and demand to know theRealon why lie was put out; we 
are greatly hurt, we are deprived of a great AHiilance and 
Relief, and we cannot be quiet till we are fatisficd in that 
Particular : And my Lord Chancellor or the Privy- Council 
(whichfoever of them it is that put him out) will they 
not tell us why? Are they afhamed lo own the Caufe? 
What will it not bear Water ? I hate this as I do Ar- 
bitrary Power and Popery. Brave World! that we muft 
be debarred of the Benefit of oiir Laws; for if they are not 
executed, they fignify nothing : It is that which gives Life 
to our Laws; and they that do execute them arc put out 
of Office ; this is a fair Step to arbitrary Power, to deprive 
us of the Benefit of Law. It is the fame thing not to have 
Laws, as to have Laws and not executed : I lay no more, 
left I may feem to fpeak in my own Cafe, for I do not defirc 
to have any thing done as to my own Partici^ar, but as to 
TI\e Gentleman, wliofe Character I have given you, and his 
Name I will acquaint you with, it is SirTliomas Man waring, 
you muft give me leave to be importunate, and prcis it again 
and agam, that he may be again put into the CommiQion of 
the Peace/ 

* I would be as backward to commit Opprcflion, as T will ^or the Banift- 
bc to do any thing that God has forbidden me : For in all memof P.*pifts. 
par Adtions betwixt Man and Man, both public and private, 

if 
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AAifi 33Car»IJ« if we obferve that golden Rule, to do as we would be done 
1681, _ by, we cannor err : And if my Confcicnce fhould tell me 
that I ti*an%rcfled that Law, when I give my Vote to banifh 
the Papifts, I will aflRire you I would not violate either thar 
Rulp or my Conlcicnce ; I would now be fflcnt, and giye 
my Vote the other way. 

* But that Rule does not ib ftriftly tic us up, as that inre 
muft forget ourfclves, our Pofterity, our Laws, or our Re- 
ligion ; It does not oblige asy Man to hurt himfclf tp lave 
another; neitlier docs it ropure that a whole Kingdom Ihall 
be loft to^fave particular Men : For Charity begins at home ; 
but when the Papifts are confidercd in their Principles and 
Pra^ices, then let any Man deny if he can, that the Papifts 

• rhemielves are the Caufe of wliatever happens to them. 

* I will mention but gne or two of their Principles, bf- 
jraufe I doubt not but every Gentleman here is very well 
informed of them. 

* The firft that I will fpeak to, is this, that Faith is not 
to be kept with Heretics : . And this Liberty extends to every 
Thing, both as to Religion, and worldly Aflairs: It is the 
fame thing to them whether they fpeak Truth or no, when 
they have to do with a Heretic, as they cfteem everv Man 
that is not of their Faith, fb that you cannot tell wnen to 
believe them, nay, though they fwear v, for to equivocate 
is a gj'eat Part of their Religion. 

* The next is this, That it is meritorious i;o promote their 
Religion, without Regard had to the Way or Means of 
cfiedting it ; though it be by butchering their King, mur- 
dering Father or Children, proftituting their Wives, or over- 
throwing the Government : Be it never {0 unnatural or re- 
pugnant to God's Commands ; and agreeable to theft two, 
are all the reft of their Principles. So that I would fkin 
lee how it is poffible, to live in quiet with a People, whofe 
Religion obliges them to deftroy all Converfe or human 
Society, to murder their Neighbours, aflafRnate their King, 
and liiDvert the' Government when it is in their power; for 
my part I cannot lee how they can or arc fit to live, but 
with People of their own Faith and Belief; BrutCi and 
Chriftians can never livq and converfe together ; for none 
but Men of their Principles can live in Safety with them. 

* And agreeable to their Principles has been their Pracv 
tice all along: What Rebellion, or to ufe their own Word, 
Commotions have we had, but their Hand has been chiefly 
in it ? I know they would caft the Odium of the late Wars 
upon the Presbyterians ; they may well bb aftbrded ' to lye 
for their Caufe, who will do every Thing elfe for it, though 
never fb inhumane or unnatural ; they may well deny "that 
Plot, when they have the Impudence to'deny this, and to 
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caR thisaffo upon the Presbyterians: but why fliould they Aimo^^Cir.lI, 
not lye in thefe Cafes, whole Religion is a Lye? But it's ^ 2^li 
very well known who began the late War, there is no 
Man but is fenfible'that the Papifts carried on the Bufi- 
ncis again the Scots : It is too notorious that a great Wo- 
man employed her Agents to the Papifts, to encour^e 
them to contribute to that Work: I'll not riame her, be- 
cattle of the A6t of Oblivion, and befides flic is dead : I 
believe every one knows who I mean. 

* The Papifts have renounced the Government, they have 
forfeited the Benefit they might have by the Laws, in that 
they will not take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
or when they do fwallow them, it is with fuch mental Eva- 
fions, that they don't think themfelves to be obliged or 
bound by them, which in effedt is al denying them ; and 
what are thefe two Oaths, but a realbnable Security, that 
thfc Government requires them and all others to give ? And he 
that denies to aftiire the Government, that he will to the 
bcft of his Power maintain it, does in plain Englifli ac- 
knowledge another Power, and that when he has an Op- 
portunity he will do his beft to deftroy this, and bring in 
that : Is that Government obliged to preferve them, who 
wiM deftroy it ? Are they to have any iJenefit of the Laws, 
who will not obey them 2 They htfve renounced the Govern- 
ment, they have denied the King's Authority, and there- 
fore they are to be uled as Enemies to both ; and then what 
Severity is it to banifli liich People? ' 

* For what muft we do ? It's plab, that whilft they are 
here we fliall never hz in quiet ; there is Ibmething in their 
Religion that obliges them to be unquiet; for whatRealon 
had they at this Time to plot or difturb us, had not tliey 
all Things at HeartVcafe ? They cannot cxped: to be in lo 
good a <5)ndition if they had a Prince of their own chufing ; 
tJicy were free from all chargeable and troubleibme Employ- 
ments and Offices ; their Eftates were not burdened with 
the Forfeitures due by Law, an eafy Hand was laid upon 
them, and the Way to Preferment was by being of their 
Religion, they had got into almoft all the profitable Em- 
ployments, they were above, and we below ; they had what 
they defired, and yet all th's would not do. 

' But if this be too much, then let us do with them as 
the Children of Ifrael did with the Gibconites; they hafi 
made a Leaorie with them, that they (hould live amongft 
them, but left they might do them harm, they made them 
Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of Water, C Jomua ix.) not- 
wirhftandnig the League. And if tlie Papifts muft live 
amongft us, lee i^is give their Eftates to the Kiog to eafe our 
own, and reduce them to fuch a condition, tiiac fiace thiey 
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^Auo^^^/OkcAU wiir not live at^pestce with us, let us put it /^t of their 
wi. power to hurt us. 

V Ivi •*!'?« ill « If they muft live amongfl us, and have their Eftates, I 
flxall humbly propofe that we raay know them ; let them 
wear a particular Habit, or carry fomc Mark whereby they 
may. be diftinguiflied from the reft of the Nation : In Rome 
the Whores wear a peculiar Garb : In the time of a Plague 
we fet a Mark upon the Houfe that is infcdfced ; and fhsLil 
thefe People have none, who are the peft of the Land t It 
25 to th«m that we owe all our Dilquiet ; and let us know 
how to avoid them : I cannot think of any other way how 
«o be /ecureagainftfhcm; we have no great Benefit by 
convi<aing of them; Killing goes (o much by fiivour, and 
thpy arc fo tender a place, that this Man .and the other is 
.picked out to be exempted from the Penalty of the Law ; 
there is fuch picking, that few arc left : Thefe are my 
Thoughts, and if any thing I have propofed may be of 
ufe^I am very glad ofit ; if not, I hope I ihall have your 
Pardon for troubling of you.* 

Of the Cwrop- * There is not under the Sun a better, if fo good a Go- 
tion of Judges, veniment as ours :- But the beft-conftituted Government in 
the World is liibjcffc to one great Fatality, and tliat is, 
whatever Benefit we have by the Law, atleaft rooft of the 
Privileges we enjoy by it, depend upon the Will and Plea- 
fure of thofe who are to fee, to the Execution of the Laws : 
For Laws that are not put in execution are vain and empty 
^iogs, fignifying nothing; for Execution \g the Life of the 
Law, and without that they are a dead Letter : Laws un- 
executed arc not far unlike to a Gun, which if righdy ufed 
. is a Weapon of great Defence, but otherwife of no great 
life ; and if it be charged, it may do much mifchief, unlels 
it be levelled at the right Mark : So our Laws, if they are 
not executed, what Advantage arifes to us more than from 
,wafte Paper ? And if they are made ufe of, yet if thev 
are not directed to their proper End, they raay hurt thole 
they ought not : So that it is out of doubt that they who 
are entru {led with the Execution of the Laws, it is an in- 
difpeafable Duty incumbent on them, that they take care 
not only that the Laws be duly put in exeoition, but alfb 
^ that they purfue their proper End and Defign ; in fliort, 

that reithcr the Innocent be condemned, nor the Guilty 
acquirte-d ; therefore the Execution of the Law is fo clear 
and undoubted a Right of every Subject, that no Power 
whatever can difpcnle wirh it : And they whofe duty it is 
to fee it done, if they either pervert or hinder the Law 
from having its courle, are highly criminal, and ought to 
be called lo'a ftri^ account about it. 

* Having 
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. * Having fiid tbk, I will in the firft plice tell you (bmc- Anaoi^^r.U. 
thing of the Law in this ca(e, and next give you fbme ac- ^^^ 
count of the Pra&ice of our Judges and other Officers of ^ 
Juftice, and then let any Man % if he can, whether the 
X^ation at this day has not great caufe to complain. 

* Qtrrat LtXy Fiat Juftitia^ is the Life and End of ouir Go- 
vernment, and when the Law has not its courfe, and Ju- 
f^ice is not d(»ie, then there is a Diifolution of it : And 
he that will pcrijiie my Lord Coke's £xpo(ition u^tiMagnd 
Charta^ ihall find that it is a fundamental and ancient Right 
of the &uhje(a, that JutUce is not to be delayed or denied. 

* In the fecond*Part of my Lord Coke's Inftitutes, the 
I ith Chap, on MapM Chsrf0y he tells us, led any Party 
that hath Ri^ht fhould be without Remedy, or that there 
ihould be a failure of Juftice, therefore Statutes are always 
fb to be expounded, that there fhould be no Failure of Ju« 
ftice, but rather than that ihould* fall out, that Cafe (by 
Con^rudion) fhould be excepted out of the Statute. 

^ In the 29th Chap, on Magna Charta^ rtulU negabimus out 
difftremks juftitiam vel reiiumj and that by no means Com- 
mon Right or Common Law. fhould be difturbed, or de^ 
layed, no, though it be commanded under the Great Seal^ 
or by any Command whatibever, either from the King, or 
any other, and this is backed or feconded by a Statute niade 
the iecond of £dw. III. Chan. 8. which lays thus, That it 
fhall not be commanded by the Great Seal, nor the Little 
Seal, to difturb or delay Common Right: And though fuch 
Commandments do come, the Jufticei Ihall not therefore 
leave to do right in any point. 

* in his 2d Chap, on the Statute of Gloucefler, he calls 
Belay the great Enemy to Judice : In his 24th Chap on 
Weftminfter 2d. Ne queremes recederent a atria fine remedio : 
And that is iupported by a Statute made the 13 th of £d« 
vrard I. Chap. 50. where it tells us, that no Man fhall de- 
part from the King's Court without Rem'edy. 

* In the Z5thC!riap. on Weftm. zd. Donunus rex vokntatem 
hahens uf ceteris fiat jufiitia : And the Realbn hereof is gi- 
ven, for expedit rei^Uca ut fit finis litium. 

< And by a Statute made the 9th of Hen. III. Chap 29. 
It b ena49:cd that Juftice fliall not be denied or deferred : 
Therefore having faid this, I think I need (ay no more to 
prove that Juftice or Right is not to be fold, denied, or de- 
layed ; and let any Man deny if he can, whether our Judges 
have not tranlgreflcd in all the(e ? Has not Juftice been 
fold and perverted ; Witncls the Acquittal of Sir George 
Wakeman, Sir Thomas Gafcoines, and Mrs. Cell i^r? Has 
npt Juftice been denied ? Wimefs the abrupt difmifling,of 
the Ura/id-Jury^ when an Indiftmcnt was.to hsw^ been g> .

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AanofjCar.II. ven in to have proved the Duke of Ydrk a Papift; and to 
1 681. prevent that great Service to the Nation, the Jury was dif- 
~ * miffed, notwithdanding they had (cveral other Bills of Iq- 
didment in their hands ; ty which Tuftice was not .only de- 
layed, but denied : And how many inlhiuces more are there 
of this kind; nay,- the Contagion has fpread lb far, that it 
is more dit&cult to find a Cafe without theie, or ibme of 
them, than to produce Multitudes of Cafes where Jufticc 
has been Ibid, denied, or delayed : So that our Judges have 
been very corrupt and lordly, taking Bribes, and threatning 
Juries and Evidence ; perverting the Law 10 the higheft 
degree, turning the Law upfide down, that arbitrary Power 
may come in upon their Shoulders : The Cry of their imjuft 
Dealings is great, for every Man has felt tncir Hand, and 
therefore I hope their Puniihment will be liich as their 
Crimes deferve, that every Man may receive iatisfad;ion. 

* Its fb long fince King Alfred's time, that poffibly what 
was then done is out of their ^thoughts ; for my Lord Coke 
in the third Part of his Inftitutes, Chap. loi, makes men- 
tion of a great msaff Judges who were hangeJ in one Year 
for falfe Judgment m King Alfred's time ; and if we look 
into the Punifhment of a corrupt Judge, which is recited 
by him in the 224th Page, it may oe hiftcient to deter any 
Judge fwho has either any Chrtftianity or Morality) fin^m 
offending in the Di(charge of his Truft ; but it may be Ibme 
ivonder that they have forgotten what happened in the 24th 
of Edward III. concerning William Thorp Chief JuiHce, 
what a Icvere Pimifliment he underwent for Bribery; all 
which may be feen at large in Page 223, 3d Pw- And 
alio that of Trefilian and Belknap, with others their Fel- 
lows who were all attainted by Adk of Parliament, 2d of 
Richard f I. which was afterward confirmed by ift of Henry 
IV. A Man would think that thefe cannot be forgotten ; 
but as tlie cafe (lands, their Memories are to be rcS-efted 
by condign Punifliment, and they very well deierve it; for 
■my Lord Coke in the fourth Part of his Inftitutes, fays, 
<]riap. 12. That when particular Courts fail of Juftice, the 
general Courts fhall give Reoiedy : Ne curU regis dtficirem 
in juftitia exhikevda : So that what a condition are we in, 
when thofe Judges that are to relieve againft the Injufticc 
or Delay of inferior Courts, do turn Mercnants of the I^w, 
and will not do right ; for when they are corrupt, how 
fliall we clcape, but all inferior Courts will follow their 
Example ; therefore in my opinion this Matter ought to be 
Icarched into; and if there prove luch Faults 'as arc com- 
plained of, we. can do no lefs than punifli the Offenders, and 
prevent the like for the future, left we otherwife feem to 
countenance their Adions ; for if we do not punifli them, 
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wc approve of ihcm : From which, good Lord, deliver Anno 33Car.II* 
us. i68x. 

* And now I am (peaking of Judges and their Misbeha- 
haviour, give me leave to acquamt you with the Grievance 
of the County for which I ferve, in relation to. our Judge 
pr Chief Juftice. 

, * The County for which I ferve is Chefliire, which is a 
County Palatine, and we have two Judges peculiarly af. 
iigned us bjr his Majefty : Our puifiie Judge I have nothing 
to fay agamft, for he is a vei^ honed Man for ought 1 
know. 

* But I cannot be filcnt as to our Chief Judge, and I will 
name him, becaufe wliat I have to fay will appear more pro- 
able: His Name is Sir George Jefferies, who, I muft lay, 

behaved himfelf more like a ^ck-Pudding, than with that 
Gravity that befeems a Judge ; he was mighty witty upon 
the Prifbncrs at the Bar, he was very full of his Jokes upon 
People that came to give Evidence ; not fuffering them to 
declare what they had to fty b their own way and method, 
but would interrupt them, becaufe they behaved themfelves 
with more Gravity than he ; aiyd in truth the People were 
ftrangely perplexed when they were to give in their Evi- 
dence; but I do not infill upon this, nor upon the kte Hours 
he kept up and down our City; it's faid he was every Night 
drinkine till two a clock, or oeyond that time, and that he 
went CO his Chamber drunk ; but this I have only by common 
Fame, ^ for I was not in his Company; I blefs God I am 
not a Man of his Principles or Behaviour ; but in the 
Mornings he appeared with the Symptoms of a Man that 
over Night had taken a large Cup. 

* But that which I have to lay is the Complaint of every 
Man, efpecially of them who nad any Law-Suits. Our 
Chief- Jufticc has a very arbitrary Power, in appointing the 
Affize when he pleafes ; and this Man has ftrained it to the 
hidieft point ; for whereas we were accuftomed to have two 
Affizfis, the firfl about April or May, the latter about Sep- 
tember; it was this Year, the middle (as I remember) of 
Au^ft before we had any Affile; and then he difpatched 
Bu/inefsfb w/cU, that he left half theCaufcs untried; and 
to help the Matter, has refblved that we fhall have no more 
Affiics this Year. 

* Thefe things I hope are jufl caufe of Complaint : ItT 
cannot be fuppofed that People can with eafe or delight be 
in cttpe^tation, fb long- as from May till Augufl, to have 
their Caufes determined ; for the notice he gave was very 
fliort and uncertain. 

* And I bee you, is it not hard for them that had any 
Trials, to fee Counfcl, be at the Charge of bringing Witnef ^

* Then, Gehtlemen, there isr doothei^ diftindion b thole 
Authors that write concerning this Point, whidi are chieriy 
die Civilians; there may be an Abdication that may forfeit 
the Powar of a King^otily ; and there may be one that may 
ftdeit both that and the Crown too.

many Interruptions ifi the lineal Succeflion of tlie Crown of 
England : I think, I can inftance in leVen (ince |He Con- 
qtted, wherein ihe right Heir hath been put by : BiK that 
doth tiot fotbw, that every Breach o^ tlie firft Original 
Contract, gives us Power to di(pofe of tlie lineal Succeiiio*^; 
e^^'ially, i think, fince the Statutes' of pueen Elizabeth, 
and King James the fiHl, that have ellabliihed the Oath of 
Allcg^iance to ihe King, his Heirs, and Succcflbrs, the 
Law is ftrenger aj^inft fuch a Difpditidn : I grant that 
fittm King William the firft, to King Henry the VHIth, - 
there have b^^n (even Interruptions of the legal Line of 
Hereditary Succcffion ; but, 1 fay, thofe Statutes are made 
-fitiGe that Time, and^he making of new Laws being as 
much, a part of the Original. CompaA, as the obfervingold 
ones, or any thing elle, we are obliged to purfiie thofe 
Laws, till altered by the Legiflative Power, which fingly, 
or jointly, without the royal Affent, I fuppofe, 'we do not 
pretend to; and thefe Laws bebg made fince the laft Inter- 
ruption, we are not to go by any Precedent that was made 
beti^re the making thole Laws. 

* So that all that I conceive ought to be meant by our 
Vote, is but a fctting aiide the Pcrfon that broke the G>n- 
rmd : And, in a focccffive Kingdom, an j^eUcatim can only 
be a Forfeiture, as to-the Pfer^n himfelf.' 

* I hope, and am perfiiaded, that both Lords and Com- 
mons do agree in this. Not to break the Line bf Succeflion, 
tb as to make the Crown eleftive. And if that be declared, 
that this Abdication of King James the ftcond reachcth no 
farther than himfelf, and that it is to continue in the right 
Line of SuccefTton, tlrar, I hppe, will make all of one Mmd 
ki thb important Affair.'

* 1 think truly, Gentlemen, it is very apparent that the 
King, in this Cafe, hath done nothing of this Nature: It 
is indeed find by that learned and ingenious Gentleman Mr. 
Somers, that it may arife from the Fads, that in the Voce 
it has bicen declared he hath done it, by breaking the funda- 
menral Laws, and the Original Qmtraa ; and endeavourink 
to fubvert the Conftitution of the Kingdom. I will not di£ 
courle the Particulars that have been alledged to mkkeouc 
this Charge ; but I mav fay thi» much in general, that this 
breaking nie Original ContraA is a Lan^us^e that hath not 
been long uiedin this Place ; n6r known many of our Law-^ 
Books, or public Records; It is iprung up, but as taken 
from fi>me late Authors, and thole none of the beft receiv- 
ed ; and the very Phrale mieht bear a great Debate, tf that 
were now to be fpoken ta Mr. Somers did likewUb fpeak 
iemething to the particular Cafe, and the Grounds of^ the 
Vote ; he faid, the King b bounded by Law, and bound ta 
perform the Laws made, and to be made. That is notdo-> 
nied; I would take notice, that his Obligation thereunta 

> doth rM)t proceed from his Coronation-Oath; for. our Law 
faithJ He is as much King before he is croWhed, as he is 
afte^rds: And there is a natural Allegiance due to him 
from the Subjects immediately upon the Dcfcent of the 
Crown upon him. And thougn it is a ver^r requifite Cere- 
mony, to jput him under a farther Obligatipn by the Con- 
fcience of his Oath ; yet I think it will not, nor can be de- 
nied but that, as Kbg,* he was bound to obferve the Laws 
before ; and no body will make that Oath to be the Original 
Contraft, as I fuppole. 

* But, my Lords and Gentlemen, if you do admit that it 
was never intended by the Houfe of Commons, to relate any 
»rtherthan'to this King himielf, I believe my own Opinion 
would concur to Iccurc us againft his return to govern us >

nunciation, which I cannot lee how it i^ in this Cale, fb a» 
to leave us at liberty to fupply as we ple'aie, and break the 
Line of SuccefTion.

' fiue truly^ I think, no Aft of ours can alter the lineal 
Succefiion;.ror, by all the Laws we have now in beings 
our Government appears to be Hereditary in a right Line of 
Dcicent : And upon any Delbent, when aay one ceafetk to 
be Kingy Allegiance is bv Law due to his l^al Heir, as 
SuGceflor, as well before Coronatkm as after.

I will not difpute what the Senfe of the Word Abdicatioa 
is in the chril Law ; but that it is a civil- Law Word is agreed 
to by me; and if it be, for that Reafon I am agatnft ufing^ 
pf it; becauie I am & much in love with our own Law;:, 
that I would ufe no Words in a Calethat fo much concerns 
our legal Conftitution, but what are fetched |rom thence.

*' But if it be meant for himfelf and his Heirs, th«n I 
apprehend it is no more than what you fky at the £nd, That 
the Thrme is indeed vacant ; and then this yibdication cannoc 
be Part of the Premifes, but muft be the iaroe thing with, 
or Part of the Conclufion. I will not undertake to difpute. 
Whether a King of £ugland may, or may not renounce his 
Kingdom. For my own Part, I thbk he can, and I may 

fofo far in Agreement with thofe that have fpoken to this 
omt, to^ield that he may do k by implicit Adts^ contrary 
to the Kmely OflSce. 

* For a Kmg to fay, he will not govern according to 
Law ; and for .a King to adt wholly contrary to I^w ; and 
do that which would fubvcrt the Conftitution, is (£ think) 
the lame Thing. 

* Hut then I muft fay alfb, That I think there is a Dif- 
ference between faying ib^ and doing fbmething inconfiftent 
with what the Laws require ; for every Devianon froiti the 
Law is a kind of Breach of the fundamental Laws: for I 
know no Law, as Laws, but what arc yaiidamental Confticu-

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Aiino4 Jac. U. tions; as the Laws are necef&ry, fb fir as to fupport the 
1628-9.' Foundadon. 

V* •^•* J ♦ But if every Tranfgreflion, or Violation, of the Law, bjr 
the Prince"s Connivance or Command, were fuch a Breach 
of the fundamental Laws, as would infer an jihdicatim^ 
then were it in vain to call any of his Minifters or Officers 
to account for any iiich Adion. 

* Then theAoion is the King's, and not theirs; and 
then adieu to the Maxim of a King's not doing wrong: 
And we may have recourfe to that other Refpondent Superior, 
as more eftdual Satisfadion. 

* I take this Matter to be lb plam, as to the diftindion 
that I have mentioned, that nothing can be more: and'it has 
been thought fo eilcptially neccfiary to have it clear and 
filanifeft, mat thole two great Inftances of £dward the Se- 
cond, and Richard the Second, were exprefs iblemn Renun- 
ciations, and thofe confirmed in Parliament by the Lords and 
Commons, by the K6t of depofing them. 

* Therefore I cannot infer from the Fafts enumerated ia 
the Vote, That this fhould be an Abdication for himielf and 
his Heirs. 

* But therefore, becaufe in this firft point it^ is difputable 
what is meant by a Word not of known (ignification in the 
Xaw, it might, I think, do well to confiocr, what is to be 
inferred from it : And therefore all I have now faid is only 
to this purpole, that either both make one Conclufion, or 
clfe the latter cannot be inferred from the former.* 

Sir George * { beg leave to ^y (bmechin^ to what this noble Lord 

Tteby. haslaft fpoke unto: When I callVl this pomt of the Vacancy 

of the Throne a Conclufion, I did not mean altogether to 
exchide Abdication from being a Conclufion from the Par- 
ticulars enumerated before ; for, indeed it is in the nature of 
a double Conclufion : One, from the particular Pa6b men- 
tioned, that thereby King James has abdicated the Govem- 
nieat. • 

* The otheri from the Abdication, that thereby the 
Tbrwe is vacant : By the iciflahced A&s, he hath alxucated 
the Government ; and by his abdicating the Government, 
the Throne is vacant. As to the refl of that which hbLord- 
ihip is pleafed to fay, I perceive he does (as he mufl) agree 
with me, that a King may renounce by AAs, as well as Words, 
or Writings. 

* But. then I would add, and agree with his Lordfhip 
alfb, That God forbid, every Violation of the Law, or de- 
viation from it, fhould be reckon'd an Abdication of the 

- Govemn;cnt. I defire to deliver myfclf from the imputation 
of any fuch abfiird Conccir. 

• When 
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* When a King breaks the Daw in feme few particular Anno 4 Jacil* 
Inflahces. it may oc fufficientto take an Account of it from i6^8 -9' 
thofe evil Mmifters that were ihftrumental in it, why liich a ^' ■ ' "^ 
thing was done, whidi was againft the Laws ? Why iuch a Law 

was not executed by them, whole duty it was to lee it put in 
execution 1 You may, in ordinary Cafes of breaking the Law, 
have remedy m the ordinary Qnirts and Courfe of Juftice. 

* But lure! he does not take this to be fuch a Qife, or 
thefe to be ordinary Violations of the Law: and therefore 
in extraordinary Cafes, the extraordinary Remedy is to be 
recurred unto; for the Kin? having a limited Authority, 
by which he was obliged to keep the Laws made, as to the 
executive part, of the Uovernment, and to obferve the Con- 
ftitution for making fuch new Laws as the People ihould 
find neceflary, and prefent him for his confent; when he . 
doth violate, not a particular Law, but all the Fundamen- 
tals; not bjure a particular Perfbn in Religion, Liberty 

IMT Property, but falls upon the whole G>nfntutidn itfelf, 
wka; doth all this fpeak ? 

* He therein lairii, I will no more keep within my limited 
Authority, nor hold my Kingly OflBce upon fuch terms. 

* This Title I had by the Original ContraQ: between 
King and People; I renounce that,^ and will aiTume another 
Title to myfclf; that is, fuch a Title, as by which I may 
^Gt as if there were no fuch Law to circumfcrlbe my Au- 
thority. 

* Where fhall atiy Man come to have Redrefs in fiich a 
Cafe as this, when the Malefador comes to be party, unte 
whom all applications for Relief and Redrefs from Ihjuries 
fliould be made, and fbhe himfelf fhalf be a judge of his 
Own breaches of Law ? This mofl apparently was the Cafe 
as to the ^ Warranto*Sy which was a plain Defign to fub- 
vert theConflinition in the very Foundation of die Legiflature. 

* It is becaufe the King hath thus violated the Conflitu- 
t!on, by which the Law ffcands, as the Rule both of the King's 
Government, and the People's Obedience, that we fay, ne 
hath abdicated and renounced the Government ; for all other 
particular Breaches of the Law, the Subje6t m^y have Re- 
mMy in the ordmary Courts of Juftice, or the extraordinary 
Court of Parliamentary Proceedings : But where fuch an At- 
tempt as this is made on the Effcnce of the Conflitution, it is 
not we that have brought ourfelves into thb State of Nature, 
but thofe who have reduced our legal wcll-eflablifh'd Frame 
of Government into fuch a State of Confufion, as we are 
now feeking a Redrefs unto.' 

* The Lords have given their Reafbns why thoy altered ^^^^^ ^f ^^^ 
the Word abdicated ; oecaulc it is a Word not known to chcftcr, 
the common Law, and of doubtful ftgniHcation : Therefore 

i: woul4 be wel| if (he Commons would plo^f^ to exprefs 
G g 2 their 
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Afirio4.Jac. 11. thpirown Meaning by it. I believe my Lords would be 
i6is*9. induced to agree, that the King hath al^dicated, that is, 
W'^y'*' "^ renounced the Government for himielf, if you mean no far- 
ther than that; and if you do (6, why fhould you not be 
pleafed to explain yourfclves, that every one may know how 
the Matter ftands, and to preferve a good Correlpondence 
between both Houies, in iuch a Jundure and Conjundion 
as this ? 

* But if you do mean any thinff more by it than Abdio^- 
tion for himfelf only, tho* their Lordfliips fliould agree to 
the ufing of the Word abdicated; yet this would prove a 
greater Argument againft their agreeing in the other ppint, 
about the vacancy of the Throne : Therefore we would be 
glad to have you explain yourfelves what you mean by it.' 

Then there was a little paufc.' 
Mr Hampden. * If the Lords have nothing further to offer upon this point, 
' it will be fit for us to go on to the other Amendment made 
by the Lords to pur Ypte.' 

No Lord offering to (peak, the Commons prooeedcd to the 
fecond Amendment. 
Mr. Sacheve- * ^Y Lords, your Lordfhips (econd Amendment to the 
^.' Commons Vote, (to wit, to leave put the Words, and that 

the Throve is thereby vacant) the Houle of Commoxis cannot 
agree with your Lordihips to that Amendment; and they 
4o conceive they have many and great Reafons why they 
fiiould not do it. 

f But, my Lords, they very much wonder how it comes 
here to be laid upon them (as it fcems to be, by one of your 
Lordfliips Reafons) that they, by ufing thofe Words of Ab- 
dication an<i Vacancy, fignify an Intention of making an Al- 
teration of the Conitiiution of the Government. 

' I would not . mifreprefcnt your Lordfhips Words^ or 
mifrepreicnt your Meaning : But you are pleafed to fay, that 
you cannot agree to fuch an Abdication or Vacancy, as that 
the Crown fhould thereby become eledtive : As if the Com- 
mons had thoughts of ipaking the Kingdom eleftive, when 
^ no liich tiling was either ijieant by them, or can be dcdudted 
from their Words. 

* But, my Lords, one Reaffm why they differ from you 
is, they think (upon the Nature of your rroceedings) they 
are in the right, to infifl upon their Vote, as they fent it 
\ip to your Lordihips: And they conceive, as to all the Rea- 
fons your Lordfhips have been pleafed to give them for your 
Alterations, not one of them hath fb much Argument in them, 
as they might well expe6i:. 

* The Commons Reafbn for their difagreeing to this A- 
raendment was, becaufc they conceive (that, as they may 
yell infcrr) from fo much of their own Vote, as jourLord- 
jhisjs h^ve agreed unto, That King James the fccond hath 

abdicated 
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Ahditatei the Government ; and that the Throne is thereby Anno 4 Tae*.ll, 
vacant : So if they i^ould admit your Lordihips Amend* ^ jm-^, 
menpSy that he hath only dcferted the Government, yet, even 
thence would follow, It's 'vacant as to King James thefecmd : 
Delef ting the Government bebg, in true Conftm^on, de* 
fertiTjg the Throne. 

* Now, to this they dodefire, that your Lordfliips.will 
cqnfider and fee, whether you give any Aniwer to this 
Realbn, or rather, whether you do not leave the Matter 
ftill in the 4^rk; and (in trutn^ leave the Kation in a per- 
petual State lof War. 

^ Your Lordlhim aniwer to that, that altho* you have 
agreed, that the King has deferted the Government, and, 
therefore you have made application to the Prince of 0»' 
range, to take upon him the Adminiilration of the Govern- 
ment, and thereby provide for the Safety and Peace of the 
Kingdom ; yet ther6 can be no Inference drawn from thence, 
but only that the Exerdfe of the Government by King 
James tne iecbnd was ceafed : fo, as that the Lords were, 
and are willing, to fecure the Nation againft the Return of 
the laid King mto this Kingdom ; but not that there was 
cither foch an j^dlcatim by hun, or Vacancy in the Throne, 
as that die Crown thereby became elective ; to which they 
cannot ^ree. I defire now to know of your Lordfliips, 
what Part pf this Realon hath given an aniwer to what the 
Commons laid in their firftReafon; that they may verv 
well conclude from their own Vote, as to what your Lord- 
ihips have therein agreed to, that the Throne is vacant, as 
to iCing James the lecond; deferting the Government, and 
deferting the Throne, being, in true Conftruftion the ftme. 
Inftead of ^nfwpring this Reafbn, your Lordihips come and 
apply it here, only to a bare giving over the Exercile of the 
Government by King James ; And, pray, my Lords, let us 
confider where we are. 

* If the cafe be lb, then King James the lecond, who has 
only left the Exercile, continues ULthe Office, and is King 
ftill ; and then all the Ads that we have done in this Comr 
vention, are whdly (as we conceive) not jiillifiable ; you 
are in no Place or Station to relieve yo\^rleIves, or Nation, 
in this Exigence ; unlels you will think of letting up ano- 
ther Regency by your own Authority, without hisConlcnt; 
which, 1 conceive, by the Laws ot Ehghnd, you cannot 
do. 

* What then follows upon all we have done ? We have 
^rawn the Nation into a Snare, by the Steps we have taken ; 
^md leave all in luch an intricacy, as we have no 
f)oij^cr by Law^ to deliver them out ot ^ nor can we anfwer 
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Aboo 4 }«c n. for what we have done, unlefs the King ihoald die, and that 

. i6SS-9. would leave the Succeffi<Hi uncertain. ' 

^ "^T ^ * My Lords, I only apply myfelf, to oonfider theRcafbns 
of your LordfhipSy for infiuing upon this fecond Attend- 
ment; b^caufe, I conceive, your Lordfhips have therein 
given no anfwer to the Reafixi firft ^iyen by the Commons, 
why they cannot agree to your Lordinips Amendment* 

ttr.MIolea. * My Lords, your own Reafons (under favour) do ihew, 
that your Lordfhips do intood, that the King is ilill in the 
trovemment: This, I think, is haoft apparent out of your 
own Reaicps. 

* For, when you have declared, that the King tatli iie- 
J?>^«^ the Government, and then fay, no Inference can 'be 

drawn thence, but only that the Exercife of the Goven^ 
ment by King James the fecond was ceafed ; then vou do 
thereby fHlLfay, that King Izmes the fecond is in tke Go^ 
vernment; for if only the "Exercife be cealcd, the Right 
doth fliil remain : Then I am fure we have no itafbn to 
i^ree with their Lordihips in that point. 

* Next, mv Lords, truly we cannot fee how thb thing 
that you would have can be inferred from your own Vote, 
char only the Exercife of the Government by King James is 
ceaied ; fince you do not lay that he dcferted the £xercife 
cf the Government. 

* And if your Lordihips had any mirpofe to expreis your 
Meaning by a public Vote, that onl/ the Exercife ceafed, 
lyrely your Lordfhips would have put in the'W'oiti Exercift 
there: But when in your Vote yo^i fay the "Government was 
deferted^ you camiot mean only the Exercife of it, 

< And that is tlie firfl Resubn that the Commons give 
your Lordihips, why we cannot by any mean$ admit of your 
Lordfhips Amendment, becaufe Throne and Government 
are in true Confhudion the fame ; but the Exercife pf the 
Government only (as you exprefs it) and the Government 
itfclf (if your Reaion conclude right) are got the fame : 
And we are to reafbh from the Words exprefTed in the 
Vote. 

* Next, my Lords, we fiy, it cannot be inferred fiom 
the Words, as they reft in your Lordfhips Vote, that 'only 
the Exercife of the Government, as to King James the fe- 
cond, did ceafe. 

* For if we read that Part about deferting the Govern- 
ment, with the reft of the Particulars that go bcfpre, his 

. endeavouring to fubvert the Conftitution of the Kingdonij 
breaking the Original Contra6t, violating th&fbndamenta! 
lyaws, and withdrawing himfelf out of the Kingdom ; then • 
can any Man of Untierftandinc; think that this deferting of 
the Government can be any thing elfe, but fbxp^what that

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i&agreable to all thpfe precedent Afl;^ which are not a 4ml0 4]^•Ut 
ceaung of the Excwue of the Qoveranient only, but a Dc- ifiil-j, 
firud^ion of the Government iifelf ? ^ ' " ' 

* But befidesy my Lords, unde^ favour, the Admmlftra^ 
tion or Exercife of the Kingly Government is in Con^rac^ 
tiaa and Confideration of Law all one and the fame : And^ 
I think, nobody that would realbn aright from thence can. 
fiy there is any Diftindion between Government and the 
Exerdie of the Government; for whoibever takes from thb 
King the £xercile of the Government, takes from the Kin^ 
his Kingflxip ; for the Power -and the Exercife of the Powce 
are fb jomed that they cannot be iever*d« 

* And die Terms tnemielves (takbg them as the Law of 
England, which we are to argue from in this cafe, teacheth 
diem) are fb co-incident, that they catmot either fubfift with- 
out confifting together : If a^ Man grant to another the Go^ 
vemmentormcn a Place, this imports the Exercifi of the 
Government thercy to be granted tnerebv. 

^ As if the Iflands belonging to this Crown and Dominion 
of England (as the Plantations "abroad) if the King grants 
to any one the Government of Jamaica, or the like^ liire no 
ome will lay, that that is not a Grant of the Exercile of the 
Government there. 

' * So that wherever a Goveaunent is granted, the Exeroiie . 
<f that Government is meant and included, and thbrefbre 
the iiippoled Diftmftion mav be ibmethm^ indeed, if they 
be only notionally confidered ; but it is a r^otion altogether 
difagreeing to the Laws of England. 

* When your Lordfliips lay in your Reafbns, That the 
Exercife of the Government as to ICing James the iecond 
is ceafed, which is as &r as you can go in thb point, the 
Commons can by no means agree |o this Reaibo ; for by 
the Words fo uied (the Exercile ceafed) we apprehend, that 

rou mean the Kingihip continueth dill in him, and that on- 
y the Exercife is gone. 

* And if it be fb, and it be utterly unlawful, and as great 
a Crime (as what Law faith it b not?) to take away from 
the King the Exercife bf the Govenunent, as to take from 
him the Gpvemment ; then it may do well for your Lord* 
ihips to confidcr, whether you are not guilty of the iame 
Cnme and Thing which you would, decline by your A« 
mendment. 

' *■ The Common therefore cannot admit, that there ihould. 
be a taking away of the Exercife of the Government from 
the King, ai^ more than the taking away the Government 
which f we fay"^ he hath himfelf given 'away by Akdication, 
And if King James be our King ftillj we cannof by any 
means a^ree ta the keeping of him out of the Kingdom ; 
fcr .i it be hb Right to be King (liU, God forbid Kt that

^■***V**^ « Then, my Lords, for the Condufion that your Lorf- 
fliips have added to your Realbn, (as making it from the 
very Words of your Vote,) That it would infer fuch a Va- 
cancy in the Throne, as that the Crown ihould thereby be- 
. ' come cleftive ; this, we conqcive, is a ConcluftcMi, that hath 

ho Premifcs either from our Aftions, or our Sajrings, or our 
Votes, or any thing clfe in this cafe ; nay, it is quite va^ 
lying from all the rremiles. But, when mch a Condufion 
can be ihewn to follow from them, then it will be time c- 
' nough for us to give our Anfwer to it. ' * 

. * But, my Lords, this is that we do infift upon ; that if the, 
RightofKingfhipbeftill (after all that is agreed on bodi 
hands; due to him, we cannot in juftice agree to keep him. 
from it. And if it be not^ his due Rignt, but by thefc 
Adfcs, his Subverfion of the Conftitution, his breaking the 
Original Contra6t, and Violation of the fondamental Caws, 
he hath abdicated it (as we fay,) and this Abdication hatb, 
put him by his Right, and fb his Right is gone from him (as 
we conceive it is); thfen, I think, we may lawftilly go on to 
fctde the Peace and Welfare of the Nation. 

^ But the Right to be dill in him, to have a Regency up- 
on him without his own Confent, or till his Return, we 
take it to be a ftrange and unpradbicable thing, and would 
be introduftive of a new Principle of Government ^mongft 
us. It, would be letting up a Commonwealth inftead of our 
ancient regulated . Government, by a limited Monarchy ; 
then, I am fure, we Hiould be juftly blamed : And there- 
fore we can by no means fiibmit to your Lordlhips Altera- 
tions of our Vote, upon any of the Grounds and Reafbns 
that have as yet been offered.* 

JEvl of CU- * As to what Mr. PoUexfen hath o£kred, I defire to ob^ 

fendoiu ierve a Word or two, and that is from the Commons ftcond 

Realbn, for their dilagreeing to their Lordlhips Amend- 
ments. 

* You fey diere, That the Commons do concdye they 
need not grove to your Lordlhips, that as to any other Perlbn 
bdides King James, the Throne is alio vacant : Doth not 
this Ihew, diac the Meaning of the Vacancy is a Vacancy 
throughout, as well as with refpeft to King James ? I' ask 
your Pardon if I do not declare my own Opmion about die 
Vacancy as to him ; but all that I mention this for, is to 
kn(3rw your Meanbg in this Pomt, how &r the Vacancy is 
to extend. " 

* You laid before, That he had abdicated the Government, 
and thereby the Throne was vacant. How is it vacant ? Is 
it only as tb King James, or is it as to him add all or any 

of 
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ef his. Poftcrity, or any of thdlc thai are in the Remainder Anno 4 Jic. th 
iii the Roysrt fcine inSucceffion ? If it be ^ to them too, ,i68Sr9> 
then it hiuft neceflkrily follow, that the Kingdom muft ^ ^ '•'* 
thereby become cledive ftill, 6r theGdverturicnt be change 
edinto a Commonwealth; nfcithcr of whigh; wc hope, the 
Commons intend by it. And therefore that made me ask 
before, what a grave and learned Gentleman nieanty when 
he faid it fhouldnor be perpetually ele&ive.' 

** I am fure, if Ve be left without a Government, as we Mr.Snicj'i^ 
find we are (why elfe. have we defired the Prince tb fake M»r«»r^ 
upon him the Admlniftratidn "i) lure Ire muft not be perpe- 
tually under Anarchy i the Word eleftiife is none of the 
Commons Word; njsither is the making the Kingdom e« 
Icdfcive the thing they had in their Thoughjts or Intentions: 
M they mean by this M^tt^r^ is to provide a Supply for 
ihvi Dcfedt in the Government brought upon it by the lat« 
Kind's Male-AdminiftratiOn. And I do fay agaitiY^thii 
Provifion mud be made ; and if it be, that would not make 
the Kingdom perpenially elective. I ftand not upon any 
Word, but aim for the Thing, chat H PtovifJou te made tot 
fupply the Defed:.* '■■'.,. 

* Do ypiir Lordfhips agree, th^ the Throne is vacaQt as j^^^ poIloMj 
to King James the iecond? If fo, Or if yoiu. will lay it is ^^ 
full of any body elfc^ and will nanie whoni it is full ofi it 

i^ili then be time for the Commons to tell vfhai to fay to 
it. If your LbrdfHips will pleafe to fHew thdt, -fi^p i^iU gel 
on to give it an Anfiv^/ , 

* Your own Words in your fccood Rea^n ari^. That you jtrl of CSij 
need not prove to us,' that sis to any other PerfbnthpThrc^iV: icnaoa* 

is alfb vacant; I'hen how Ihould we name who it 1$ fuljicff ? ' 
Admit fov Dlfcoui'lc fake, but we do not grant it, for my' 
part I do not; I ^y, taking it to be vaotnt as to King jarne^ 
rhe (ccpiid, then yott ask us, who it fliould be fuppUed by ?. 
Mud: it not be fupplied by thode tltatt fhoold hdve come if 
he were dead? 

* For, I pray confider, t take this Govcmraent by. all our ^ 
Laws to be an Hereditary Mcftiarchy, and is to go in StiCGcffiori 
by Inhertance, in the Royal Line ; if then you G^y t|iis Go^ 
vernment is vacant, that would be to pujc all thofe by that 
fliould take the Succeffion, and that will niake the King- 
dom elective for that tintc. 

* Yoii ftiy, the Throne is.i^acant ; then J may very wejl 
ask, who hath the Right of filling up that Vacancy ? Wc 
fay, there isnoVacancy; if there is, pray is there any bod^ 
that hath the Right of ftlling.it up T 

* That is not the Queftion before us, yet that will cJOmi t/tt, SetJA^J 
properly m Debate when Wc are agreed upon the Vaicaticy. Maymti^i 
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* The noWe Lord fiy??, It^ is by our Law an Hereditary 
Monarchy, f grant it ; but though it fliould in an ordinary 
way defccnd to the Heir, yet as pui- cafe is, we have a 
Maxim in Law^ as certain as any other, which ftpps the 
courfe ; for no Man can pretend to be King Jamfes's Heir 
while he is living: Nemo efl h^nstnventis' 

* To that point I think my Lord Clarendon gave an An- 
fwer. That it ihould go to the next in the Line that were 
to take it, if the King were dead ? For as we fhould be un- 

•derftood, we fhouW make it a Cafe of Deasiife of dur Kings, 
as our Law calls it; that is^ the King is dead in Laiy by 
this Abdication or Deicrtion of the Government, and thar 
the next Heir is to take by Defcent. 

* You^ Gentlemen, ask us who the Throne is full of ? I 
think it is lufficient to know that there are Heirs who arc 
to take the lineal Succeffion, though we do not, or cannot 
po/itively name the part'cutar Pcrfon ; and therefore wc 
may weilconclude there is no Vacancy. 

* Suppofe I Ihould be t»ld, iuch a Gentleman is in fiich 
a Room, and there I find him and another Man with him ; 
and I come our and tell you ia^ and ask which is he ; you 
may be doubtful which of the two is the Man, but lure 
theoi^of them is he; butbecaufe you cannot tell which 
it is, fhail I conclude no liich one is there ? If there be a 
doubtful Title (that is, dubious in whom the Title refides, 
but a certain Title as to Ibme one). and I cannot diredtly 
name him that hath* the immediate Right, yet it is fufficient 
to prevent the Vacancy, that there is an Heir or Succeflbr, 
let Irim be whom he will."^

* My Lords, we fty you have not folly anlwered the firft Mr. Sachererdr 
of our keafbns."

' With your Lordihips favour, the Setdement of the 
Conilinition is the mam thine we are to look after. 11^ you 
provide ibr the Supply of tne defeft there, that point of 
the Suooeffibn will, without all queftion, in the toe Itx^ 
thod, and at the fiime Time^ be furcly provkled fon. 

* But, my Lords, you will do well to confider: Have 
not you your ielvts already timiced the verj^ Sucoeffion, and 
cut off iome that might have a lineal Right ?

* Truly, I think, if the r-ght Line be Heclared in rho 
fame Way that the Succeflbr is, then w# take upon us to

* If there be any Claims to the Cli^ewhi, ^tliat Cetifidera- 
lion will be next, and how «6 d«e»liiinc them: I conceive 
lire are in the fame Capacity* as^^ our-Pvedeoefibrs wetc, «* 
provide for all Exigencies as Ihall emerge, and for the 
lup plying ull Defers in theOo^ftmraent. 

* It is true, by the A^ts df Queen Elizabeth and KinJ; 
James I. we have the Oaths of Supremacy and Ail^iancc 
that are to be, and have been taken by all Perfons. 

• * But, my Lords, fliere is an old Oath of Fidelity, fh^ 
uferh to be. required fti (Leets, and that by the ancient Law

it upon another Head. 

* A noble Lord putan InftanceoftwoMeninone Rootn» 
one of Whom was reaUy iuch a one i But though a Stander* ' 
by oould not direftly tell which was he, yet it could not be 
laid by him, that ^h a one was not there. Btit, if you 
pleafiif I will put this Cafe : , 

* Suppole there were two Men in one Room, that no one 
alive could tell which was which ; as fuppoie this to be the 
Cafe of the two Children of Edward the Fourth, that they 
had been kept dole Pri&ners by their Uncle Richard the 
third fo long, that there were no living Witnefles able to 
tell which was the. eldeft of the two, that would occafion 
a Difficulty much .as intricate as ours here.

* Henry the Seventh had a good Right and Tide by ^-^""v^ -^ 
Marriage to the Crown, in re Uxorls. Ko one can queftion Earl of P«ai- 
but his own Title, as delcended from Henry the Fourth^ was bjoke, 
an'Ufiirpation ; and he would not fuffcr anyone to prcfcribA' 

which Title was bell, as long as it was acknowledged he 
had one good one. 

* That this Kingdom is hereditaiy, we are not to prove 
by Precedent in the Lift of our Kings and Queens ; for we 
Ihall Icarce find above three in any direct Line, without 
ibme Interruption : and therefore we are not to fetch our 
Precedents or Proofs, (b far as thofe Days, And this I (peak ^ , 
for the Reafbn which was hinted before. 

^ The Laws made are certainly Part of the Original Coih- 
tra0'y and by the Laws, made, which eftablifh the Oath of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, we are tied up to keep in the 
heredirafy Line, being fworn to be true and fiithtul to the 
King, his Heirs and Succeflbrs; whereas the old Oath was> 
only to. bear true Allegiance to the King.

* But to lliew what Opinion fhe herfelf and .the wif? M<?n tarl of Pcm*^ * 
of her Times had, and were of, in this point, th^rc is an broke.

£atl of * After this long Debate, pray let us endeavour to come 

Kotdogham. as near as we can to an Agreement : We have propofed fbme 

Qiieftbns about which my Lords defired to be latisfied : you. 

Gentlemen, have not been plcafed to give an Anfwer to them, 

and we have no great hopes of getting one from you, as tliis 

Debate Icems to oe managed. 

* Ori your part you have declared. That yoU do acknow- 
ledge the Monarchy is Hereditary and Succeflive in the right 
Line; then 1 cannot fee how fuch an Acknowledgment con- 

/ fifts with the Reafbns you give for your Vacancy ; for lean- 
not imagine how a Kingdom can be an Hereditary Kingdoq, 
/ and that King who hath Children now m being (at the time 
of his forlaking the Government) can have the Throne Va- 
cant both of him and his Children. 

* The Courfc of Inheritance, as to the Crown of England, 
is, by our Law, a great deal better provided for, and runs 
ftronger in the right Line of Birth than of any other Inhe- 
ritance. No Attainder of the Heir of the Crown will bar the 
Succeffion to the Throne, a^ ic doth the Defcent to any com- 
mon Feribn. The very Defcent, by Order of Birtn, will 
take away any fuch Defe6b. 

* And ib was the Opinion of the great Lawvers of Eng- 
land, in the Cafe of licnry the Seventh. Tnen cannot I 
apprehend how any A6t of the Father's can bar the Right of 
the Child ; (I do not mean that an A6t of Parliament cannot 
do it) I never faid £o\ nor thought io ; but, I fay, no Aft 
of the Father's alone can do it, fince even the Aft. of the 
Son, which may endanger an Attainder iii him, cannot do it, 
fo careful is the Law of the Royal Line of Succeffion. This 
is declared by many Afts of Parliament, and vety folly and 
particularly by that Statute 2.5 Henry the Eighth, cap. 29.

* Therefore if you mean no more than only the divert- 
ing his dwn Right, I defire you would declare (b: And 
then fuppolc the Right gone as to him, yet if it defcehd to 
his lineal Succeflbr, it is not vacant. 

* And I told you, on^ Reaibn my Lords did (land upon^ 
againft agreeing to the Vacancy, was, becaufe thev thought 
your Vote might extend a. great deal ^rther than tne King's 
own Perfbn. 

• * But your all owning it to be a lineal Inheritance, and 
thii Vacancy, methinks, do not by any means confift. 

^ * You declare, you never meant to alter the Conftitu- 
tion ; then you muft preferve tlie Succeffion in its ancient 
Couric : So I did hear a worthy Gendeman conclude it to 
be-your Intention to do.

* That which I v/ould have avoided by all means, is, thp 
roifchievous Confcquenccs that I fear will enfue upon this 
Vacancy of the Throne, (to wit) the utter overthrow of the 
whole Conftitution of our Government. For if it be iby and 
the Lords and Commdhs only remain as part of it, will not 
this make the King one of the three Eftatesl Then is he the 
Head of the Commonwealth, all united in one Body under 
him. And if the Head be taken away, and. the Tlwone 
vacant, by what Laws or Conftitution is it that we retaia 
Lords anH Commons? For they are knit together in their 
common Head ; and if one part of the Government be dif.

Tha^'Ac fMnp nrirflicti the BUI extended ivere of luch « 'Aino^.stk. 
Kature, thtt, expeoc only in one Inftance (that is, the l^ime 
ofdieddiveiYofmeCopyofthe Pannel; ferit was agreed 
even in my Lord Ruflel's Cafe, That die Subjeft had a 
Right to have a Covy of the Pannel) the Lords had an eqivil 
Benefit wtdi the Goainion*. That the Commons did not 
oblerve, chat the Claufe fent down by the Lords does relate 
to the like grounds of Complabt; for no Inftance could bp 
given of any Peer who fiifiered duvbe the late Reign, from 
whence a aift Caufe of Qbjedion might arife to the prefenc 
Method of trving Peers; thatthe only two Perlbns prgf?* 
cated came oa, though piiHiied with great violence i Th^ 
one^ becaufe the Grand Jury could not be prevailed upo9 
to nnd the Bill ; the other was acquitted upon his Trial, by 
the Juftice of his Peers. That by all the Circumftanccs df 
the Trial of the Lord Delamere, it is manifeft, that if there 
-was any Unfairne^ in the Method of Trial, it then would 
have appeared ; that the Violence of thole Times was fuch» 
•that the Commons were not proteded by that Innooency

The Oommonsfiutfaer alledged, that mod 
Men, and efpedal^ Engliflimeny enter inndllif^ly imoi 
matters of Blood: lliat £e moft indiiEsrait Peers woold be 
snoft likely to abibit themielfes, dther from a Oonfidendoo 
of diflatisfying the Croim on the one hand, or drawing 00 
diemielves the Miichiefi of a Breach widi the Family <?the 
Ferfin aocuied on die other, (for it tt 10 be bUerved, diat a 
Aeftitotion of the Family follows generaUy inafiiort time;) 
or at leaft the Love of Secority, and Care of not engaging 
100 far (&r thofe Trials for the moft part happen in imqukt 
and troablefixne Times) would keep diftient Men away 
But the Gu^of a Frioidmufl not fiul to bring Friends to the 
Trials; the Ccocem to prelerve die Family from that ftam 
would bring Rehdons; and if there be any^ Accomplices, 
diey muft be ready for dieir own fakes to acquit the accufed: 
And probably their Number muft be oonfiderablc in tbei^ 
Caies ; for it is not to b<! imagined, that a Lord can enter into 
dioie bafe and detefbble Anions, whkh may be performed 
by fingle Perfims ; (uch as poiibning or alfiflinating the Prince. 
That the Treafims, which it can be imagined that Lords 
might be engaged in, muft be luch as ariie from Fadion in 
the State, wntch many muft be engaged in ; and if ibme Ac- 
cident di^ver fiiAcient matter mr a Charge agsLtiA one of 
the narties, the reft, who are concealed fHu, would have as 
good Right to try their Gmfederate, as any itidifierent Lord : 
And no doubt but it is their Interefttoacanit him. Andhow 
fir ibmerimes this alone might go towards turning the Scale 
of Juftice, might deierve to be confiderM; efpecially in 
Times which might ha{^)en hereafter, becaufeth^ happened 
Jieretofiire, when there might be federal Titles let up to the 
Crown, and great Parties formed. That this was a Law 
diat was to have a perpetual continuance. And that the 
lame Loyalty, Wii3om, and Zeal, which appeared now in 
their .Lordfhii»y fhould be derived down to all their Pofte- 
rhy^ i»as 1^ thit^ rather to be wifhed dian depended upon; 
itf thereib^ the Claufe had a tendency towards letting in an 
Impunity for Trcaion, the G>mmons looked upon themielves 
$s jufti&ed in diiagreemg to it : For they thought it obvioua 
to every oiie, of what donlequence it would be to the Con-

That all that 
pouU be done to thefe caiesi, was to put in iiich fealbnable 
caution, and aa far ^ the BiU oot|ld provide fot.

.Claufe could not extend to the Bifliops; for it related on^ 
to Trials out of Parliament, arid they^ are only Peers in 
Parliament, where they may iftke.' their Privilc^ to.hear^.

chofen. Tliat it is implied in the Commidion of the Lord 
Migh-^reward, tliat all the Peers ihould be (ummontd ; for 
by the Cpmraiffion, all the Peers of the Realm arc com- 
inanded to attend him, and be obedient to him : So that the 
King does not only give Liberty, but fcems to command 
it* 

The Commooi '^^^ Managers of the Commons, by wa)r of Reply, fiid, 

RcpJj. * That this C&ufe would alter the GmAitutkm of (his Court, 

and thereby a very confiderable Part of the Conftinition of 

• the Government, and that for the worfc. That it is not to 

be granted, that every new Law docs alter the Conftitution. 
That a new Law may be made to ftriengthcn or reftore the 
Conllitution againfl Abufes ; it may be declaratory, it may 
afcertain things that were left to reafbnable Difcretion, 
which are the Circumdances and Accidents; and notwirh- 
(landing luch new Laws, the Subftance of the Con(litucion 
remains the fame. Tfiat fb by this Bill, the Perfon indited 
was to have a Copy of his Indidbment ten Days before he 
ihould plead ; whereas now by the Common Law he was to 
have the Indidtmenr read to him as often as he needs, an4 
to have Copies of ^o much of it, as be hath occafioa to u^^ 
and reafbnable Time to plead. That by this Bill he was 
to have his Wimeilcs f^orn, which in fbmc learned Men's 
Opinion was the Law before ; howevfcr it was but a Circum^

af the Peace, or other Officers. Tliat it was granted in AnpojW.lWMf. 
Parliament^ 28 Edw.I. that the People of any County »69»^ 
^ould chule theSherifB; but thereupon enluediuch Fac-/ 
tions, GMifUfions and Mifchiei^ in the County^ that by the 
Dcfirc of the People in Parliament, 1 Edw, II. the Power 
of making Sherifis was fettled in the Crown. I'hat though 
the High-Sceward belaid to be the Court, yet the Peer's 
Timers arc Co neceflary a Part of the Court, that the Con- 
via:ioa or Acquittal depends entirely on them ; and there- 
fore not only the. Number of Triers, but the Nature of the 
Court niight be properly affirmed to be altered by thi^. 
Claufe. That the Commons were (urprized when they heard 
italledged, that this Court and Courfc of Trial was firft 
introduced in Henry Vlllth's Time, by Cardinal Woolfey, 
in th^ cafe of the Duke of Bucks ; and that all Trials of 
Peers before were in Parliament. That the Statute made 
X5£dw. III. manifcftly proves the contrary; it ordained 
that Peers fhould be tried by the Peers in Parliament ; but 
provides, that if any Peer fhould chule to be tri^d clfc- 
vherc than in Parliament, he might. That indeed, the 
^^tatute was repealed, 17 Edw. Ill (oecaufeit was fb inju- 
rious to the Prerogative) but vet it fhews there was then 
Hich a Court and Cour(c of Trial as this, out of Parlia- 
ment; for they could hot in Edw. Ill's time divine, that 
there fhould he fuch a new Court and Manner of Trial e-* 
reacd in Henry Vllth's time. Tliat the Trial of the Earl 
ofti-—, Henry IV. reported in the Ycar-Hooki, is no 
more to be queftioned, than any other Cafe there : And it 
is cited as authentic, by Stampford, in his learned Trea- 
tlfe of the. Pleas of the Crown: And his opinion al(b is, 
that this way of Trial was n^eant in the ^mtidim J^ttrmm^ 
mentioned in Ma^na CJ:arta ; and Stampford is of greater 
Audiority io this behalf, for that he was cotemporary to 
the Reign of Henry VIII. and could not have oeen un- 
acquainted with thb Innovation, if fuch there had been 
made, in that time. That the very Clauie now in queftion 
did affirn) the Legality of this way of Trial ; for it diftin«> 
^ifhcsTreafons, which corrupt the Blood, from others, and 
left all other TreafcMis and all Felony to be tried by rccri 
iiimmpne4 by the High-Steward, as was now uied ; whidi 
fhewed too, th^t there was no great danger apprehended to 
fhe Peers from thi^ k[nd ot Trial. That the Commons did 
^fit admit that ^ Peer can be convided by feven Peers; 
that there mufl be twelve at leaft to ooncur in the Verdift : 
That it is not only faid by my Lord Coke, but the Law is,

The 1 7th, The Houfe Refolvd, That the Lord Falkland^ 
a Member of that Houfe, by begging and receivbg two thou- 
land Pounds from his Majefty, contrary to the oitlinary Method 
of ifTuit^ and beftowing the King's Money, was guilty of a 
high Mildcmeanor amd Breach ot Truft, and that he mould 
be committed to the Tower, during the Plealiire of the. Houfe. 
He was, two days after, difeharg'd upon Petition. 

During this Seflion, a Bill was brought in /or naturalizing 
all Froteftant Fmreipterf ; but was vigoroufly oppos'd, efpecially 
by Sir John Ktught, who fpoke againft it, as follows : 

* Mr. Speaker, I have beard ofa Ship in a violent Storm, 
in danger of per iihing every Moment ; [it was not fuch a fham 
Storm as we were latdy entertained With m the Gazette, which 
deceives the People, by affirming that many Ships goit^ 
for France, laden with Corn; were caft away ;'tho' th^ 
Ships, and many more are (inoe fafely arrived in France; 
but it was fuch a real Storm, as on the 7 th of the laft Month 
deftroyed on the Coaft of Cornwall, upwards of 70 Sail of 
our Englifh Ships, moft of which were laden with Corn, 
and feveral Sorts of Provifions, for the Ufe of our Dutch 
Allies, to enable them to live cheap, by making the fame 
dear at Home; perhaps fome was for the Support pf our 
half-ftarv'd and unpaid ^nglifh Soldiers now in Flanders; 
when perifhed likewife more than 700 Sailore, who have 
left a great many Widows, Chijdren, and poor Relations, 
tocurfe our Condudt at Sea, the caufe of this Calamity .] In, 
fuch a dreadful Storm it was [that the forefaid Ship was in] 
when the good Commander feeing the Danger, and appre- 
hending Death, defircd his Crew to affift with Refolution, 
and preferve themfelves and the Ship, which the Sailors re« 
flifing to do, he retired to his Cabin, humbled himfclf ia 
Prayer, and implored the Powers, that^ alone can fave ii\ 

time 
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'time of Need ; that tho* the Ship and the Company mi^ht Aniio6W.ii)f^ 
be juftly fwallowed up, for the Difbbediencc of the Sailors, ^f ^4^ - 
yet that he, and his (Jabin might (uffer no Damage. ^ 

' • Sir, I cannot, as that gowl G)mmander did, be fo vain 
as to hope, tliat cither myfelf, or the Place for which I ferve, 
can be preferved from the general Inundation, which this 
Bill we are now debating lets in, on thq Liberties of my 
native Country and Country -men ; and therefore be uncon- 
cerned for the Good of England, provided Briftol were fafe: 
To hope for and expert" nfappinefs in Life, when all Man- 
kind but myielf are dead, would not be more deceiving, 
than to propofe Comfort and Security to myfelf and Corpora- 
tion, when Strangers arc admitted to poflcft and enjoy, by a 
Law, all that's valuable in the Kingdom ; for this Bill doth 
cnfrauichize all Strangers that will Iwear and proceft againft 
Pojpcry, with the Liberties of every Englifli Man, after the 
vvaft Expence of Treafure and Engliih Blood, it hath coft 
. this Kingdom in all Times and Ages ^ of our Fore-fathers, 
to (ecure them to themfelves, and their Poftcrity. 

* Wherefore, Mr. Speaker, I muft beg Pardon, if at this 
Time I cannot fit filent, but expreis a zealous Concern, as 
wcM for the Kingdom in general, as for the Place I repre- 
lent in particular ; and I am more moved thereunto, whilfl 
I ice fo many Members lent here by their Country, for 
the Conicrvation of the Englifh Mens Liberties, fy warm as 
to part withal to Stfangers with one Vote. 

* The Argument of the honourable Perfon near me, to 
^render all the Care of our Fore-fathers of no Efteem amongfl: 
Us, who arc, or ought to be the Reprefentatives of the King- 
dom, was to prove, that this Age and Generation are Wiicr 
(he did not fay Honefter) than the former. 

* I remcniDcr a Weft-coimtry-man, many Years pail, 
undertook to prove the fame to me, and my Company be- 
yond Sea, by declaring hb Father was a Fool to him ; I 
yielded him that Point, by concluding both' to be (iich, and 
jreronr Fore-fathers might be Wife Men; I fhall not at this 
rime (]ue{Hon the Wifoortx of thofe who jpromotc the Bill, 
or their Fathers. For myfelf, I dedatc in Behalf of the 
Wifdom and Honefty of our Predeceflbrs ; nor can I aflent 
to the yieldinjp; up of the Liberties and Liws they derived 
unto us, only becaufe fome Gentlemen think better of them- 
felves (and perhaps miftakcnly) than of their Parents. 

* Sir, I was early inftruded in a Principle of Deference 
to the Wifdom of our Anceftors ; and, at this Time, I trem- 
ble, when I reficdt on the Correction given me b)r my 
Mafler, that I might nor fofget, but imitate and def<;nd in all 
iTimcs this Rule : Let them only be accounted Good, Juft, 

sind 
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4jta»S9r,3bU» snd wife Men, who regard and defend Ac Statutes^ LaWs^ 
i6^ Ordmances and Liberties, which their Fore-Others Wifdom 
V* •^tr^"*^ and Experience obtained for themielves and Poftcrity. Nobbt 
it is my opinion, Mr. Speaker, that if thoie Gentlemen who 
approve of this Bill, had not only been taught that Rule, bat 
as well corre<3:ed as my iclf, they would oe of my Judg- 
ment ; and I wifh that they who depart from that Rule, and 
facrifice our Englilh Liberties, to a r>^umber of mercenary 
Foreigners, may not meet with a much more rigorpus aqd 
" exemplary Chaftiiement, from their enraged and ruined 
Countrymen. 

* The Arguments ulcd for the 5111, are in iubflaUce the& : 
Firft, A want of Purchafcrs for our Lands. Secondly, Qf 
Merchants. Thirdly, Manufadurers, who can work cheaper 
than the Englifh.Fourdily, Husl^andmen to till the Ground. 

* To all mefe I ihall return ihort Anfwers ; but if 1 de- 
bate not on them >/ith that Advanta£;e and Reafbn fis our 
Land- Admirals can (no doubt) with ^eatJLngenuicy oa 
Sea-Politics, I hope th^ Houfe wjLll parcbn me ; mf my Ob.* 
lervations never coil the Kingdom luch Expence of Money 
at home, and Loiles at Sea, as hath the Experience of tipj^ 
honourable Pcrlbns in Sea-Affairs. • 

* Firft, It's argued by fbme, that we want Purchafcrs ftr 
the Lands ; this is a melancholy Confideration : I (here^bre 
defire thofe Gentlemen who approve of this Bill, to tell mo 
what It is hath brought us to diis Qmdition, that the Landed 
Men of England are reduc'd to fo low an Ebb, that they 
muft fell, and none are left aBle to buy, unleis Foreigners are 
naturalized ? Doth this prove our Fore-fethers wanted Viy- 

'derftanding? Or, doth it not rather conclude it*s occafioned 
by our want of it, and by our not following their Examples, 
who never taxed their Country to the ruin both of them- 
ielves and their Poftcrity 1 Nor did they expend the Monef 
of the Kingdom on fuch Allies as ours: who^ as we h^vc 
been informed by feme of the Privy-Council, are not in 
our Intereft, and will fpare us none of their Men for our 
Pay, without great Penfions likcwifc for tbemfelves. Caa 
any Man hope to perdiade me that our Fore-&thers woulfl 
have brought foreign Soldiers into England, and pay them, 
and naturalize them likewiie, and at the fame time fiend the 
Englifh Soldiers abrdad, to f^ht in a ftrange Land witlioitt 
their Pay ? 

- •, Let us abate our Taxes, and after the wife Precedent 
of our Fathers, pay our own Sea-men and Soldiers at 
home, and fend the Foreigners back. Then the Moneys 
will be found circulating at home, in fuch Englifhmens 
hands, who may buy the Lands that are to be fold, witlionit 
ixatUTdlizing Strangers. 

• Secondly, 
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^Secondly, it's^id we want more Merchants; Whom Anno 6W.&iif. 
pay wc thank for bringing fo many to Poverty ? But I fliall . 1694. 
tbrD»r grating, and defirc the liberty to confider in fliort " 
Iiow the Trade 6t England hath hitherto been carried oii. 
Gentlemen have placed their ydvinger Children to Mer- 
chants ; their Mafters obfcrvingMiheir Honejty and Diligence^ 
trhen they have gained fbme Experience in the neccflary 
Parts of Trade, generally fend them abroad to Turkey, aft 
Farts of the Levant, to Spain, Portugal, the Edft and Weft- 
Indies; and all Parts where England holds any confiderable 
Commerce ; there the young Men are employed by, ^nd 
cntrufted with the Stocks and Eftates of their Mafters and 
Friends, whereby all Parties, both the Principals at liome, 
and the Faftors abroad, are a4vant4ged, and England en- 
tiched, (for there iiithc end all centers:) and, at laft, whed 
they are fatiated with Gain, they return to their native Soil, 
their Friends and Relations, for Ealc and Enjoyment, mak- 
ing room for a younger G<ftieration to fuccced in their pro-, 
fitable Employments. Thus hitherto this Kingdom nath 
lidvanced in Riches, whilft Foreigners could not with Siic- 
cefs plant their Fadories on us, through tlie Advantage wc 
had by our Laws ; let us but turn the Tables, and confider 
the Confequence : Suppofc we pais this Bill, and the Dutch 
(whonodoubt will take the Oaths as this Bill dired^ andpro- 
teft againft Popery and Pa^anifm, and, on occafion, Chri* 
ftianity too, as at Japan) lend their Servants and Fadori 
(lither, and we naturalize them, and let the Capital Stocky 
which gets an Employ to thcfe new- made Engl ifh men, be- 
long to their Mafters and Friends, who never did, or ever 
wilflive amongft us ; will it not then follow, that the Pro- 
fit will be their's and not England's, and will not the new- 
made Engliflx (yet Dutch-Meti ftill) return to their Coun- 
try and Friends with theur Gain, as our People hitherto 
have done 1 We may obfcrve by our Inlatnd Trade, that 
it's feldom thcfy who make the Manufaftories, gain Eftafes, 
but thofc who employ their Stocks in buying and iclling 
what others make ; and it's the lame with the Merchants, 
^ thofe that export and import are the Gainers ; the Hrft Ma- 
ker very feldom, the Confiimer never. 

• The Gonclufion then pf this Experiment muft be this l 
That what hath hitherto been Gain to England by Englifti 
Merchants and Fadtors, will be turned to a Foreign Land, 

*by the Foreign Merchants being naturalized for their owii 
not England s. 

• But this is not all, for at once the Art of Navigation 
will be rendered iifelels. Whence then will be a Nur- 
fery for Seamen ? For foreign Merchants will naturalize 
foreign Seamen ; and when the Prcfs-Mafters find them, 
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Anno 6W.&M. they will Dutchen ffraken^ya min Heer^ and avoid the Service i 
i^94| but at the Cuilom-Houfe, Exchange^ and in all Corporatioas, 
■■^ * ' they will be found as good Engilflimen as any of this 
HoUfc. From whence it foUoweth, that Trade will be only- 
carried on by i^oreign Merchants and Seamen, and the £ng* 
lifh Seamen condemned to our Men of War, and perhaps 
live there, as hitherto, without their Pay, till another Million 
be owing them for Wages ; and in the interim have this only 
Confblation and Reward for Service done, and to be done, 
that their Wives and Children may be lubfifted with the 
Almsof the ParifH,whil{i Foreign Soldiers are maintamed 
at home and abroad with their ray. 

* A tliird Argument for admittmg Foreigners, is upon a 
iiippolcd Want we have of Manufadurers, elpeciallj liich 
as will work cheaper than the £ngliih : In nry opinion this 
Reafonihg is excraordinary, and ought not to take air otit 
of the Houfe, left the old EnzXiiti, Spirit fhould exert it (elf 
in defence of its Liberties; for at this time, when all Provi- 
fions are become cxceffive dear by the great Quantities ex- 
ported to Holland, which puts the poor EngluK Manufac- 
turers on ftarving in moft parts of England, tor want of a 
full Employ to enable them to fupport their Families, by 
their honeil and painful Labour and Induftry, ihall an Eng- . 
lifh Parliament let in Strangers to under- lell our Couiitry, 
which they may eafily do, whilft they live in Garrets, pay 
no Taxes, and are bound to no Duty 1 How ihall we anlwcr 
this to our Cpuntry who fent us here ? When, by (b doing, 
inftead of making the Kingdom more populous, we provide 
only for the Subnftence orForeigners, and put our Country- 
men to the choice of ftarving at home, or to turn Soldiers, 
and be fent to Flanders, and ttarve there for want of their 
Fay ? For it"s well known, that, at tliis time, more Com- 
modities are made in England than can be coniumed, abroad 
or at home, which makes the poor Manufadkurers (b milcr- 
ablc. All Country Gentlemen within this Houfe have for 
fevcral Seflions laboured, what they could, to raifc the Price 
of the Provifions which their Lands produce, and fbme think 
it not great enough yet, and they would defpilc that Man, 
who (hould endeavour to lower the Rates, by propofing a 
fiee Importation of Irifh Cattle and Corn, tho* he had no 
other defign, than that charitable and neceftary one of re- 
lieving the Poor ; and yet thcfe very Gentlemen arc for this 
Bill, becaulc they would have the Labour of the Poor 
brought to a lower Advantage : In my opinion this is a very 
un.;qual way of reafbning, that whilft we raife the Price 
of theProdu6i: of the Land, for the Gentlemen to live in 
greater State, at the fame tim^ cur Confults arc how to make 
t«e hair ilarvci Minufadtui-crs, that live by their daily La- ■ 

bour.

J • Our Palates for a long time have been fo nice, that nja- 

abut a French Cook could pleafe them; n<Mr could vfc 
ade our felves that our Cloathing was good, unlefs from 
to Foot we were ^-la-mode de France. The Gentle- 
man was not well fcrved without a Frenchm^, and the La- 
dy's Commode could not fit right, if her fine French Wo- 
man did not put it on : Ndw, on a (tidden, the Change is as 
violent in favour of the Dutch, who are ereat Courtiers, 
and the only taking People, and our Englim are a Ibrt of 
clumly-fifted People, if compare4 with the modifli Dutch 
Hans and Frow, and in ihort the Engliihmen are fit for uq- 
thing but to be lent to Flanders, and there either to fight,, 
fteal, or ftarve fbr want of Pay. There is one thine, Mr. 
Speaker, which comps inj:o my mind, with which I (hall 
ciofe this Confider^tion : What reafbn was there fbr blank- 
ing the Mayors, Aldermen, Common Councils, ^nd other 
Governours of Corporations, for furrenderine their Charters, 
tho' they ftill retained their Rights, for Engliihmen only toi 
come into new Charters, and at the fame time hope to ju- 
ftify our Proceedings, tho* we throw up the great Chartcc 
of our Englilh Liberties, to admit Strangers? 

* A fourth Pretence for this Bill is, A want of Husband* 
men to till the Ground.

on this £rrand ? Ccrtamly we Aould follow the Example of 
the Roman Captain, and fear and tremble when we confider 
the jufl Provocation we fhall give to the Kbgdom, who wiU 
cxpc6t that we preferve, and not deftroy every £nglifl| 
Man's Birth-right. 

* Sir, \ye may further learn, froni that Book, the Fate of 
the Egyptians, who experimented, on the fcore of Charity^ 
what It is a People may exped from admitting Strangers intoi 
their Country and Councils; Jolcph was a Stranger, fold i^ 
Slave into E^pt; yet being taken iiito Pharaoh's Council, 
he, by Taxes, and other fine* Prgeds, brought the feven 
Tears plenty God had bleft the Egyptians with, into the 
Granaries or Pharaoh: but when Dearth came on the Land» 
and the People cried to their King for Relief, they werci 
lent to the Stranger Joftph, who getteth from them, for that 
which was oncci their own, all meir Money, their Cattle, 
the'r Lands, and laft of all, their Perfons into Slavery ; tho* 
at the fame time;, he did far otherwiie by his own Country- 
men, for he placed them in the beft of tne Land, the Land 
of Golhen, and nouriihed them from the King's Store.

This Petition was read in the Houie on January the 12th, 
and after examining Mr. Tracy Pauncefert, A^ent of Colonel 
Haftines^s Regiment, and the Officers complamed of; it was 
reiblved, * That the Officers and Soldiers of the Army dc- 
manding and exa^ing Subfiftence-Money in their Quarters, 
or upon their March, is arbitrary and illegal, and agreat Vio- 
lation of the Rights and Liberties of the Subjed. And ic 
was thereupon ordered, * That the Cominiffioners for taking 
and ftating the Public Accounts, do upon Friday Morning 
next^ ky before this Houfe, their Obfervations of the Abufes 
and ill Prajftices, committed by the leveral Agents of the 
Regiments of the Army, and that the Gommiflioners fhould 
lay Defi>re them the Names of liich Agents, as have uegleded 
to attend them upon Summons. And that Ag^^ Paunce&rc 
lay before the Houfe, a particular Account of all the Mo* 
neys received from the Earl of Ranelagh, and how he has 
paid or difpofed of the laid Money." 
' Purfiiant to this Order, on January the 25th, Mr. Harle^, 
from the Commiffioners for taking and (hting the Public 
Accounts, preltibted to the Houfe their Obfervations of the 
Abufes and ill Practices committed by the ieveral Agents. 
On January the 28th, Mr. Tracy Paunccfort prcfented his Seferjl Agentt 
Accounts, and was examined to the truth of them. Aeent «»'^'*« 
Roberts, A^ent Wallis, Lieutenant Turner, Colonel Haft, 
ings, and A&jor Montall, were likewife examined: The two 
latter were difcharged, the others were taken into Cuftody. 
Mr. Pauncefort was brought in Cuftody to the Houfe on Fe- 
bruary the 1 2th, where rcfiifing to anlwer to feveral queftions 
demanded by the Houfe, it was refblved, • That by obftinatcly 
refuting to Anfwer to a Matter of Fad demanded of him by 
this Houfe, he had thereby violated the Privilege, and con- 
temned the Authority of thb Houfe, and the fundamental 
Conftitution thereof.' For which he was brought to the Bar, Mr Paencefort 
and upoq his Knees received the Judgment, of bebg com- ord«*<* to '^« 
nutted Prifbner to the Tower of London. , T^"^^^ ^ * 

On February the 15 th upon his Petition, ' acknowledging ^**"^*''"P*' 
his Offence, and expremnghis Sorrow, he was again brought 
to the Bar of the Houfe ; out not giving fatisfadtory Anfwers, 
he was remanded back to the Tower. 

His Brother Mr. Edward Paunccfort was likewife called in 
and examined ; and on February 1 5, ic was refblved, That 
Mr. Edward Paunccfort, for contriving to cheat Colonel 
hafiingi's Regiment of five hundred Guineas, and for giving

On March 1 7. Mr. F0L7 reported from the faid Committee. Mr. Foley's

Z4th'- of November K^ys^ and another the ^zd of January, 
16^5. 1693-4. In pilrfuance of which, the Sums of 22,27 j 1. 24,983 1. 

^ and 20,000 1. were fcverally paid out of the Cafh, amounting 

in all to 77,2581. befides feveral fm^ller Sums amounting in 
the whole to io,i44j.. which with the former Sum makes 
87402 1, all ilTued in the Year 11593, while Sir Thpmai 
Cooke 'Was Governor, and Francis Tyflen Elq; Deputy 
Governor, for the fpecial Service of the Houfe, and obtain- 
ing a new Charter. That they found by examination of moft 
of the Perfons, preferft at the Committees of the Eaft-J.ndia 
Company, where the laid Orders were made, that the Go- 
vernour id the faid Committees, did only in general in^ 
fcrm what Sums he hath disburft, without naming the par- 
ticulars to tvhom, or to what Service, which feveral of them 
faid was a new Courfe, fince Sir Thomas Cooke came to be 
Deputy-Governor, or Governor. That in a State of the

but that he had told Sir Thomas, that Mr. Bates had Ac- 
quaintance with fev^al Lords ; naming the. Lord Prefident, 
and others. That the , Deponent cpiud^ot tell who this 
Money was deHgned for, or what' Bates did lyith it, for that 
Bates would not deal on fuch Terms of telling Naines. 
That Bates did introduce him fcveral tiijies to the Lord 
Prefident; who made fbme Scruples in point of Law, which 
were removed by the Attorney-Generat' That one day laft 
Week, the five thoufand Guineas were offered by Dates 
back again to him; Bates laying, that this might make a 
Noire.That onTucfiiay laft, 4400 Giuneas were Brought to 
this Deponent ; and that the other 400 Guineas were full 'in

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Lord Kottingham^ and {bmetimes from otbers. That Colonel A1111D7 W.in« 
Fict-Pattick received a thouiland Guineas on the lame , J^* 
Terms with others, if the 'Charter pafled. That he pre- ^ ^*~ -* 
' tended great Intereft with the Lord Nottingham ; and that 
he couM get Iirfbrmation from the Lady Derbjr, how the 
Queen's Plealure was. That Colonel Fitz-Patrick laid, lie 
would try to prevail with the Lord Nottingham, for five - 
thouland Guineas upon paflSng. the Charter, and five thouland 
Pounds on the Aft of Parliament : But that the Earl of Not- 
tingham ablblutely refuled to take it. That the Deponent ' 
iieard, a Note figned by Sir Jofiah Child, and ^if Thomas 
Cooke, for fifty thoufand Pounds, was. lodged |nTy flea's 
hands for about a Year, to be paid in cafe the Ad: pafled; 
and that it was refufed,' as he undcrftood, by my Lord Port- 
land, to whom he had oftered it/ 

Mr. Richard Adton being examined before the^lameComf Depofitko «f 
mittee depofed, that he received the Sums of ten thouland^ Mr. AOtoiu 
and two thouland Pounds of Sir Thomas Cooke : That he 
told Sir Thomas, he had Friends who would take pains to 
do the Company Service; but they would have ten tnouland 
Pounds. That ne had two thouland Pounds for his Trouble 
in attending two Seffions ; and that if the Bill ,for a new 
Comjpany fed jpaflcd, he was to have had nothing. That 
he did not diftribute the ten thouland Pounds to Members, 
but to thbfe who had Intereft with Members. That fome of 
them to whom he gave Money to be diftributcd, were Mr. 
Craggs, with whom this Deponent was concerned in cloath- 
ii^ the Army, Mr. Wallis, Mr. Ridley, Mr. Dominicque, 
GV. and that Colonel Goldwell, and Colonel Dean, (who 
were fince dead) were the only Pcrlbns which he himfclf 
gave Money ta 

The nyext day, April 2(Jth,the Committee of both Houfes Pepofitiooof 
proceeded upon the Examination of the reft of the Perlbns Mr. Bate*, 
mentioned in their Report, and Mr, Bates being fworn, de- 
pofed, that Sir Bafil Firehrace did apply himfclt to him, to 
ufehis Intereft for obtaining a Charter for. the £aft- India 
Company, the old Charter being forfeited , and told him, 
they ^ould be grateiful : That the De|5onenr did ufe his In- 
tereft with the Lord Prefident, who fiiid, lie would do what; 
Service he could. That the Lord Prefident had delivered * 
his Opinion publicly, for confirming the Charter ; and thought 
the Forfeiture a Hardfhip. That having received Notes for 
five thouland five hundred Guineas; he told the Lord Prefi- 
dent what Sura he had, and would have preflcd it upon my 
Lord, but he reflifed it. That thereupon in regard he could 
not very well tell Money himfelf, he did ask leave of my 
L.ord, that his Servant m^ht tell the Money ; to which my

remaining of the 5000, he faid he had fpent Ibme of them . 
That the Reaibn he paid back the 4400 Guineas, was the 
Noife that it made ; and that ?e(^le might think that he 
did notdeferve them; and that the whole 5500 Guineas, 
were for his own private Ufe However, being fbon after 
re-examined he owned> that the 4400 Guipeas which he 
paid back, were brought to him by Monfieur Robart. 
S& Bifi] Sir Bafil Pirebrace being o|fice. more examined, depoicd, 

Firelmace fe- 'J^^t Sir Thomas Coc^e, afid others, obferving hira adive, 
***""**• and to have Intereft among Kpblcmen, applied themfolves to 
htm to endeavour the procuring a new Cliarter. TThac Sir 
Thomas G>oke was apprehenhve, that ic ftuck witK the 
Duke dp Leeds ; and told the Deponent, that ibme way 
muft be found out to the Duke. That he thereupon applied 
himf^lf to Mr. Bates, who would not pretend to talk with die 
Duke ; but laid, the Deponent mu(^ tell him what the Com- 
pany would do. That he told Mr Bates, he thought a Pre- 
Icnt might be made of 2 or 300 ^ 1. That Mr. Bates told hira, 
' he went to St. James*s, and laid he had (poire with his 
Friend ; and that more had been offered him by the other 
iide ; And that at another time Bates faid, that j^ooo 1. had 
been offered him by unothcv hand on the fime (ide. That 
it was at Laft agreed, that if the Duke did aS: in &youv 
of the Companv, he Ihould have % or ^000 Guineas, 
and Bates 500 Guineas ^o himfelf That from the time the 
Notes for the 5 500 Guineas were given to Bates, they had 
free Accels to my Lord Prefident ; and found him ea^ and 
willing to give the Company his Afliffaince. That Mr. Bates 
was fhy, and called it. This Friend at St. James's. That the 
Cbndition of one Draught of a Counter-Note, which Mr. 
Bates brought, was worded. In cafe tbe Lord-Prefident did 
not aflid the Company in pafling the Charter ; to which thi« 
Deponent made an Alteration, by putting out my Lord's 
Name, and making it not payable, in cafe tKe Charter fhould 
not pafs. That about a WeeK before the Money was brought 
back again, this Deponent went to Bates about ic, who then 
told him, it was all for himfelf. That the Deponent did 
intend a Diftribution of the above-mentioned Sum of thirty 
thouland Pound, in manner following: To Sir Edward 
Seymour, Sir John Trevor, and Mr. Guy, ten thoufand 
Pounds, in cafe the Charter and Aft of Parliament paffed ;

That the Deponent thought himfelf obliged in 
honour, ro pay two thirds, of the five thouiand Pound, when 
received, to Sir John Trevor and Mr. Guy ; and intended 
to keep the^ other third, (which Sir JEdward Seymour re- 
fiifed) for himfelf And that Sir John Trevor did Ibmc 
time afterwards give him fbme Hints of his Expedbtton. 

Sir Jofiah Chim being examined, (aid, he never difpofed 
of ten Pounds of the Eaft-India Gmipanv's. That he did 
recommend it, that aPrefent of fifty thouiand Pounds iliould 
be made to the King, if his Majefty would Co far wave his 
Prerogative, that an Ad: of Parliament might be pafled for 
fettling the G>mpany ; that Mr. Tyflen h& told him, the 
King would not meddle in that matter, as he liad been in- 
formed from my Lord Portland.

Then the Duke late down, put on 
his Hat, and after a little Paufe arofe, uncover'd himfelf, and 
made the following Speech.

go on with dieir Impeachment. This noble Lord, when he 
came to the Matter, wodd not enter into hrticdars, but 
pa&'d it over with Bscnle of warning Time. He makes no 
Excule as 10 the Fads: His Atnment of a Concrivanoe 
was, that the 5000 Guineas chargVi on him^ wasnpPart ^ 
the 40,000 1. Firebraoe was to account for. But this is an 
Ageravation of the Crime; for SUr Thomas Cooke had a 
douMc Accxamt, one with, and oiie without the ;ooo Gm- 
neas; and this is an Indicatioo, that if there was a Con- 
trivance, it was not by the Conunitiee, but with Sir Thomas 
Cooke, to ftifle the Enquiry, and conceal the Corruption. 
The ^dy Juftice of the Hoofe is to be wtfh'd anddefir*d.

Then Mr. Comptroller reported from 
the Committee, That Mo;irieiir Robart^ who was a mate- 
rial Witnefs for making good the Articles a^aiaft the Duke 
of Leeds, had bee'n fummoned to attend the Committee, but 
could not be found; and it not being yet known where he 
was, they were of Opinion not to make any farther Progrei^ 
in the matter to them referred, until they had the fiirther 
Direction of the Jioufe. Upon thLi Refolution .agreed to by 
the Houfe, it was ordered, That Monfieur Robart ihould 
attend the Houfe to he examined^ and Ihould be iununoned 
by the Serjeant at Arms. 

The ;?d, Mr.Speakcr of the Hou(e of Commons acquainted 
them, That the Serjeant at Arms had informed him, that his 
JMeiTenger had been at the Duke of Leeds's, atui fpoke to 
his Porter, and enquired for Monfieur Robart, to liimmon 
him tQ attend tiiis Hou(e ; and that the Porter faid, he was 
not within, nor could tell when he would be; and that he 
had not Icen liim for three days pad ; and that he believed 
he was in the Country, but could not tell where. 

Upon this the Commons defired a Conference with the A Oin fttence 
Lords, to which they agreed immediately in the painted ****^"'5!L?* 
Chamber; where the Managers delivered a Paper to their ^••"wifei. 
Lordfhips, importing that the Commons will make good 
the chaise a^nft tlie Duke of Leeds, in Maimer and Form 
as in the Articles mentioned; that the Committee appointed 
to draw the laid Articles, had been daily employed in look- 
ing into the Evidences againd the laid Duke, but had met 
with an Obftrudion, in that Monfieur Robert, a material 
Witnefs, was withdrawn fince the Impeachment was carried 
up, which hath been the Realbn the Commons have not yet 
acquainted their Lordihips, when they can be ready to make 
good the laid Impeachment, the Commons being denrous that 
juflioe be done without any manner of delay. 

On the fame day, the Houfe of Commons having read a 
Report of the Committee of both Houfes, proceeded towards 
the Impeaching other Peribns therein mentioned, and in 
particular, Sir John Trevor: But they were interrupted by

This Report lay Ibme time nericfted in the Houie of 
Commons; till the Lords had pafled an A€t 7b fnvem 
counterfeiting and cli^fing the current Coin of this Kingdom ; and 
on March the 19th lent it down to the Commons for tjieir 
Conairrence. Then the former Refolutions of the Com- 
mittee were taken iito Confideration, and out of them fe- 
veral Amendments were inferted in the Lords Bill ; to 
which Amendments the Lords agreed, and fo made that moft 
expedient Aft ready for the Royal Aflcnt. 

In the midft of thefe Debates *, the King came to the Royal Aflent 
Houfe of Peers and gave the Royal Aflcnt to the Aift For given to feveral 
Duties on Glafs fVares, Coals and Cubn. An A& For a general ^y'«* 
Pardon. An A 6b To fr event counterfeiting and clipping the 
Coin, An A6fc Fgr imprifining Sir Thomas Cook, Sir Bafil 
BreWace, Charles Bates Epf, and James Craggs, and rejiraining 
them from alienating their E/Lites. But a Claufe was inferted 
to enable Sir Bafil Firebracc, who was then about marrying 
his Daughter to the Earl of Denbigh, to give her a Sum 
not exceeding 20,000 1. in Portion.^
